In the beginning of the month of Sep- 
tember, 17^86, General Suworow, a fhort 
time after his promotion to the rank of 
oommander-in-Ghief, quitted Peterfburg for 
Krcmentfchuck. Prince Potemkiji was at 
that time there on a vifit to his new go-* 
vernment of Catherinoflaw and Taurida, 
whichj a fhort time before, had been call- 
ed the Crimea. Jn every place where the 
prince paffed fome time, every one was eagei* 
to pay him homage, and brilliant cntertdn- 
voL. II. B ments 
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ments were prepared for his amufement. He 
was received with univerfal joy as the har- 
binger of her imperial majefly, whofe vifit to 
tliefe provinces was impatiently expefted by 
the people ; and, for whofe arrival, he had 
made the neceffary preparations • 

Accordingly, in the month of February, 
1787, the emprefs arrived at Kiowie, at- 
tended by a numerous and magnificent court, 
and accompanied by feveral minifters of fo- 
reign powers in alliance with her. Prince 
Pbtemldn and General Suworow let off at 
the fame time 5 and Fldd-Marihal Roman- 
zow was already at Kiovde, in the chara^kr ; 
of govemor-generaL Many travellers q£ 
diftinftion reforted thither on this extraordi* 
riary occafion; and, as the imperial court 
remained there during feveral weeks, this 
town became the temporary refidence of all 
the nobiKty of the province. 

The 
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The King of Poland came no farther di^m 
Kanief> on the Dnieper^ as^ according to the 
Gonffit^itional laws of his country^ he could 
not pafs it& frontiers. He there received 
every mark of refpefl from the attendants on 
the RulfiaB court, and partiqslarly diAiB- 
guifhed Gefii^ ^uworow^ whom he ha4 
kopviTi during the wftr of ^e confederation. 
A few days after his aarival, he paid a yifit 
to the emprefs on board a veflel on the 
Dnieper.

Immediately after the feftival of Eaftefj

lida. The Emperor, Jofeph the Second, acr 

s z companied 
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compailied her, under the title of Count Fal- 
keiiftein, and as he always wore a white 
uniform, many perfons, and Suworow among 
the reft, took him at firft for a Ruffian 
officer. This monarch, who was well ac- 
quainted with the extraordinary talents and 
charadter of Suworow, frequently converfed 
with him, upon political and military affairs, 
during his refidence at Cherfon. 

When the emprefs aflually fet .out for 
Taurida, Suworow took the command of a 
body of cavalry at Blankifna, about ten miles 
from Cherfon, on the road to Pultawa; and 
when her imperial majefly returned from 
thence, he appeared at the head of his corps, 
to do her all military honour. He then 
ejTcorted her to Pultawa, where flie gracioufly 
difmiffed him, with the prefent of a Box en- 
riched with her cypher in diamonds. 

- Prince Potemkin afterwards returned to 
his governmeiit with the title of Tauriti^

chcflki, governor of Taurida ; and, having 
made the neceffary arrangements there, he 
fet out to vifit his eftate at Smeale, which 
he had juft purchafed of Prince Lubomirlki, 
on the frontiers of PoUnd. General Su- 
worow accompanied him thither, and left 
him in the month of Auguft, to take the com-^ 
mand pf the corps of Cherfon and Kinburn. 

During this jourpey of the emprefs, Bul- 
gakow, the Ruffian minifter at Conftanti- 
nople, canie from that place, in order to pay 
his court" to his imperial miftrefs. This mark 
of refpefV, which could not be well avoided, 
and feemed to be nothing more than what 
the etiquette of his fituation required, gave 
umbrage to the Porte j whofe uneaftnefs foon 
became very apparent. Within a few days 
after his arrival, Bulgakow received infor- 
mation that hJs prefence was ^bfolutely 
peceffary at Conftantinople : he, accordingly^ 
j-?tumed there, with all poflible fpeed, and 
' . » 3 , foynd 
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jfound the predominant party ia the> Div^it 
diipofed tQ W2»r. 

For feveml yeai» an Ottoman fleet had re^ 
gularly beeQ fe«i to cruize for a fliort time 
before Oczakowi but it was he more conii'- 
4erable than it had hitherto been in the fum*' 
xner oi 1787. It coniiiled of twelve (hips 
/of the line, fcven frigates, eight chebecs, five 
Ifulan^thfch^Si ^nd twenty*five gun-hoais. 

The Rufiian fleet at Cherfon was very ijir 
ferior in number and equipment to that of 
the Turks : it was moored on the weftem 
bank of the Liman, at five miles from Cher- 
fon, on the fide of Oczakow. Twofhips 
had indeed been lately launched at Cherfon> 
in the prefence of the emperor, which were 
called the Joieph and Wolodimir j but both 
the one and the other were without equi« 
l»ge.

Suwoj^ow, ynth his xtdsA afctenti6n» ex« 
amined the country that furrdandtd Cherfdm 
and made the heceflary difhibution of troops, 
in cafe the Turks (hould attfempt an ^KCitk by 
land ; or cffeft a defcent from thelf fliips. He 
fortified, with gitiit care, the bank of the 
Dnieper and the Bog, to guard the fbrds ef 
thofe rivers ; and paid particular attention 
to the peninfula of Kinbum. He had under 
his command in that quarter twelve fijua*- 
drons of light horfe, ten fquadrons of dra- 
goons, four regiments of Coffacs, and four 
battalicHis of fufilecrs, who formed a camp 
in the vicinity of Kinbum. 

This town is but ill defended by its walls, 
which are furrounded by a glacis. The ditch 
is but fliallow, and it is impoffibk to encfeafe 
its depth 5 as the ground is fandy, and' water 
is found very riear the furface. On one fide 
of the glacis is the mouth of the Dnieper, and, 
on the other fide, the Black Sea. Tbere wds

in the bay of Kinbnrn no force but a fingle 
frigate and a cbaloupe of twelve guns. 

' There was a regular correfpondence be- 
tween Kinburn and Oczakow, as they were 
pnly feparated by a flioit paffage of two miles 
acrofs the Mouth of the Dnieper, Colonel 
D\in?ielinann, who commanded at Kinburn, 
had occafion to fend an officer to the Bacha 
of Oczakovy^. When the pfHcial converr 
iatipn was concluded, the Bacha ordered his 
people to retire, aijd enquired of the officer 
concerning tlje news of the day; who having 
replied, that he bad nojjie to communicate, 
the honeft open-hearted Bacha informed him 
that, the turbulent heads at Conftantinople 
had declare4 war againft Ruffia, and that 
the Turkifh fleet would fpon be in motion, 
to attack the two veffels in the bsy of Kin- 
burn. Tp complete his liberal procedure, 
the Bacha ordered a Tfchautfc;i (a kind of 
patrole) to attend the office r as an efcort s 
^d th^ event proved the neceffity of the pre- 
10 caution 
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caution; as he was attacked on his return by 
two Turks, tvhom the guard repulfed and 
conduced him fafe to Kinbum. 

♦ 

In the afternoon of the following day> 
Auguft 19, 1787, the intelligence of the 
Bacha was realifed, for the frigate and gun- 
boat were fiercely attacked by feveral Turkifh 
veffds. The engagement lafted fome time; 
and the gun-boat not making fufficient way 
in following the frigate, was in danger of 
being cut off; but the officer who commanded 
her, having fired a broad-fide with fuch 
effeft at the vefliJ, that was firft in purfuit, 
as to fink it; tBrreft did not venture to rifk 
a fimilar fate. Another of the Turkifh vef- 
fels alfo foundered; fo that the Ruflian frigate 
and chaloupe, though they had greatly fuf- 
fered, at length efcaped, and retreated to 
Gluboka, where they ^yere repaired. 

Thus did hoftilities break out on the part 
of the Turks, without a preliminary decla- 
ration 
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f aition of war. ' From, that moment the Ruf- 
fians kept themfelves upon their guard i and 
employed every neceffary precaution. Sa- 
worow accordingly took the command c?f 
Kinbum upon himfelf, and ceded that of 
Cherfon to General Bilikow. The whole of 
the troops under his command^ amounted t9 
about thirty thoufand men. 

As the Turks had a very fuperior force at 
fea> and were in a condition to give an irre- 
parable blow to the naval force of Ruflia iii 
the Black Sea, the firft care of Suworow was 
to feciu-e the bay of Gluboka, and the marine 
of Cherfon. fit accordingly ordered a bat- 
tery to be erefted before Gluboka of twenty 
pieces of cannon, eighteen and twenty-four 
pounders, to command both the entrances ^ 
and five lefler batteries on the ifland below 
Cherfon, in order to produce a crofs fire. 

The Turks took a vefiel laden with.pro- 
vifions, and at the mouth of the Bog, they

They now commenced the bombardment 
of Kinburn, which continued feveral days 
without interruption* Three of their bombs 
fi^U in the barrack of the commandant, and the 
tent of General Suworow was carried away by 
the e^lofion of a fheil» 

The ^ace, however, made a very vlgosoitt 
defence. Two of the enatny's frigates, whkb 
had ventured to approach too near, fuffered 
very feverely for th^r temerity; »id fhipt of 
l^e line afterwards k^pt at agreater diibuic& 
One of them was blowm u^hy Uie a^g^moe 
of £Hne of its crew.

veflels; but was ib unfortunate as to en^ 
counter a violent ftorm, which difperfed his 
ftiips. A line-of-battle ftiip, of fixty-fix 
guns, which had fufFered very much in its 
mafts and rigging, was taken by the Turks ; 
and a frigate went to the bottom with its 
whole equipage. The admiral had fcarce 
colleftcd his fcattered fleet, when he was at- 
tacked by the Turks, and an engagement fol- 
lowed: but the Ruffians, notwithftanding 
their lofles, and the bad condition of their 
Yhips, obtained the advantage of the enemy, 
and happily reached their deftinatibn. 

The gun-boats of the Ruffians, and their 
double chaloupes, prefented themfelves at 
fome diftance from Gluboka, to tempt the 
Turks towards them, that they might feize 
the favourable moment of attacking them. 
The ftratagem' fucceeded ; the Turks com- 
menced their manoeuvres with their chaloupes 
and other veflels ; but, after an engagement, 
which was attended with no fignal conf^^ 

quences 
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<iuenc6s Oil dther fide, they wefe driven black 
into Oczakow. 

On the thirtieth of September, the fire of 
the Turks, upon Kinburn, was better fuftain- 
ed than it had hitherto been, and continued, 
without interruption, to a very late hour of 
the night. Suworow, from his obfervations 
on the enemy's movements, conjeftured that 
tliey aflually meditated a defcent upon the 
ifland. He accordingly prepared himfelf for 
the event, and forbade a fingle gun lo be fi- 
red, on the fide of the Ruffians. 

On the morrow, at break of day, the 
Turks recommenced their bombardment ; 
but the town made no return, nor was the 
morning gun fired. A great number of balls 
and bombs fell in the camp, and feveral. 
tents were carried away. As that day was a 
feftival of the Greek church, Suworow at- 
tended mafsj. with a confiderable number of 
l\is pfficers. 

In 
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Jn the mean time> tbijfty chtlouptt, hl\ <4 
troops, afcended the Liman, to about thtw 
miles above Kinbum ; but they were no fboner 
diiemharked than they were diibovered by 
fome CofTacs, who were pofted ypon a hill of 
fand. They firft imaged the Turks to be 
deferters ; but when they found their miftafce, 
an engagement enfued, and the invaders were 
driven back to their veflels. The Turks had 
ftappofcd, that Suworow would difpatch a de^^ 
tachment againft Aefe people, who were de- 
voted to deftruftion, and proportionably 
weaken his garrifon. But he was not the 
dupe of fuch a flxatagem* 

At nine in the morning, the Turks began 
to difembark their troops. The engineer 
Lafitte direfted the operation; wWch liie 
Ruffians beheld without ofFermg the leaft 
interruption. All their veffels, great and 
fmall, approached, at different diftances 5 and> 
to cover them, they had formed a ftrong 

ftaccadOf 
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ftaccadO) at the p<nnt of the pemnfula, and 
at half a mtU from the place. 

The troops which were employed on the 
defcent were the flower of the garrifon of 
Oc2akow> amounting to fix thoufand men, 
and were entirely infantry- The Bacha, who 
commanded, had, in order to invigorate liieir 
courage, ordered all the tranfport-veffels 
to return; that they might have no other al- 
ternative, but to do their duty, as became 
them, or to find deflruftion in the fea, if 
they fled from the land. The detachment, 
which the Ruffians had to oppofe them, was 
fomewhat lefs than a thoufand infantry, 
which was afterwards reinforced by four regi- 
ments of CbfFacs, andabout a thoufand cavalry. 

The Turks were no fooner difembarked, 
than they began to form entrenchments; 
hut the water gained upon them fo fafl, from 
a ijaurfe which has been already explained, 
t^t th^y could not give fufficient depth to 

their 
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their works. They, however, fupplied this 
defe6l, by filling the facks, with which they 
had the precaution to provide thcmfelves, , 
with fand, and they ferved as a rampart. 

At noon, their dervifes offered up the ac- 
cuftomed prayers, and the troops made their 
pious ablutions in the Black Sea. They then 
returned to their entrenchments, and pro- 
ceeded in completing their works. 

Suworow had, given orders, that not a 
fingle fhot fhould be difcharged, or any 
fortie made, till the enemy were within two 
hundred yards of the glacis. The fignal or- 
dered for thefe operations, was a falute of ar- 
tillery, from all the polygons which were on 
that fide of the place. 

At one, the Turkifh advanced guard ap- 
peared at the diftance named in the general's 
order 5 when the fignal was inftantly given, and 
as quickly obeyed. Colonel Ifeiow, with his 

re^ment. 
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re^ment. a regiment of CoflaCs, and two 
fquadrons of light horfe, turned the place to 
the left of the ^lack Sea, and fell upon the 
advanced guard, who were bringing up the 
fcaling4adders. They coniifted of fome hun- 
dred men, and were cut in pieces, or put to 
the fword. The Bacha, who refufed to fur- 
render, ftiared the fame fate. He was well ac- 
quainted with the town of Kinbum, and had 
fixed on this fide of it, from knowing it to be 
the leaft capable of refiftance. 

In the meaA time, Orlow*s regiment oYin* 
fantrys^ falHed forth from the place, with the 
cayalry 5 pafied tlirough the right wing of the 
enemy; threw themfclves into the intrench* 
ments, and, with the bayonet, difpached all 
who oppofed them. 

The Turkifh fhips cannonaded, with more 
than fix hundred pieces of artillery, the front 
and flanks of the troops, which had cotde 

vox., ji. e fortk 
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Jfoith from the town, but without aity verjr 
deftru^i«t*fef!fea:. 

At tkis time, the Colcmels of the Orlow 
aiid Illoweifld regiments arrived with them, 
9nd followed the cavalry towards the Blajck 
Sea. They fought with infinite fpirit, arwell 
as perfeverance, and acquired great honour, 
f uworow now ordered the two battalions of 
Kafelow to advance, which compofed the re- 
ferve. Major-General Reck, who com- 
manded them, was dangeroufly wounded in 
the leg, and carried off the field. But nei- 
ther th/^fo battalions, nor two fquadrons 
of hght-hprfe, who fupported them, could 
refill: the force and fiercenefs of the enemy: 
they faced about and fled, and the Turks, 
witlji their fabres and their poniards, mad$ 
fad havock among them. 

^ Suworow had a very narrow efcape; hav- 
ing had his horfc (hot under him by a cannoa- 
iflil; he addrefled himfelf to a Tuch^.for an 

horfc 
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horfe which he had juft takexiyand whom h^f 
juiftook for a Coffac, as the Tuxks had only 
difembarked infantry. But he now found 
his miftake, and the fabre was uplifted, which 
would liAve deftroyed him, if its defcending 
ftroke had not been arretted by th? thruft <^ 
a bayonet, from a fufileer of Nouikow. 

The fituation of the Ruffians hecame 
veiy critical. They were overpowered by 
numbers, and compelled to retire to the 
Glacis. From time to time they appeared to 
recover themfelves, and to gain ground; but, 
the Turks having received a large reinforce- 
ment, their efforts failed; the carnage be- 
came general ; the dead, the dying, and the 
wounded, were feen on all fides; and the 
hoftile troops were fo confounded, that, on 
both fides, the artillery were commanded to 
dilcontinue its operations. 

While the bloody career of flaughter was 

proceeding, a Turkifh chebec and gun- 

2 boat, 
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boat, which approached within t^ch of the 
cannon of the place, blew up, with a moff; hor- 
rid explofioil. 

The day was now faft declining, when ten 
fqnadrons of light-horfe arrived from their 
poft, at the diftance of four miles behind Kin- 
burn : but, from the nature of the ground, 
they were compelled to charge the Turks in a 
mafs. At this time, the infantry began to 
recover Itfelf ; and the Coflacs coming, froi» 
the fea fide, upon their flanks, the Turks be- 
gan, In their turn, to give way to this united 
force. They oppofed a defence full of 
Vigour, which was rouzed almofl to madnefs 
by their enraged Dervifes, who mingled in the 
battle, and excited the Mahometans to com- 
bat, Thefe men became the martyrs of their 
zeal, and the death they inflamed others to 
feek, they themfelves found. 

The night now came on, and there was no 
moon. At this time, there arrived a fmall 

battalion 
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battalion of Murani, of three hundred 
men, who came from the fide of Cherfon, 
worn out with fatigue ; and two companies 
of referve, employed to guard the baggage 
behind Kinburn. This reinforcement, how- 
ever, decided the battle. 

The Turks, finding Aemfelyes driven back 
towards the fea, turned upon their purfucrs 
in dcfpair. Their laft fire continued for 
about half an hour, when they were totally 
defeated, being cut to pieces, or driven into 
the fea. Some of the fugitives, however, who, 
when they law that their run-a-way comradeSv 
were loft in the waves, attempted^ but in 
vain, to return to the chaise. Others flat- 
tered themfelvcs that they fhould efcape, by 
fwimming to Oczakow, but they likcwife 
periftied. 

About ten at night, this bloody aftion, 

which had lafted nine hours, was terminated. 

Twice the Ruffians were overpowered by 

. c 3 numbers} 
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numbers'; .neverthelefs, the far greater part- 
of. the Turkifti army was left on the field, 
qr p^riihed in the fea. A very fmall number 
of them efcaped. 

As night was approaching, Suworow re- 
ceived a mufket-fhot in the left arm. The 
ground difcharged a great quantity of blood, 
and there was po furgeon about him to drefs 
it He wents therefore, to the fea fi.de; and an 
oflicerof Coffacs, of Kutenikow, who followed; 
with fome men, waftied his wound \yith fea- 
water, and bound it up with his cravat. 
With* this drefling he re-mounted his horfe, 
itid re|:urncd to the field of battle. The 
Coflac officer was himfelf wounded, as were 
all thqfe who were about Suworow's perfon 
during th? engagement. Tifchenko, a light- 
horfeman, was his orderly attendant for thq 
day, and was the only perfon, fo fituated, 
who efcaped free from' hurt/ He was made 
ferjeant-major, as a recompenfe for the fer- 
vices of the:day,^ 

•8 When 
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WhOT all was over, and the troops were 
ordered to re-enter the place, the cannonade 
fuddenly re-commenced, but it lafted a very 
fhort time A body of the Turks, who were 
not in the aftion, conceiving that the place 
was entirely without a garrifon, hoped to take 
it by an attack from behind, but they were 
(bon repulfcd. 

Suworow, found himfelf extremely weak 
on his return to Kinburn. His wound was 
dreffed by a furgeon, who wifhed him to 
take refreftiments -, but he was too much 
fatigued 5 and he gpew rather worfe after 
the operation. 

This battle coft the Ruffians two hun- 
dred killed, among whom were many fu- 
perior officers, and three hundred wounded. 

Of the army of fix thoufand men, which 
the Turks had difembarked, not more than 
feven hundred efcaped. The reft were either 

04 flain 
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flain or drowned.-^Among the dead there 
was a French engineer : — ^As to Lafitte, who 
had dire6ted the deicent^ he difappeared be- 
fore it was night, 

Majbr-Gwieral Iflijucf, who W4s at the dis- 
tance of eight miles behind Kinbunif 
fowid it impoflible to reach it, with his re- 
ferve of ten fquadrons of dragoons, till th? 
aftion was over. 

Whether the Turks had exhauftcd all their 
ammunition, or were difeouraged by the bad 
fuccefs of their enterpri?e, is not a queftioji 
that demands a moment's confideration ; 
but they difcon tinned firing upon the place, 
and to the time of their departure for the 
Dardenellcs, their artillery was filent; and 
the tour of the peninfula might be made 
at any tiijie without the leaft danger. 

On the morrow, at break of day, Su- 
worow, who was perfeftly recovered, ob- 

ferved 
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fervedfrom the ramparts, that a body of 
Turks were employed at the point of the 
ifland in removing thdr dead and wounded. 
He therefore detached Ifeiow with his Cof- 
facs to drive them away; and, in ^ Ihort 
time after, he faw a fmall Turkifh tranCr 
port founder, from being overcharged with 
people. 

The whole of this day was pafled in bury* 
ing the dead, and attending to the wounded. 
On the morrow, divine ferviie was cele- 
brated, and public thanks returned to God 
for this lignal vi6lory. — ^At an early hour of 
the morning, the troops were ordered under 
arms ; and were drawn up, in different de- 
tachments, from the point of the peninfula 
to a confiderable diftance from the town. 
They accompanied the I'e Deum with three 
difcharges of mufketry and heavy artillery. 
The greater part of the wounded foldiers in- 
fifledon being admitted into the ranks on 
this occafion: and Suworow enjoyed tliis 

glorious 
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^orious fpe6:acfe from the ramparts, of the 
town. As the front of jthc line^ prefentcd it- 
ielf towards Oczakow, great numbers <rf 
Turks were feen running to the fhore, on 
hearing the thunder of the cannonade, which 
celebrated their defeat. 

The defign of the Turks, from the com?- 
mencement of hoftilities, was to make them- 
felves mafters of Kinbum. It was but a weak 
place, and the pofleffion of its peninfula 
would have given them a very great advan- 
tage m any future attempts they might me- 
ditate, for the retaking of Cherfon and the 
Crimea. They alfo entertained the hope, 
that, by taking it, they fhould have had 
the power to difperfe, if not to bum 
the fieet of Gluboka and the marine of 
Cherfon. 

The Rufliah fleet at Gluboka confifted 
of tv^o new Ihips, not put in commiffion, 
called the Jofeph and the Woldemir, two 

other 
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Other veffels of fifty-four guns, one of forty 
guns, three gillies, three guti-boats, and 
twenty fmall veffels,. including the tranf- 
fortS. 

The Turkish fleet before Oczakow, con- 
fifted of three ihips of the line, one frigate^ 
eight chebecs, and thirty-two gallies and 
gun-boats • 

But the ill-fuccefs' of this enterprlfe, in 
which the Turks, engaged with fuch fanguinc 
e»pe6tations of fuccefs, put an end to all • 
their hopes. As foon as the news of their 
defeat reached Conftantinople, the confter- 
nation was geileral, nor was it leflened by 
the refleftion, that the war had been com- 
menced in an imufual way, and contrary to 
the praclice of civiUzed nations, without a 
previous declaration of war. The Porte flat- 
tered itfelf that the Ruflians would not have 
had time to prepare for the defence of Kin- 
burn^ and that it v/ould not be poffible for that 
- ' place 
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place to hold out a day, againft the flower of 
the garrifon of Oczakow* 

The emprefs gave a very diftingui/hed 
mark of her fatisfaftion toSuworow, in ad- 
dreffing to him the following letter, written 
with her own hand, 

Peterjburgy O£tober 17, 1787. 

/ Alexander Ba/ilowctfcb. 

" Tliis day T'e Deum lias been fung in our 

• 

" prefence, on a public thankfgiving far the 
" firft vidlory which has been granted to our 
" arms, fmce the opening of this cam- 
" paign, on the firft of this prefent month. 
*^ An account of thofe afls of zeal, indefa- 
" tigable a^ivity, and exemplary bravery, 
*^ by which you have fignalized yourfelf, a$ 
" well as the troops, under your command, 
** in the defence of Kinburn, was then 
** publicly read, 

" The 
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'* The rqjortsofourField-M^fhal Prince 
'^ Potemkin Tatoritfcheffki are filled with 
** honourable teftimonies on this fubjeft. 
" We experience a fincere pleafure in making 
•* known our acknowledgements to you^ as 
" well as to the officers and military of every 
" degree, who have co-operated with you in 
** this glorious aftion, 

" We feel for your wounds j and we pray 
" God that he will be plcafed fpeedily to 
*' heal thofe which you have received, in de- 
" fending the reUglon and frontiers of the 
** empire, and to haften the cure of all thofe 
" who are fick. We are, with peculiar 
« good-will, your affeftionate, 

" CATHERINE." 

In the courfe of a few weeks, Siiworow 
received a fecond letter, with the ord^ o( 
^aint Andrew, which is the firft of the em- 
pire J and fix croffes of Saint George, to be 
diflributed according to his judgement, to 
9 the 
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the moft: diftmguilhed amQRg^ Ms officers, 
Pefides this, many of the . ^ffic^rs were- ad-» 
yanccd} and two hundred foldiers recfdved the 
filver medal, with fbme additional gratifica- 
tion. 

The garrifon of Oczakow wa3 compofed 
of twelve thoufand men, jamfikries and other 
infantry ; but it was very weak in cavalry. 
It now found itfclf reduced to one half of its 
original ftrength ; by the lofs of fix thoufand 
of its fineft troops, who fell before Kinburn : 
.while many of its inhabitants abandoned it, 
from the apprehenfion, that due Rufl^s would 
^nd the means of. making themfelves matters 
of it. The feafon, however, was now too much 
. advanced to admit of fuch an enterprize. 

% On the twentieth c^ Oftobcr, the whole 
cf the Turkifli fleet returned to Conftanti^ 
nople. But a Ihort time before its departure, 
a very ftrong guft of wind had brokqn the 
cables of a Ruflran chaloupe, which, being 

thus 
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thus feparated from the reft of the fleet, was 
taken by the Turks. 

In a few days after the battle, Suworow 
\ft^^ r^4oill)t9 of communication, ^hic^ 
he furniihfeiJ with fufficknt garrifbns> antj 
jhen difijaifled.the reft of th^ troops to 
winter qu^irters. As he was conicious of thf 
weak Itate of i^iijburn \ he mad? fiich difr 
poTitions as to iecure it from fujrprize on the 
fide of Ocs^ow } and he gave orders ^t, a^ 
r9on as the Liman fhould be frozen, the y^ 
ihould be continually broken. The general 
^mielf remdned at Kinburn. ^

CHAP* 11. 

In confequcnce of the ne^ diftribution of 
the army, Suworow's dm(ion> which Prince 
Potemkin had conliderably augmented fmce 
/ the preceding year, was very much ftrcngth-- 
cned in the fpring of 1788, by a confiderable 
fleet, and a great number- of row-boats, 
m the Black Sea. The firft, which was 
commanded by Paul Jones, confifted of 
five veflels of the line, from fixty-fix to 
eighty guns, and eight frigates. The fecond^ 
commanded by the Prince of Naflau-Siegen^ 
was compofed of fixty-five light veflels, gal* 
lies, floating batteries, chaloupes, gun-boats, 
and eighty Turkifli boats mounted with 
one gun, the whole manned by three thou- 
fand Coflacs. The fecond fleet carried four 
hundred pieces of cannon. 

The Turkifli fleet, which was commanded 
by the famous Haflan Bacha, high admiral, 

appeared 
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appeared before Oczakow at the end of May. 
It confifted of ten veflels of the line, fix 
frigates, four bomb-ketches, fix chebecs, 
fifteen gun boats, nineteen kirklangitfchs, 
and nine feluccas. He had left another 
fleet about fix miles from land, confid- 
ing of eight (hips of the line, eight fri- 
gates, twenty-one chebecs, and three bomb-^ 
ketches. 

While the Turkifh fquadron was ap- 
proaching the fhore. Captain Sacken was 
behind Kiiiburn with a double chaloupe. He 
had been ordered to repair to Gluboka ; but 
had deferred it by an excefs of zeal : when 
therefore he faw the Turkifh flotilla in the 
waters of thcLiman, he leaped into his vef- 
fel, with a determination to pafs through 
them ; but as ftie was a heavy failor, he was 
tnvelloped by fix or eight light vefTels of the 
enemy, two of which attempted to board 
him. In this fituation, he ordered all his 
people to efcape from the vefiel as well ^ as 
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they couldy remaining there alone with th?^ 
greateft intrepidity; and that the chaloupe 
might not fall into the hands of the Turks^ 
he himfelf fet fire to the powder, and was 
blown up in the fight of a crowd of people 
who were affembled on the Ihore at Kinbura. 
The two Turkiih boats, which were near 
him, received confidcrable damage from th^ 
explofion. 

The fmall flotilla of tlie Turks afccnded 
the Liman, for the purpofe of reconnoitring. 
About five miles above Kinburn, there were 
Coffacs of Tfchornomor in their canoes^ 
and two battalions of fufileers on the bank. 
Tlie Turks, though at a confiderable diftance 
from land, fired upon the troops, and reach^ 
ed the camp with their heavy cannon. The 
Coflacs of Tfchornomor, who were nearer ta 
them, returned their fire. This cannonade 
continued during feveral hours ; and the ve& 
fels retired without having brought on a re- 
^ . ^ gular 
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gukf engagement. Similar attempts were 
^erwards occafionally renewed by them* 

The whole of the Ruffian fket was before 
Gluboka: the fleet of row-boats, the ad- 
vanced guard ', and the failing fleet was in 
order of battle, with a very ftrong reai'-- 
guard- The fleet at Oczakow was at about 
the diftance of feven miles» 

The Prince of Naflau detached his ad- 
vanced, guard. It met that of tl^e Turks, 
and an engagement qnfued. It was the 
defign of the Ruffians to get, if poffi-ble, th^ 
Turks behind them J : and> itt order to effeft 
it, their veiTels retreated one after thje othcar. 
Deceived by this manoeuvre, the whole Tur- 
kifli fleet immediately purfucd them, under the 
very guns of the principal fleet, which did it 
confiderablc injury. It then retired in a 
very damaged fl:atc, and prcfled very clofe by 
the Prince of Naflau, who purfued it in his 

D 2 turn 
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turn tlhdcr the cannon of the Turkifli 
fleet. 

They loft five vel&ls, which were funk, 
Ivith the greateft part of the crews : and 
fheir lofs would have been very confidcrable, 
if the Ruffians had not been oppofed by an 
tinfiavourable wind. The latter alfo loft a 
frigate, but the people on board, and the 
cannon, were preferved. 

Such wms the commencement of the naval 
<varfare between the two contending rpowers 
on the Black Sed. Similar engagements were 
continued for feveral fucceeding days ; but 
without afty decifive effe^ or fuperiority oi 
either iide. 

" Suworow now ordered a battery to be 
crefted on the point of the peninfula, in 
^rder to command the two currents. ' It . 
was foon colnpleted ; but as the nature of 
the ground would not admit of digging 

deep, 
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deep, a fmall parapet was formed withheap& 
of fands. It was f umifhed with twenty-four 
pieces of artillery, carrying from eighteen tQ 
twenty-four pounders, which were to b? 
mafked by fand-banks, tiU they were w^J- 
ed for fervjce, 

A furnace was alib conftru£led, to heat 
balls ', and as this battery was pla:ed at the 
diflance of half a mi^e from the plaoe> it 
required a proportionable force to defend it t 
the two battalions of Orlow were there- 
fore detached for its defence, and diftri<- 
buted in the interval* 

The objeft of this dlfpofition was to re- 
lieve the troops, as it allowed one half of them 
to repofe, while the other was on duty^ 
Neverthelefs, th^ir fervlce was attended with 
very unplealant, and even dangerous, ck- 
fumftances j as they remained night and day 
on the very fpot, where tjie humerous dead 
Jiad bee|i interred the preceding jejiTjt ^^ef 
• P 3 the 
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the afFairof the firft of Oftober. The fea 
water, which occafionally fiherated through 
the fand, had, in fome degree, checked the 
courfe of corruption in the bodies, fo that 
at this diftanjce of time, there exhaled, par- 
ticularly at fun-rife, a foeted and peftilential 
vapour, that brought on an epidemical di- 
fcafe, of which feveral of the foldiers died. 
Theye appeared to be no other way of 
cfcaping tlie danger, but by bathing in the 
fea, * and ufing exercife. 

Suworow, who had not conlidered this 
dangerous circumftance, with proper atten- 
tion to himfelf, and had always continued 
with his troops, was one day, on the very 
moment of fainting from the infedled efflu- 
via ; but by inftantly bathing in the fca, the 
threatening fymptoms were removed. 

In the night of the twenty- feventh of June, 
the High Admiral, Haflan Bacha, undertook 
a very rafh and daring enterpfize. 

Between 
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Between Oczakow and Gluboka, there is 
S large range of fand-banks, which form 
fhoals, that a fhip of a moderate fize cannot 
pafs over without touching. Neverthelefs, 
he ventured with his large (hips, after ha- 
ving pafled the currents, under the direflion 
of Ikilful pilots, to form his fleet in two 
lines, in the very face of the Ruffian (hips 5 
bis principal veflels forming the firft line 5 
and his row-boats compofing the fecond. 

The Turks looked with contempt on the 
feeble fquadron of the Ruffians, and fired 
during the night, as if they had been confi- 
dent of viftory. As foon as it was day, they 
came down in full fail upon them, and the 
engagement began. 

The Ruffian fleet was formed with their 
row-boats in front, and their fhips in the 
xear. And the diflant firing of the heavy 
artilleiy had not been continued during an 
hour, when one of the fineft Turkifli fhips, 
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of feventy guns, went a-ground, without a 
poffibility of being favcd. In a fhort time 
after, the admiral's ihip, of dghty guns, 
iharcd the fame fate : two frigates of forty 
guns, with feveral light veflels, haftened to- 
wards them, to hawl them off ; but the firft 
frigate touched the ground herfelf, and the 
others were therefore prevented from making 
a nearer approach. 

The Prince of Naflau ordered a large part 
of his rowing veflels to attack the fhips a- 
ground 5 for, as they drew but little water, 
they could come near enough to board them \ 
his flotilla, however, was received with a 
briik difcharge of grenades and mulketry, 
and loft many of its people. Neverthelefs, 
the Ruffians perfevered in their defign with 
great courage, and, at length, fucceeded in 
getting their vefTels on each fide the admiral's 
fliip, when the CofTacs of Tfchornpmor 
leaped on board it. The red hot balls ha- 
ving 
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ving fet the grounded fhips on firc> thtj 
were left to their fate. 



In this fituation, every poflible exertion 
was made to feve the people, while many of 
them leaped into the water, and were takcft 
prifoncrs by the chaloupes. The captains 
of the three vefiels were of that number. 
There was a cpnfiderable quantity of money 
on board the Turks, and the Ruffians dkl 
not fail to bring away as large a booty as the 
time would permit. Several fmaller veffels 
went upon the fdnd-banks, and others were 
towed off. After a combat of four hours, the 
viftory was deciffive. 

Haflan Bacha remained, during the whole 
©f the aftion, on board his barge, and 
difplayed the greateft intrepidity. Some of 
the Ruffian row-boats cannonaded him,- but 
without effe6t. The Prince of Naflau was alfo 
focxij fearlefs of danger and wherever his 

prefence 
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prcfencc was ncccflary. He was accompanied 
by the Count Damas, a colonel in the French 
fcrvice. 

Independant of the lofs of veflels, taken or 
burned, the fleet of Haflan Bacha received 
great injury at the moment of its retreat; 
wliich he efFefted, by covering the flotilla 
with the fhips of the line. He returned to 
its firft pofitionj and the Ruffians anchored 
about a mile from him. . 

On his return to his ftation, the Turkifli 
High Admiral, cxprefled the utmoft afflic- 
tion at his difafter; refufed his food, and 
prefcrvcd a melancholy filence. This mif* 
fortune, indeed, threatened his life, and he 
might be alarmed, leaft he fhould foon be call- 
ed to bend his neck to the fabre. 

The lofs of this battle coft the Turks up- 
wards of two thoufand men, who were killed, 

and 
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and fifteen hundred, who were made pnibn 
crs: the latter were removed to Kinbum. 
One of the three Turkifti captains, having 
had a leg carried away in the a(5lion, died in 
the arms of his two fons, who had been 
made prifoners with him. 

On the fide of the Rufiians, the lofs was 
not very confiderable. Two hundred were 
killed, among whom were eighteen fuperior 
officers, and fix hundred wounded, including 
forty officers of equal rank. Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Ribas, brother of the vice-admiral, loft 
an arm ; but the pain of fuch an accident was 
not Sufficient, in the heat of the aftion, to 
prevent him from employing that which re- 
mained, in applying the match to a cannon. 

After this defeat, Haflan Bacha endea- 
voured to form a junftion with- the Turkifh 
fleet, which was at feaj and, on the thirtieth 
of June, about midnight, he weighed an- 
chor for that purpofe,

The night was dark> and when be was off 
the Point of Kinburn, which he was obli^ 
to double, the batteries fuddenly opened upon 
him, with a terrible fire, and did confiderable 
damage to his advanced guard. The firing 
was fo violent, that the Turks, who were ig- 
norant of thefe mafqucd batteries, thought 
themfelves under the town of Kinbum. 
When the moon rofe, the fiie of the batteries 
was continued with an encreafed eSc^. 

Before day-break, feveral of the Turkilh 
veffels wer« forced to lay byj and- fome of 
them had made fignals of diilrefs; others 
were on fire, and fcveral had foundered. Th? 
crews endeavoured to fave themfelves by 
fwimnungs but many of them were drowned, 
while others, in a flate of delpair, loaded 
themfelves with cannon-ball, that they might 
fmk at once. to the bottom. 

At the beginning of the cannonade, Su^ 
worow had difpatched an order to Prince 
NalTau, to attack the Turks with his (qua- 

dion. 
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dton* He was about a mile from Oczakow, 
and- had Paul Jones behind him. This at- 
tack could not take place .before day-break ; 
but a very . fmait engagement then took 
place. The Turkifli (hips^ inftead of form- 
ing a line, were in a ftate of . confufion, and 
mtich too near each other, Paul Jones, alfo> 
was fearful of expofing his large ftiips to the 
dangers of the fand-banks : and his precau- 
tion was juftifidd, by the fate of the Wolode- 
mir, whojTor want of it^ had the misfortune 
to run upon them. 

• 
The fmall Ruffian veflels, and particularly 
tlieir gun-boats and gal]ies, ran under the 
large Turkilh fhips, whofc great guns could 
do them no mifchief, when they were once 
grappled; and contrived, by ladders, to get 
on boardi ind fet them on fire. 

ttaffan Bacha, however, with his van^ 

guard, had fo far availed himfelf of the night, 

as to have efcaped : and it was not till th^ 

10 ' evening, 
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everting, that he was informed of his ad- 
ditional misfortune. Tliis terrible combat 
lafted till near noon> when the Ihips, which 
were on fire, blew up -, and at one> the aftion 
had entirely ceafed* 

The lofs of the Ruflian fleet, on this oc* 
cafion, amounted to one hundred and thirtv 
killed, including twenty-four oflficers; and 
about eight hundred wounded. The Turks 
had three thoufand killed and wounded, and 
two thoufand were taken prifoners* 

The Ruffians, alfo, took a (hip of the line, 
and two frigates ; fo that with thofe which 
were blown up, went to the. bottom, and 
rendered ufelefs, the fleet of Oczakow was, 
in a great meafure, deftroyed. 

The emprefs did not fuffer her vi<5lorious 
failors to remain without a recomp'enfe of 
their valour* Marks of favour were diftri- 

buted 
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buted to all ranks throughout the fleet. The 
Prince NafTau, among other tefHmomes of 
the Imperial favour, received the flag of a 
vice-admiraL 

Prince Potemkin had appointed the lat- 
ter end of June for aflembling the arm/ 
at Sockoli, about forty miles from Oczakow, 
which he prepared to befiege. Accordingly, 
in the beginning of Auguft, he pafled the 
river with it, and began his spproacheg. 

Suworow embarked at Kinbum, with his 
regiment of grenadiers of Fanagor, and 
joined the army> where he took the command 
of the left wing. He had^ fome time before, 
received orders to make himfelf mafter of the 
ifland of Perefan, in the Black Sea, with the 
fleet commanded by Ribas; but that expe- 
dition did not take place*. 

The fiege of Oczakow began, in due form,., 
the 2 9th of Auguft. Am#ng frequent fallies 

of 
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of kfs importancet the Tuiks made one the 
28th, with feveral thoufand men, and at- 
tacked the extremity of the Ruffian left wing, 
where the infantry of the Independant Cof- 
facs, and of the Coffacs of the Bog, were 
pofted. The Ruffians were clofely prefled, 
and gave way, when Suworow haftened to 
their affiftanccj with a battalion of grena- 
diers, attacked the Turks with bayonet fixed, 
ttnd rcpulfed them. In the heat of the aftion, 
however, they continued the purfuit to the 
very entrenchments of the place, where the 
Turks received a reinforcement of three thou- 
fand men. In fhort, by mutual reinforce- 
ments, tlie aflion became general j and it was 
with great difficulty that the enemy pre- 
vented their entrenchments from being taken* 

Suworow- was expofed to a very brifk fire 
of mufketry, which was the more dangerous, 
as he was the particular objeft of it. A 
young Turk, who had been converted to the 
Greek reUgion ; and for fome time fcrved a 

Ruffian 
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Ruffian officer* had deferted the preceeding 
evening, and now pointed out Suworow for 
the Turks to aim at. The general accord- 
ingly received a ball in the nape of the neck; 
and the wound became fo very painful, that 
he thought proper to return to the camp; 
having fent a meflenger before to prepare a 
furgeon and a prieft. In quitting the field, 
he had given up the command to Lieuteriant- 
General Bilbikow, whom he ordered to with- 
draw the* battalions, as he did not augur fa- 
vourably of the iffiae of the a6tion, if it wers 
any longer continued. 

In the mean time* Suworow arrived at his 
tent, where the furgeon exaijiined his wound, 
extracted the ball, and applied the firft dref- 
fing. His horfe had received feveral fhots in 
his body, and died, as a foldier was taking off 
his faddle. 

The battalions were left by Suworow, as he 

well knew, in a very dangerous pofition; and 
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the event was precifely as he had forefeen, 
Inflead of retiring by degrees, the retreat 
was beat at once, which ^aufed the troops to 
fly in hafte and diforder ; by which untoward 
conduft, the Ruffians loft feveral hundred 
men, , 

Suworow's wound became more painful^ 
He had feveral fainting fits, and a fever fol- 
lowed on the third day. He, therefore, or- 
dered himfelf to be removed to Kinburn ; on 
the day after his arrival at which place, his ref- 
piration was become very difficult, and his end 
feemed to be approaching. Nature, however, 
prevailed; a long and tranquil fleep, which 
fortunately liicceeded, reftored his ftrengtb^ 
and he was foon declared to be out of danger. 
His wound was alfo threatened with a gan- 
green, but that was removed, and though 
he was under the furgeon's care, and often 
under his knife, during three weeks, he 
never kept his bed. He was alfo, for fome 
days, attacked by the jaundice : neverthelefs, 
/ lo he: 
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he perfevered in his long accuftomed praftice, 
of preferring regimen to medicine, and lus 
health was foon re-eftablifhed. Though before 
he was quite recovered, he again very narrow- 
ly efcaped deftru6lion, from, the confequences 
of fire in the powder-magazine, which was 
full of charged bombs, grenades, and various 
other combuftibles, prepared for the army 
before Oczakow. One of the bombs fell in 
the chamber, where the general was fitting, 
tore his bed, and broke down a part of the 
wall, and wounded him in the face, the 
breaft, and the knee. Some loft their lives, 
and many were wounded by this misfortune; 
but as all thofe who were employed in the 
magazine, at the time it blew up, loft theif 
lives, the caufe of the difafter could not be 
difcovered. 

The inhabitants of Oczakow, on feeing 

the enormous fmoke in which Kirburn was 

for fome time envelloped, concluded, that 
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the whole of the town had been blown up j 

4 

the ferafkier, therefore, fent an immediate 
exprefs to the fleet, with orders to make a 
defcent at Kinburn, with a view to take ad- 
vantage of the confufion, which fuch a ter- 
rible accident might be fuppofed to have oc- 
cafioned. But Haflan Bacha refufed to obey 
them. And he did right : for, on a fufpi- 
cion that fuch an attempt might be made, 
the troops were all prepared, and difpof«l to 
refiftit. 

Haflan Bacha was foon after recalled to 
Confl:antinople, where, it was fuppofed, he 
would lofe his head. But it did not appear 
that he underwent any kind of puniftiment. 
The remains of the Turkifti fleet continued 
at fea, under the command of the vice-ad- 
miral, till the end of Oftober, when it fct 
fail for the Dardanelles. 

In the mean time, the fiege of Oczakow 
continued j the hard frofl:s fet in, and the 

beiieged 
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bcfieged loft great numbers of men. At 
length, after four months regular attack. 
Prince Potemkin ordered an aflault, on the 
(ixth of December, and the Ruffians became 
matters of the place. 

Of eighty thoufand troops, which formed 
the befieging army of Oczakow, four thou- 
fand three hundred loft their lives at the af- 
fault, while epidemic fevers, and the rigour 
of the feafon, had carried off a much larger 
number. The Turks fuftained a lofs of four 
thoufand feven hundred killed, , and four 
thoufand eight hundred were made prifoners 
of war. 

During the latter operations of the (iege, 
Suworow remained at Cherfon and Kremen- 
fchuck, for the recovery of his health. 

In the beginning of the following year, 

he returned to Peter(burg; when the em- 
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field of battle, with thirty-feven ftandards, 
and fourteen pieces of cannon taken. 

The corps at Berlat confifted of three regi- 
ments of Staradub, Nefan, and Tfcherni- 
kow carabineers, forming five fquadrons; 
with the regiments of Goffacs, under the two 
Colonels Grekowj one thoufand Arnauts, 
with twelve battalions of infantiy, two of 
which were grenadiers -, two regiments of chaf- 
{curs'j two of Smolinlki infantry; two of 
Tuli 3 two of Noftow; and two of Afcherow j 
together with the flying artillery, and fixteen 
large field-pieces. Thefe troops were com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General Derfelden, 
Major-General Boniakow, the Prince of Eze- 
kawlki, and Brigadiers Lewafchok, Wetf- 
phal, and Burnafchow, 

They were upon the pdnt of marching 
for Wafluis, half way toward? Jafly ; but 
Swworow prevented their departure, went to 

re- 
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reconnoitre the environs, and advanced four 
miles farther, to Karaptfchefti, where the 
cordon of light troops were placed at ^c 
advanced poft, Thcfe he ftationed a little 
higher, that he might be near enough to dis- 
cover the beft points of operation beyond the 
Sereth, as far as Aropeftia and Forhani, 

- During thefe tranfaftions, the Prince of 
Saxe-Cobourghad quitted his winter quarters, 
in Gallicia, and had advanced into Walachia, 
with his army, to the jright bank of the Se- 
reth. He was encamped before the fmall 
town of Atfchud, on the banks of the Stra- 
tufch, wliich falls into the Sereth, and his 
army was pretty much in a line with the 
corps of General Suworow, who informed 
the prince of his arrival, and received the moft 
friendly anfwer from hijn . Although hitherto 
unacquainted, they now formed a friendfhip 
and intimacy, which is highly requifite be- 
tween the generals of two allied powers. 
Never did the leaft diftruft difturb the har- 
8 mony 
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mony of their operations, nor had they any 
fecrets from each other. The Ruffian and 
Auftrian oflScers vL.tcd in the two camps 
with equal fatisfaflion ; and, in a word, 
T>oth the leaders, aad their fubordinate of- 
ficers, lived in that perfcft friendlhip which 
eventually contributed fo much to the fuc- 
cefs of their arms. 

After the death* of Abtal-Amit, which 
happened on the f::venth of April, the throne 
was filled by Selim, who augmented his mi- 
litary eftablifhment with one hundred and 
fifty thoufand men, one third of which were 
intended to fervc in Walacbia. The Turks, 
who had been pofted before Brahilow, on the 
Danube, marched under a Sera(ki?r to Zort- 
hani, twelve miles from the Prince Cobourg's 
camp; and foon found themfelves forty 
thoufand flrong. 

They were now on the point of attacking 
his corps> which was much inferior to them, 

in 
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in point of numbers i and of this, he imme- 
diately informed Suworow, who inftantly 
began to march- He left the regiment of 
Tuli before Bulat, with four field-pieces, be- 
fides his own, two fquadrons of each regi- 
ment of carabineers, one hundred Colfacs, 
and one half of the Arnauts. 

* 
iThe corps directed its march to Atfchud, 

by a fhort but very difficult road, acrofs the 
woods. They marched day and night, paff- 
ed the Sereth on the Auftrian pontoons, and 
advanced eighty werfts, (twenty-four French 
leagues, or twelve German mUes,) in the 
fpace of thirty-fix hours, including thofc un- 
avoidably devoted to reft. We have fcarcely 
an example of fo rapid a march. 

It was at this time that General Suworow 
ran a pin into the fole of his foot ; and, as 
tiie head of it broke, it could not be imme- 
diately extrafted, fo that he limped for fbmc 

time; 
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time- The Turks, who often faw him at 9 
finall diftance, imagining this dcfefl: habi- 
tual, nicH-namcd him Topal Bacba, (or> the 
limping general.) 

The Prince of Cobourg, who had been 
apprifed of the departure of the columns, 
would not credit this aflonifhing march, 
till he had feen General Suworow with his 
own eyes. The troops arrived at dulk, and 
were pofted on the left wing of the. Auf- 
trians. 

The next day, two bridges were thrown 
over the Stratufch, and the two corps paffed 
in two columns, the Auftrians to the right, 
and the Ruffians to the left. 

To conceal the jundion of the Ruffians 
with Prince Cobourg*s corps- from the enemy, 
Suworow had none but Auftrians in his van- 
guard, which was compofed of two Kaunitz 
and CoUoredo battalions of Barko huflars, and 

Loewenejr 
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Loewener light horfe, under the orders of the 
brave Colonel Karatfchay. When the Ruf- 
fian troops halted, it was always in a hollow 
behind the van-guard. They refted two 
nights during their march, and Suworow, 
who was almoft always before them in order 
to reconnoitre, fell on a party of Turks who 
did not know him. 

On the third day, while the troops were 
refting under cover of Maria Tfcheftia, two 
miles from the river Putna, Suworow fent 
an officer upon the fcout with thirty Cof- 
facs. He met a body of two hundred Turks ; 
and, as he had orders in fuch cafe to draw 
them on, he made his Coflkcs retire little 
by little in a ftate of difperfion. His mea- 
fares were already taken, and the regiment 
of Coflacs of Iwan Grekow led by the major ' 
of the day. Kuris made the firft attack. The 
regiment was in three divifions. The firft 
attacked the Turks when they approached 
the wood, wheeled fuddenly round, and, 

being 
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being aftcnA^ards fbccourcd by above five 
hundred men, returned to the charge 5 upon 
which the two other divifions of Coffacs 
took part in the aftion. The number of the 
Turks foon amounted to two thoufand men. 
The other regiments of Coflacs were alfo en- 
gaged, as were the Arnauts, commanded by 
Captain Falkenhagen. The Turks again 
gave way, but the whole of their van- 
guard confifting of four thoufand Spahi's 
coming up, the Rullians were obliged to re** 
treat. The five fquadrons of Barko huflars 
then came to their fupport ; the battle was 
renewed; and, although the enemy began to 
lofe the advantages they had gained, the fuc- 
cefs of the Ruffians was ftill doubtful, till 
they were re-enforced by three fquadrons of 
Loewener light horfe and two fquadrons of 
carabineers, together with a few hundred 
chaffeurs and infantry. The Turks now 
took to flight ; and all the cavalry that had 
been engaged puriued them as far as the 

Putria, 
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Putna, where a great number of them were 
drowned. 

In this battle, which continued five hours, 
the Turks loft, fix hundred men; among 
whom were a great many offices, but fcarcely 
any were made prifoners. They were com- 
manded by Ofman, a bacha of two tails, and 
one of their' beft generals. The lofs of the 
Ruffians was inconfiderable. 

Two thoufand men of Turkilh infantry 
were feen feveral times putting themfelves in 
motion, on the other iidc of the Putna, with 
two pieces of cannon : but they did not 
come to the relief of their cavalry, and re- 
tired precipitately to Forhani. 

The night already began to grow dark, 
and the two combined corps had taken their 
pofitions, when the Turks fuddei^ly fell upon 
them, and a party of light troops, who had 
taken and plundered their camp beyond the 

Putna, 
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Putiia, advanced as far as that river. Ka- 
ratfchay, who in the interval occupied the 
heights, near a ford, with the battalion of 
Kaunitz, received the enemy with a fire of 
mulketry, and repulfed them. 

The Ruffians had already begun to throw 
pontoons over the river, and the pioneers 
who were difturbed for a fhort time by this 
incident, foon refumed their work. The 
Kaunitz and Colloredo battalions covered the 
tete-de-pont, and two battalions of Ruffian 
chafleurs were encamped on the hither fide 
of the river. At midnight, the flream car- 
ried away the bridge, but it was fbon re- 
paired, and the Ruffian troops arrived on the 
oppofite bank before day-break, together with 
the reft of their van-guard. , The infantry 
paffed over the bridge, and the cavalry forded 
the river upon their right. At day-break. 
Prince Cobourg*s corps pafTed in the fame 
manner; and the two corps jnarched in co- 
lumns afcending fomc gently rifmg grounds, 

and 
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and when they were at the fummit, from 
which they could difcoyer a large extent 
of country, they drew up in order of battle* 
The Auftrians formed in platoons, in two 
lines, placed alternately like a checquer on 
the right, with a third line entirely compofed 
of cavalry. According to this arrangement> 
the Ruffians was on the left wing in fix pla- 
toons, of which the third was formed by the 
cavalry, together with the Coffacs* Karatf- 
chay kept in the middle of the two corps 
with the battalions and fquadrons, which 
had before ferved as a van guard to the 
Ruffians. 

The frdiit of the line was half a' mile in 
extent, and at fix in the morning the two 
corps marched againft the enemy with drums 
beating. The fkirmifhes began, and the 
army had thus advanced nearly half a mile, 
when fifteen thoufand Turkifli horfe fell 
upon the right wing of Prince Cobourg, ap- 
parently intending to furround it. But Field- 

voL. n. F Marihal 
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Marfhal Splcni, who had fomewhat flackened 
his march, and who was two hundred paces 
in the rear with three platoons, placed the 
enemy between two fires of mufketry, and, 
in half an hour, repulfed them with confi- 
derable lofs. 

During thefe manoeuvres, the Ruffian corps 
was gaining ground. The Turks defended 
themfelves with twenty thoufand horfe, at- 
tacked the left wing, which was commanded 
by Lieutenant-General Derfelden, and broke 
through the platoons, efpecially on the left 
flank. The engagement continued about two 
hours, till at length the enemy being over- 
thrown with great lofs, took to flight acrofs 
a wood. 

The two corps had in front a veiy thick 
wood, which they were obliged to turn, 
and pofted themfelves on the other fide in 
the fame order in which they were before. 
This was nearly half way from the Putna to 

Forhani. 
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Forhani. Fpr the fpace of half a mile the 
ground was covered with brambles, fo that 
both men and horfes had their legs much 
fcratched and ftained with blood. The Turks 
/ometimes annoyed them, though feebly, and 
the flcirmifhes were not very adlive, till they 
had quitted this rough ground, and got into 
an open country. The enemy then fre- 
quently renewed their attacks, but were al- 
mbft always repulfed by the cavalry, who 
marched behind the lines. Once, when the 
Turks were at a diftance of a quarter of a 
mile froi^ their camp at Forhani, they wholly 
abandoned the field, and immediately began 
to play th^ir artillery. As they did not much 
annoy the two corps, the latter advanced ra- 
pidly fome hundred paces to be out of the 
range of their guns, and almoft all the balls 
jflew over their heads. 

The Turkilh infantry was in the ceijtre of 
their intrenchments, and the cavalry on their 
wings 3 and it was remarked that their troops 
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did not prefent a good countenance. When 
the Ruflians were at the diftance of a werft 
from their camp, the two corps opened a 
ftrong fire of artillery as they marched, and. 
when they arrived within three hundred 
paces, the platoons attacked the intrench- 
ments in full charge, with their bayonets 
and cries of war. As the intrenchments 
were ill raifed and not ftrengthened with 
fufficient artillery, they were fbon carried. 
'Only the firft line of platoons penetrated into 
them, under the command of Schaftakow^ 
Narock, and Bohm. On the left, the Auf- 
trian platoons, commanded by Spleni, did the 
fame. All the works were carried, and the 
Turks were obliged to fly. Their cavalry 
were foon overthrown on the two flanks* 
The imperial and barko huffars diflinguifhed 
themfelves on this occafloii. 

In l5ie rear> and at a fmall diftance from 

the intrenchments, the Turks had fortified 

the convent of St. Samuel, where they had 

9 a con- 
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a confidcrable magazine of provifions. A 
few hundred janiflaries had thrown them- 
fclves into it to cover their fugitives. This 
pofl, two Ruffian and two Auftrian platoons 
attacked with a great quantity of artillery. 
The battle continued feveral hours i two 
Auftrian majors, Counts Auerfberg and 
Orelly, gnd feveral officers were Trilled, with 
about one hundred men ; and there were a 
great number wounded. A powder-maga- 
zine alfo blew vip, and killed a great many 
m the interior of the convent. At length 
the gate- was forced by means of the artil*- 
leiy, and almoft all the Turks who had fled 
there were cut to pieces. Tboie who took 
refuge in the church experienced the fame 
fate; and, after an obftinate engagement, all 
thofe who defended the convent, were cut in 
pieces. •. 

. 4 Prince Cobourg, Karatfchay, and Su^ 
worow, met together at the end of this laft 
battle, and embraced each other, and a great 

many

many officers of both corps, congratulating 
one another on the viftory they had gained. 
Prince Cobourg caufed a cloak to be ex- 
tended on the ground before the convent, 
and made a military halt at four o'clock, 
P. M. 

Not far from tliis convent was that of St. 
John, in which alfo was a great magazine of 
provifions. The Turks had likewife thrown 
two or three hundred men into this edifice. 
Prince Cobourg, fent thither one of his bat^ 
talions, who attacked and took it after an 
engagement of an hour. One-third of the 
enemy were made prifoners, and the reft were 
put to the fword. 

The Turks fled by two different roads, 
namely, by that of Bukareft to the fmall 
town of Rymnik, whither they were pur- 
fued by a body of CofTacs and Amauts, who 
took from them above four hundred wag- 
gons; and by the road of Brahilow, wliither 

the 
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the imperial and barko huflars purfued tl^m, 
together with the Hulans and Arnauts, and 
took an equal quantity of baggage. 

Thus terminated the battle of Forhani, 
which took place on the 21ft July, 1789. 
The aftion commenced at fix o'clock, and 
finifhed at ten. There were forty thoufand 
of the Turks againft eighteen thoufand Auf- 
trians and feven thoufand Ruffians. The 
enemy left two thoufand men on the field, 
and about three hundred were made pri* 
foners. They loft fixteen ftandards, twelve 
pieces of cannon, and their camp which was 
very rich, and immenfe magazines. The lofs 
of the Ruffians and Auftrians was compara- 
tively nothing* 

As the moft perfe6l harmony prevailed 
between the generals, it was agreed that the 
booty of the camp and the cannon fhould be 
equally divided, and that the ftandards ftiould 
remain the property of thpfe who had taken 

F 4 them. 



As to the magazines of provifions, the gene- 
ral lef\: them entirely to the Prince of Co* J 
bourg, becaufe the Ruffians were to march i 
in another direftion. 

This was the firft battle gained by the 
Auftrians during this war. The method of 
forming the troops into platoons, or fmall 
fquares, was now adopted; and from that 
time, Prince Hohenloke, Laudon, and 
Clairfait, beat the enemy, by purfuing that 
method. 

The Prince of Cobourg received the grand 
crofs of Maria Therefa ^ and the Emperor 
Jbfeph wrote to Suworow, with a fnufF-box 
adorned with his cypher fet in diamonds, in 
the following terms : 

" I have received, general in chief, with 
" extreme pleafure, your letter, announcing 
" to me the glorious viftory gained at For- 
*Vhani, by the troops of her Imperial Ma- 

'' jefty,

'^ jefty, under your command, combined 
" with mine, under the Prince of Cobourg. 
«* It would be impoffible for him fufEciently 
" to pride himfelf on the affiftance he has re- 
" ceived from your genius and valour, as 
'^ well as from the whole corps you com- 
" mand, for which I am under a particular 
" obligation to you. I alfo requeft you, to 
^^ teftify my particular gratitude to General 
" Field-Marfhal' Prince Potemkin Tauritf- 
" chewlki, whofe zeal has greatly contributed 
to the fuccefs of our arms . I hope I fhall of- 
ten have additional opportunities of demon- 
ftrating to her Imperial Majefty, the fide- 
*^ lity of my attachment to her. Be aflur- 
** ed, general in chief, of my perfeft efteem, 
'^ to which you have acquired a juft title, 
" by the heroic afltions, wliich have already, 
'^ diftinguifhed your career.

CHAP, 
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CHAP. IV. 

General Suworow received advice of 
the manoeuvres of the Turks, during his ab- 
fence at Berlat- Their intention was to 
pafs the river of Pruth, and to attack that 
diftrift. He, therefore, began to march the day- 
after the battleof Forhani J but although the 
road by that place was the moft direft, he 
muft have loft fome time in throwing bridges 
aver the river, and therefore he preferred the 
wafte of Atfchud. No obftacles occurred on 
the Putna ; but, not far from the fmall town 
of Atfchud, the ftrength of the current of the 
Stratufch carried away the pontoons, and 
the infantry were obliged to pals the river on 
planks. 

Four battalions were left behind, with 

the artillery, in order to effeft a pafTage, 
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when the waters fhould have fubfided. The 
cavalry pafled in flat-bottomed boats -, while 
the Coflacs and Arnauts fwam acrofs the 
river. Within a few days, (on the 27th of 
July,) Suworow arrived at Berlat ; and, on 
the thirtieth, the troops which he had left on 
the other bank, followed him with their 
field-pieces* 

Neverthelefs, to guard againft the incur- 
fions of the Tartars of Beflarabia, who oc- 
cupy the country between the Pruth and the 
Sereth, and to prevent any diverfions that 
might induce the garrifon of Brahilow to re- 
pair to the mouth of the Sereth, on the fide 
of Berlat, Prince Repnin detached from his 
corps, encamped at Repajamohila, Licute- 
nant-General Prince Wolgonlki, with four 
battalions, and eight fquadrons, with orders 
to take a pofition in the village of Saporeni, 
between Falfchi and Berlat, for the purpofe 
of obferving the motions of the enemy, and 
to cover the left flank of Suworow's army. 

In 
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In a ftiort time after his arrival at Berlat, 
the general ordered Baron de Sacken to oc- 
cupy Falfchi Qn the Pruth> with a battalion, 
and fome pieces of artillery. He alfo eftabli- 
j[hed a chain of communication with him, 
by detachments of light troops : while Sack- 
en, at the head of fifty Cofl'acs, extended his 
reconnoitring excurfions to the environs of 
Kagul and Ifmailow. 

The Tartars, after having forded the 
Pruth near Ifmailow, furprifed, during the 
night, a Ruffian officer, with a party of Ar- 
nauts, in the village of Faltchafti, about 
fifteen miles from Falfchi. He made a very 
vigorous defence, but was, at length, made 
prifoner. The Tartars biought with them 
a confiderable number of peafants from Mol- 
davia, whom, according to their ufual prac- 
tice, they fold to the Turks. 

Major Sabolewlki, who commanded the 
advanced pofts at Karaptfefki, gave notice, 

that 
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that a fwarm of Turks had paffed the Danube 
near Galaz. At the fame time, two Tar- 
tars, who were made prifoners by the Ar- 
nduts, on the other fide of the Pruth, de- 
clared, that Haflan, who was lately captain* 
bacha, but fince become ferafkier, had it in 
contemplation to leave, very fhortly, the en- 
virons of Ifmailow, with a confiderable body 
of forces, in order to fall upon the troops 
commanded by Prince Repnin, pofted at 
Repajamohila, and aftei-wards to attack 
the Prince of Cobourg before Forhani. 

A confidential perfon, who had been fent 
into Walachia, gave intelligence, that the 
Turkifh army, commanded by the Vizier> 
had paffed the Dailube at Kirfow, and that 
their march was dire6led along the Bufco, 
between Forhani and Brahilow, with the de- 
fign to fight Prince Cobourg, and then to pe- 
netrate to Jafly, which was not fufficiently 
ftrong to make a formidable refiftance. 

The

The Prince Cobourg fet out to meet Haflan 
Bacha, and fell in with him the nineteerith of 
September, near Salza, at the diftance of 
ten miles from Ifmailow. Suworow proceed- 
ed to Karaptfchefti , and General Perfelden 
marched along the Pruth, with a flying 
corps, to turn the Turks^ if they prefented 
themfelves, • , 

An officer having been dilpatched, with 
fifty Coflacs> to Galaz, on a party of dif- 
covery, brought an account, that about five 
hundred Spahis were fcouring the country 
in detached parties. As it would be a lofs 
of time to look after them, Suworow ad- 
vanced four miles, to Puzzeni, in order to 
approach the Auftrians. Derfelden alfo form- 
ed his junftion at that place, as, from the 
intelligence that had been procured^ there 
was every reafon to expe6l a veiy important 
aftion> 

Suworow 
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Suworow had left behind him, at Berlat, 
two battalions, with fix field-pieces, fix 
fquadrons of carabineers, and the heavy bag- 
gage. Sacken remained at Faltfchi, with his 
battalion, a hundred and fifty CoflTacs, and 
two hundred Arnauts, to attend to that 
country. 

^ oh the fixth of September, the general re- 
ceived an exprefs from Prince Cobourg, with 
the intelligence, that the Ttrrks were on their 
march againft him. His pofition was on the 
river Milkow, about a mile from Forhani, and 
had pofted his advanced guard, half a mile 
before him, under the command of Karatf- 
chay. The following day, another meflen- 
ger arrived, to inform the general, that the 
Turks were in full march to attack Prince 
Cobourg, with a very numerous army, led on 
by the Grand Vizier. The prince requefted 
that the general would join him with all fpeed j 
and added, that one of his parties had al- 
ready fuffered from an attack of the enemy, 

and 
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and that he had found ncceflary to call In 
his advanced guard. . 

Suworow fet out with his corps at mid- 
night, paflcd the Berlat, by a bridge, at noon, 
which was three miles from the place of his 
departure, and took the direct road to the 
Sereth, where he expc6led to find the pon- 
toons of the Auftrians -, but they were two 
miles higher up at Marietfcheftie, whither the 
troops were obliged to proceed through roads 
that were almoft impaffable. There had fal- 
len a great quantity of rain during the night; 
and though the light cavalry had pafled the 
bridge, when Suworow reached the banks of 
the river, at the head of the carabineers , it 
appeared that the ftorm had given fuch a 
(hock to the pontoons, as to create an ap- 
prehenfion, that they were in great danger 
of being carried away. The paffage, there- 
fore, was too hazardous to be attempted, 
ard the carabineers were forced to fall back 
ujon the infantry, who were up to their 

knees

knees in mud. It was a deep clayey foiU 
from which both men and horfes found it 
very difficult to extricate themfelvcs. At 
length they found a fpot, in an adjoining 
wood that was fufiiciently dry to bear them. 

Major Kuris was immediately charged 
with the reparation of the pontoons. He 
fet a thoufand peafants, and fifteen hundred 
foldiers at work, and the bufinefs was com- 
pleted in the courfe of the night; fo that, at 
break of day, the troops pafled, in files, over 
the pontoons. As the weather, which had 
been very cloudy, began to clear up, they 
marched gaily on three miles farther, to the 
other fide of the Putna, where they were al- 
lowed a few hours of repofe. 

The light cavalry, which had been ferit 
forward, was followed by Bumafchow, with 
his carabineers. He prefented himfelf in 
the morning to Priijce Cobourg, who cx- 

▼OL..II. o prelTed 
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preffed a high degree of fatisfaflion at the 
rapidity of the march. 

General §uv/orow arrived feme hours 
later, with the infantry ; and Prince Cobourg 
received, him with eveiy ni^k of the warmeft 
friendftiip. They repeated their embraces, 
and all the generals, officers, and foldiers, 
from a fpontaneous emotion, followed their 
example. • The warriors of the two allied 
nations, received each other, as familiar ac* 
quaintance, and old friends. 

The Turkifli army had arrived, by two 
marches, to the river of Rymnik, at four 
miles dillance from the Milkow, where 
Prince Cobourg was encamped. The Rufliaii 
cavalry was dktributcd in three divifions, in 
the woods on the other fide of the river, while 
the infantry encamped to the left of the 
Aiiftrians* 

: . ' . After 
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After a fhort coinJFerenGe with the Prmce 
Cobourg, the general re-mounted his horfe, 
with fome officers and Coflacs, and.fet out on 
a reconnoitring party. The country fell in a 
gentle declivity to a confiderabkdiftancei and 
he climbed up a tree, in order to obtain a 
better view of it; when he conceived the 
meafures neceffary to be taken /rom hi? view 
of the ground. 

He difcovered feveral roads, wHch led to 
the Turkifti camp; but the moft^cjire^ did 
not feem to him to be the ,befl:,^;becqLufp 
it was frequented by patroles: -there 
were however two others to the left, one 
of which was half a mile about.^ Haying 
made thefe obfervations, he fet out, on his re- 
turn ; but, in his way, met two fqu^drons of 
Auftrian huffars, who were difpatched after 
him, by way of precaution, and to ferve as a 
fafeguard. 

Q 2 He 
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He had another conference with the^ 
Prince Cobourg, when he propofed an im- 
mediate attack on tlie Turks ; and his propo" 
fition was followed by an unhefitating ac- 
quiefcence. He had not taken any reft fincc 
his departure from Puzzeni; but, in the cir- 
cumftances that furrounded him, his mind 
was too much occupied, to permit him 
to, indulge in the flighteft repofe. He, 
however, returned to his poft, and left his 
orderly officer, Colonel Zalotuchin, to con- 
cert with the prince every arrangement of the 
final difpofitions, previous to the intended 
attack. 

Sbworow's corps was now ftreiigthened by 
two fquadrons of the huflars of the emperor, 
and of Barco, commanded by ^Lieutenant- 
Colonel Grave. As the march might bemade 
imobfervcd, for at leaft half a mile, front the 
particular difpofition of the ground, the tpvo 
cot-ps began to move in the evening.Suworow, 
who was charged with the attack of the left 
lo wing 
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wing of the Turkifh camp, took the fecond 
road to the right ; and Prince Cobourg pur«^ 
fjied the third to the left, 

At the clofe of day, the whok ai-my had 
begun its march. The infantry palled the 
river upon the Auftrian pontoons, while the 
cavalry and artillery took the advantage of 
a ford. The night was very dark^ and 
General Pofriiakow, mifled by his guide, had 
conducted the infantry into the road taken by 
the Auftrians; but the miftake was dif- 
cQvered ix\ time, and order quickly reftored. 

In every other refpeft, the darknefs of 
the night was highly favourable to the fe- 
crecy fo neceflary to the fuccefs of the march ; 
and the abfence of the moon was a fubjeft 
of congratulation, 

The troops advaced with all prafticable 

filence, and the wprdst of command was 

given in the loweft tone. Some hour? before 

03 i|. 
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it was day, and after having advanced two 
miles, they arrived on the banks of the Rymna, 
which, in that place, is not more than fifty 
paces broad. Prince Cobourg merits the 
higheft praife for the judicious and uni- 
verfal precautions which he had taken. He 
had commanded pontoons to be brought, but 
as the river was not of an inconvenient depth, 
no ufe was made of them, in order to pre- 
vent the noife which they might occafion. 
The water did not reach the foldiers knees s 
but as the oppofite bank of the river was 
fteep, it became neceflary to employ the large 
horfes, belonging to the pontoons, to draw 
up the artillery, This circumftance, for a 
(hort time, retarded the paffage, but it, at 
length, terminated in the beft poflible order. 

The infantry formed the head of the 
column, and the firft line having paffed with 
fufficient artillery, . the reft were fecure. A 
party of cavalry kept upon its wings s when 

the 
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the fedond line of infantry paffed in the fame 
order, accompanied by the cavalry. 

At break of day, the Ruffians were on 
the other fide of the river, and had put 
theiiifelves in order of battle. Their corpse 
which confifted of feverf thoufand men, was 
diftributed in three lines. The infantry oc- 
cupied the firft and fecond, in fix platoons, 
and the cavalry formed the third. The 
Auftrians, alfo, marched in three lines; the 
two firft forming nine platoons; and the third 
was compofed of the cavalry, amounting in the 
whole to about eighteen thoufand men; fo that 
the two corps poflTeffed nearly the fame ftrength 
and numbers, as at the battle of Forhani. 

At fun-rife, the feveral lines advanced acrofs 
the fields, covered with TurkeJ" com and 
other plants, which reached the foldiers gir- 
dles • The army was not at this time more 
than a mile and a half from the Turkifh 
camp J nor had it feen one of the enemy's 
Q 4 patroles j 
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patroles; fo that it proceeded without <Uf. 
covery. A Turkifti ^y had g^ven intelli- 
gence that the Ruffians were pofted at 
Putzcnij and from the time and diitance, 
it could not, mdeed, have been fuppojed that 
they could poffibly have advanced fo far: the 
poor fpy, for this intelligence, which was bc- 
Jieved to be falfe, afterwards loft his head. 

Neverthelefs, a lieutenant, whom the ge-. 
ncral had fent, during the march to Mairet- 
fcheftie, to fecure the Auftrian pontoons, 
having executed his commiffion, took the 
direct road to Rymnik, and unexpeftedly 
fell in with feme Turks j who, after a vigo- 
rous refiftance, wounded and made hun 
prifoner, with an inferior officer and fome 
Coffacs. They queftioned him, refpefting 
the march of the Ruffians, but not giving 
credit to his account, he was fent immedi- 
ately to the Grand Vizier. Being prefent at 
the moment when the battle began, he exag- 
gerated the force of the Ruffians j and hav- 

•ing 
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ing informed the Vizier, that Suworow comr 
pianded them, he replied, tha^ it muft be 
fome other perfon of that name, as the ge- 
neral himfelf had died of his wound$ at 

Kinburn* 

The Ruffian corps now approached the 
Turkifh camp. The ground rofe with a 
very gentle afcent, and at the fummit, there 
were feveral large ditches, covei'ed with ar- 
tillery, which began to play as foon as the 
Turks perceived their enemy within a quar- 
ter of a mile of them. The Ruffians, how- 
ever, were not prevented from charging > 
though the Ravines prefented obftacles to 
them, and their artillery, which it was 
very difficult to overcome. In the mean 
time, the cavalry of the right wing were led 
^n to the attack, by Brigadier Burnafchow. 

The Turks were on a hillj and, feizing 
advantage of a hollow way, they took the 
Ruffian cavalry in flank, turned it with 

fuperior 



fuperior force, arid attacked the body of gre- 
nadiers of Chaftatow, Vhich was on the 
right wing. 

They confifted of fix or feven thoufand 
men J and the janifTaries, having mounted 
behind the Spahis, leaped down, and 
fought by the fide of their horfe, during an 
hour, tinder a running fire of mufketry. 

At length, . liowever, they were repul/ed 
with confiderable lofs; and the janiflaries 
having re-mounted the horfes, took to flight, 
Burnafchow followed them to a confiderable 
diftance, with great flaughter. 

The camp of the Turks, which was near 
the town of Tyrgoukuli, was fopn broke up. 
It was fituated on a fteep hill, and the troops 
which occupied it, confifted of twelve thou- 
fand men; but they made their retreat with 

fo 
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fo much expedition, that the Ruffians cou^ 
not get poffeffion, even of their artillery. 

At the beginning of the aftion of Tyrko- 
gukidi, Ofman Bacha, who had condufted 
himfelf with much diftinguiftied courage, at 
the affair of Putna, demanded five thoufand 
volunteer Spahis of the Vizier ; which being 
granted, he fell, with great impetuofity, on 
the Ruffian left wing. The conteft was very 
fharp for fome time, but, at length, after 
having loft a great number of his people, he 
was obliged to fly. 

All the platoons proceeded towards Bochfa 
and Kringumaelor; but that of Chaftatow, 
which retained its pofition, in order to fup- 
port the cavalry who were left behind, and 
were in fome danger of being cut off. As 
foon as the jun6lionwa[s formed, it proceeded 
and overtook the reft of the infantry, at the 
difiance of half a mile, where they had halted; 
o but 
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but Chaftatow's troops were 4eprived of that; 
advantage, as the others were juft beginning 
to move forward when they arrived, fo that 
they were obliged to continue their march^ 
wjthQut haying cnjoyc^ th? leaft repofe. 

In the mean time the Turks had diffover- 
ed the weaknefs of the Ruflian corps. Of- 
man-Bacha had ordered fifteen thou^d 
horfe to follow him, in oider tq furround 
this little corps before it could reach the 
height of Bochf^. Pf ince Cobourgj, who had 
taken a longer route, and ^ome do\vn the 
Rymna nearly a mile, had approached about 
half a mile nearer the Ruflians, during the 
battle of Tyrkogukuli, This body of Turks 
of fifteen thoufand men, fell unawares un- 
der his cannon, and were obliged to fuflain 
an engagement of two hours. Karetfchay, 
who was to the right of the Aufhrians, was 
prefTed clofe i his cavalry charged the Turks 
repeatedly; the fire of the carbines and 

mufketry 
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toulketry annoyed them much, and they 
were obliged to retreat. 

- Towards noon, they were tranquil on all 
lides ; not a fingle Turk now appeared, and 
Suworow affembled his platoons and the 
cavalry under a mountain, near the village 
of Kaiata, a mile from Tyrkogukuli, where 
the troops, which were exhaufted with fa- 
tigue, refted an hour on the banks of a ri* 
vulet. On the fummit of this mountain are 
ftill feen the ruins of a confiderable fort, of 
which it is faid in that country, that who- 
ever takes pofletTion of it, is fare to gain the 
battle, and whoever keeps it is mafter of 
Wallachia. The true origin of this opinion 
is, that this mountain is in the centre ^f the 
plains of Forhani, which extend from the 
Piittta to the banks of the Bufeo, as far as 
Brahilow, and which have been the fcene of 
feveral bloody engagements -, and it is well 
known, that Bajazet defeated the Holpodar 

Stephen, 
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Stephen, with ^xty thoufand men, near 
Rymnik. 

When the Ruffian corps marched to Tyr- 
kogukuli, their lines were direfted towards 
the fouth ; and, as they made a movement on 
their left, they removed to the weftwar^. 
They had before them, at the diftance of half 
a mile, the village of.Bochfa. Prince Co- 
bburg was at the fame diftance, but in a 
more oblique direftion, and the Grand Vizier 
was at above a mile diftance from that vil- 
lage^ with the bulk of his army, beyond 
the wood of Kringumaelor, on the river 
Ryrjinik. The Turks had opened intrench- 
ments on the fkirts of a wood, where they 
intended to leave their heavy baggage, and to 
attack Prince Cobourg the next day; but the 
latter anticipated them before they were 
quite ready; and, during the battle, they 
were ft ill at work on feveral points. They 
haid begun to eftablifti a line of communica- 
tion 
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tioft from:.thcrwood to Hie village of Bochfaj 
and they had equally ihffenched Bochfa and 
Kaiata, as well as erefted batteries to clear the 
field of battle by a crofs fire from Tyrkogu- 
ktili to Kringumaelor. Thefe batteries, 
which were alifeady fittiflied, • W»e of no uie, 
in confequenfce of rf liiovemcnt of Suworow, 
who turned them. • - "i - 

The Ruffians renewed"' the' battle at one 
o'clock in the afternoon, wtiefithey all JbegaiT 
to march ta the village o^ Bochfa. The Ar- 
nauts pufhed forward and were the firft, who 
charged a party of TTurk^/ Tfhe Grand Vizier 
fhewed hifnfelf in perfon,^al: the head of a hu- 
merous cavalry ;"ahd, With a force of forty 
thoufand men, ificlucling the twenty thouiand 
who had been fighting in the morning, fell on 
Prince Cobourg's corps on all fides. They par- 
ticularly preffed the right wing, which fepara- 
ted Karatfchay from the main body ; and their 
cavalry threw themfelves bravely under the fire 

of 
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of the carbines, and of the muflcctry, and 
even on the very bayonets. Thus the Auflxi- 
ans were in imminent danger, and repulfed 
fix following attacks with the greateft intre- 
pidity. The Hungarian huflars conduced 
themfclves with diftingiiifhed bravery, fuc- 
ceeded in breaking the enemy's lines, not- 
withftanding the fuperiority of their num- 
bers, made the Turks give way, and killed 
an immenfe number of men. Prince Cobourg 
fent repeatedly, during the aftion, to re- 
queft Suworow to come and fupport him. 

As to Suworow, he was behind Bochfa. 
He had turned the enemy's batteries, who 
liad fcarcely time to fire a few rounds, before 
they took to flight, ajid precipitately dragged 
all the cannon they could fave, behind the 
intrenchments of Kringumaelor. At this 
time the Spahis arrived; and in order to flop 
the platoons^ by hemming them in, they 
made feveral attacks, few of wWch were made 

with 



With vigour, 't'hey charged the Ruffian Ught 
horfe, but the regular troops received and re* 
pulfed them. In the laft purfoit in particu- 
lar, the carabineers of Tfchemikow, and 
the hulTars of the emperor cut feveral hun-? 
dred men in pieces. 

. Suworow found, on the other fide of the 
village, a fituation of fufficient extent to 
form his lines, inftantly, in order of ba^:- 
tle. The Turks kept up a very vigorous fire 
from their heavy artillery, placed in the wood 
of Kringumaelor, by which the platoons 
were at firft annoyed; but as they continued 
to advance, the greater part of this can- 
nonade was without effefl. 

The Ruffians marched boldly up to the 
wood, and, as their left wing was but a 
^quarter of a mile from the right wing of 
Prince Cobourg, as well as from the wood, 
Suworow refolved to make a laft and decifive 
attack to terminate this conteft, which began

to grow long aftd tediojlSi T^^ ^^^^ ^ ^ 
Ikuflians, and thofe of tbfc Anftrians, formed 
a right angk with the interval jujft defcribcd^ 
the Ruffians facing the weft, and the Anf* 
trians the fouth; a ppfition which was v?ry 
difadvantageous to the Turks: and Suwo* 
row fent the Colonel Zalotuchin to Prince 
Cobourg> to defire him immediately to' 
advance, as foon as he fhould fee him coin-^ 
mence the attack. 

i^rirtce iL^ohourg had already been engaged 
m the precediiTg battle, wjierein the Tarks> 
being preffed by the Ruffians, and over- 
powered by the crofs fire of the two corps, 
had abandoned the field of battle^ leaving a 
great number of their men upon the field. 
They no fooner faw the Auftrians approach- 
ing, than they fled towards the main body 
of the army, which was in the wood, and 
numerous parties flill joined' them from the 
camp of Rymhik. Thefe "bpdies appeared 
by degrees on the right wing of the Ruffians, 

* as 
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a if to attack them in the rear ^ hxA little 
notice was taken of their menaces^ 

The more the two combined Coi^s advanced 
in the ord^r defcribcd, the more the interval 
Aat feparated them was alfo narrowed. The 
left wing of the Auftrians opened itfelf on 
the right of the Ikirts of the wood. The 
Ruffian platoons formed in a femi-circle> 
and marched, with loud exclamations, to the 
front of the wood, which was intrenched. A 
dreadful fire proceeded from it, and, to fave 
his men, Suworow ordered the cavalry to 
attack in the interval of the platoons, becaufe 
they might eafily penetrate into the wood, 
through which th6y might fee light behind 
the intrenchmentSi lii that part there were 
above fifteen thoufand janiflaries, moftly 
armed only with a fabre, called dalglitfch > 
and their cavalry covered the two wings of 
the wood* » 
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The Jong find formidable line of the car 
valry cleaicd the ditches, and parapets, 
' charged the janiflaries, and made a dreadful 
carnage. The Turks defended themfelvcs 
moft defperately with the fabre and the po- 
niard, and fufFered themfelves to be cut to 
pieces upon their camnon, as if they had 
been chained to them. The , carabineers of 
Starodubow, commanded by Miklafchewlki, 
were the firft who rufhed forward, with the 
Imperial and Barko huffars. The Cpflacs 
and the Arnauts, who were in the front of 
the right wing, fell upon the Turkilh ca- 
valry, broke through them every where, and 
attacked the wood behind; while the Arnauts 
of the Auftrians and the Hulans performed 
the fame manoeuvre oh the left wing. All 
the platoons foon followed the cavaliy, and 
cut in pieces all they found in their way. 
Colonel Bardakow's platoon of grenadiers, 
which was the neareft to the Auflrians, and 
thofe of Kaunitz and Colleredo, diftinguifhtd 
jhemfelves on this occafion. 

At 
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At four in the aftcrnooli the combined 
corps were matters of the wood, and the 
Turks no longer made a ftand any 
where, but fled in the utmoft alarm, 
and diforder. Colonel Scherflmew was: 
left in the rear, with his platoon on the part 
of the Auftrians, to keep pofleffion of the 
wood, and guard the artillery taken from 
the enemy 5 while the reft continued ta 
purfue them. On all fides the ground was 
covered with dead ; for it was thought ex- 
pedient not to give the Turks quarter, on 
account of the immenfe number of their 
army, and the weaknefs of the allied corps. 
Hence the Ruffians and Auftrians killed all 
they met, and Poliwanow charged a party 
with his fquadron, and cut five hundred men 
to pieces* 

From the. other fide of Kringumaelor 
to the river of Rymnick, is about a 
mile. This road was encumbered with a 
great quantity of trains of artillery and 

H 3 - caif- 
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toiflbns, which the Turks had endeav<mred 
to fave from the >yoods s hut not being able 
to drag them any farther, they had left the 
matches burning, H?nce many of the Caif- 
fons blew up; which impeded th? pi^rfuit^ 
^nd di4 m^ch mifchicf , 

The Grand Vi^er, a uian much eftcemei 
for his courage ?tnd his talents, was in a very 
4eplorable ftate of health, having be?n attack-? 
cd with the afthma ^ and, contrary to the 
cuftpm of the Turks, had come in a carriagCi 
though he mounted a horfe during the ac- 
tion, and did his utmpft to rally his men, 
and lead them back tq the charge, He con- 
jured tjiem, in the name qf the Alcoran, 
which he h?ld qp before them j ?ind, to leave 
no motive untried, he caufed two field-pieces, 
which were near him, and were the only caur 
non faved, to be pointed, and fired upon them. 
But his troops were infenfible to every thing 
but fear^ and he was wholly unable to rcr-ani? 
mate their courage, Ofman Bacha was ken 
9 fome-p 
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^metimes riding among his troops, butwldi-- 
«ut being able to itop their flight. 

The viftorioui 'forces arrived at fun-ik 
at the river of Rymnick, whearca prodigious 
quantity of men had been drowned, as virell 
as of horfes and cattle. Its courfe was alfo 
obiftnifted in various paits by above a hun-* 
dred carriages and wj^ons. All that wa^ 
able to fly» had haftcncd to feek their fefety 
on the oppofite bank. 

The camp of the great army of the Tork^ 
was on the hither fide of the river; but it. 
was in fo filthy a flate, that it was fcarcely 
pofllble to breathe there. In va^ous places 
were cafks of powder, near which the Turks^. 
when taking to flight, had left lighted 
matches, and they had aHb bwrie^ combuCr 
tibles, fame of which blew up ameng the 
troops, and wounded feveral of the men. In 
this camp the allied troops made ?in wam^nfy 
booty, and in the river, 

H 4 Suworow 
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Snworow had prcvioufly refolved hot lb 
pafs the river that day, becaufe the troops^ 
fatigued with the labours of the day, and 
the long march that preceded it, wcire in 
want of reft. He therefore pitched his camp 
half a mile from Prince Cobourg. This in- 
trepid and indefatigable general foon after 
came into Suworow's tent, when they con- 
gratulated each other with the efFuiions 
pf the warmeft friendlhip. Several Auf- 
trian generals and ftafF-officers alfo came to 
the Ruffian camp, and General Karatfchay 
could fcarcely prfiiade himfelf to quit Su- 
woroWf 

In the evening, Prince Cobourg received a 
courier from Prince Potemkin. Among other 
things, this difpatch contained fome re- 
proaches on account of the pontoons not 
having been ready. Prince Cobourg, who, 
as a prince in the empire, and in the empe- 
ror's fervice, was hot under the command of 
Potemkin, was much difgufted at this repri- 

mandi 
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sffiand ; and it was faid that if the courier 
had arrived fooner, he would not have en-^ 
gaged the enemy. 

Next mornings at day-break, Suworow 
ordered two regiments of Coflacs to pafs the 
river, together with all the Amauts, and two 
fquadrons of imperial huffai's, to feize the 
camp, which the enemy had abandoned on 
the other bank, and purine them ftill far- 
ther. This was the camp of the grand vizier 
himfelf, and confiderable riches were found 
there, together with the large and fuperb 
tent of that generaliflimo, the interior of 
which was almoft entirely of cloth of gold 
and filver. A few hundred Turks were alfo 
found there, who were cut in pieces. 

A great many Turks had alfo remained in 
the wood, where they imagined themfelves in 
fafety. Prince Cobourg fent-fome infantry 
and huflars to fcour it, who killed a great 

many 
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many fugitives, arid fired at thofe who had 
taken refuge in the trees. 

Thus terminated the vi6lory gained, on 
the twenty-fecond September, 1798, overthe 
Ottoman army, commanded by the grand 
vizier, at Rymnik, on a field pf battle five 
miles in extent. The Auftrians have called 
this viftoiy the biattle of Martinefti, from a 
village of that name, formerly fituated on 
the Rymniki but which then no longer ex- 
ifted. 

The lofs of the enemy was five thouland 
men, who remained upon the field of battle^ 
two thoufand killed in the woods^ or who 
died of their wounds, and three thoufand 
drowned in the Rymnik and the Buico ; a-r 
mong the latter of whom was the Reis effendi -, 
in all, ten thoufand men . Very few were made 
prifoners, for the reafon already mentioned, 
The grand vizier, in th? account he fent to 

the 
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(he grand lignior, ^ftimatcdhis lofs at twenty 
thoufand, including deferters. 

The combined corps fuffered very Jittlc 
Jofs. Thp Aijftrians had on^ hundred and 
fifty men yUcd, fome of whom were officers, 
and three hundred wounded. The Ryflians 
had only fiftyrfeven men killed, among 
whom was one Coflac of&per, and ope hun« 
jired and ten wounded. 

They took fixty-eight pieces of cannons, 
twelve mortars, and a quarter of the fiege 
artillery, with one hundred ftandards, and a 
great quantity of anynunition, proviiions, 
^d cattle* 

According to the leaft exaggerated ac-' 
founts, the Turkifti army confifted of from 
jiinety to one hundred tlioufand men. The 
Turks themfelves eftimated their numbers at 
, one' hiindred and fifteen thoufand, of 
which fixty or fevpnty thoufand were chofen 

troops. 
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troops. There were three Bachas with three 
tails, three of two tails, and many othws. 
The greater part of the troops were cavalry. 
The allied army, as was ftated above, con- 
fifted of twenty-five thoufand men. 

The grand vizier fled, with the remdns of 
his army, to Brahilow, where he i-emained 
about a fortnight, to colka his fcattered 
troops J and, as they were all for retreating 
beyond the Danube, he was obliged to pais 
that river, and retreat to Schumka, where. 
he was abandoned by the greater part of them . 
He afterwards retired to his eftate in Romelia, 
for the benefit of his health, which was in 
a rapid dcchne. His court did not punifli 
him for having 'loft the battle, and he died 
of his diforder the following y^. The Se- 
rafkier Haflan-Bacha, who had been captain- 
bacha, fucceeded him in his office of grand 



vizier. 



It 
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It was now propofpd to pufti the advan- 
.tages of this victory ftill farther, and the 
pontoons were already prepared for the paf- 
fage of tlie^ Bafco, and march to Brahilow j 
but fortune put a ftop to this projeft ; and 
certain changes in political affairs caufed the 
two corps to feparate. Three days after the 
battle, Suworow dined with Prince Cobourg, 
took leave of him, as of a friend whom he 
V€ry highly efteemed, and went to Berlat 
The prince fet ofFfor Forhani^ but foon re- 
ceived orders to enter Walachia. He entered 
Bukareft as the conqueror of the grand vi- 
zier, and put his troops in winter quarters 
in that province. 

The taking of Bender, and Belgrade, were 
the immediate confequences of the viftory of 
Rymnik. The firfl: of thefe places furren- 
dered to Prince Potemkin, on the news of 
the defeat of the grand vizier, which was 
brought by fome fugitives to the Bacha, who 
commanded the place. Their lives and pro- 
8 perty 
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perty were granted to the garrilbn, as wdl 
as to the inhabitants, with permiffion to re- 
tire beyond the Danube. 

Belgrade, after its fuburbs had been taken 
by efcalade, capitulated to Field-Marftial 
Laudohn, the 28^ September, 1789* 

The emperor advanced Prince Cobourg to 
the rank of field-marfhal ; and conferred on 
Suworow the dignity of count <^ the 
cmpirjB. 

The emprefs, truly fenfible of his great 
and important fervices, overwhelmed him 
with her favours. 

She inftantly fenthimj as well as to Prince 
Cobourg, a fword enriched with diamonds, 
with a branch of laurel, bearing for its de-* 
vice, *' To the conqueror of the grand vi- 
zier.'* He received alfo the order of St. And- 
rew, decorated with brilliants, Thefe two 

prefents 



prefeiits alone were cffimated at fixty thou^ 
fand roubles. 

In a fhort time after, he received the di- 
ploma of count of the empire of Ruffia, with 
the tide of Rymniklki, and the order of St., 
Andrew, of the firft clafs. By a lingular 
coincidence, the two imperial diplomas were 
executed by their refpefHve fovereigns, at 
Vienna and Peterlburg, on the fame day. 

The officers and foldiers of both corps 
Were' re^v^arded with appropriate favour. The 
'foriher received advancement, and diftinftive 
decoration, and the latter were gratified with 
pecuniary recompenfe- Thofe who 'had 
particularly diftinguifhed themfelves, were 
prefented with a medal, bearing the infcrip- 
tion of Rymnik, which they were penriitted 
to wear, as the ornament of their Uniform.

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The following letters were fent tq Suwo- 
row, from the Emperor Jofeph, of. Ger- 
many, and the Emprefs Catherine, of 
Ruflia : 

General and Ccmmander^in^hief.

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CHAP. V. 

Count Suworow proceeded by eafy 
marches to Berlat, on the Sereth ; and en- 
camped on the bank of that river, near the 
little town of Tekutfch, where he remained 
fome days, and from whence he fent an of- 
ficial report of the battle of Rymnik to Pe- 
terfburg. He afterwards ordered a public 
thankfgiving for the victory. He arrived at 
the camp of Berlat at the latter end of Sep- 
tember, and celebrated the feftival on the 
firft of Oaober. 

During his abfence, Lieutenant-General 
Michelowiz had conduced his corps to 
Faltfchi, where he remained fome time, un- 
der the command of Suworow. There ar- 
rived alfo fome regiments of cavalry and in- 
fantry, with two regiments of Coflacs, who 

were 
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were alfo under his command, till he fent 
them into winter-quarters. 

At this time, the general engaged in a very 
friendly intercourfe with the Serafkier of 
Brahilow ; and, in order to avoid the efFu- 
lion of blood between the two armies, they 
fettled the following articles : — The general 
agreed to give notice to the Serafkier in cafe 
Jie fhould receive orders to march againft 
him J while the latter engaged to difplay only 
an appearance of defence, and to furrender on 
certain conditions. But infurmountable ob- 
ftacles prefented themfelves, which prevented 
the execution of this plan. 

The corps of Cobourg and Suworow were 
encamped near to each other, on the oppo- 
fite banks of the Sereth. The generals, of- 
ficers, and foldiers of both, lived togetlier in 
the greateft harmony, fo that it appeared as 
if they belonged to one common fovereign. 



^3 
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After the furrcnder of Belgrade, the Prince 
Cobourg had received a very conliderahic 
reinforcement from the Bannat; fo that, in 
the fpring, his army was augmented to forty- 
five thoufand men. 

The dcfign of the Auftrians was to open 
the campaign with Suworrow; but as he had 
not received orders to move, he was ftill in 
winter-quarters, when the Prince Cobourg* 
aflembled the greateft part of his army at 
Buchareft} which was in April, 1790. He 
proceeded to Schurfch, but the liege of that 
place being deferred, he returned to encamp 
at Buchareft. 

Soon after the capture of Bender, Haffan 
Bacha, who was then Grand Vizier, dif- 
patched a deputy from Schumla to Prince 
Potemkin, to make propofitions cf peace. 
Many couriers pafled and repafled on the oc- 
cafion; appearances feemed to announce fe- 
rious negociationss and, it is probable, that 

peace 
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^ace Wduld hftvff been eoriclijded, tf the 
death of Haffan Baeha, which waS accele- 
rated by the Divan, had not difllpated that 
jCxpe6tation: as the miniftcrs of the Porte 
were defirouJ of cpntinuing Ae war, 

Juffirf Bachay w1k> had been invefted wiA 
the dignity of Grand Vizier, at the b^inning 
of the firll: campaign, was, in a fhort tinac 
^fter the deatl^ o£ Haflan Baeha, again raifed 
to that eminent ftation, Jn the month of\ 
May, he proceeded, to Rutfchuck, beyond 
• Schurfch, with an army which he had col- 
Ie£ted at Schumla, and paffed the Daxw?b« 
^t the firll of tiiefe places, 

His progrefe was very flqw till the end of 
fhat month, when the fmall body of forces^ 
encamped before Schurfch, efFefted his pat 
fage, The defi^n of the Grand Vizier waj 
to attack Prince Cobqurg at Buckareft; and^ 
\f he fhould be fuccefsful, to poflefs himfelf, 
14 not ^ 
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not only of that capital, but of fdl Wal* 
lachia. 

In the mean time, Suworow had received 
orders to march, and to form a junftion with 
Prince Cobourg. He left behind him at 
Berlat two battalions with the field-pieces, 
three fquadrons of cavalry, two hundred 
Coflacs, and five hundred Amauts. The body 
of refenre remained upon the Pruth, under 
the command of Lieutenant-General Count 
Melin. He went afterwards with a conli- 
derable body of troops to occupy a pofl at 
Tekutfch -, and Melin was relieved by Prince 
Gallitzin, 

Suwordw, when he ordered his troops out 
tof winter-quarters, fixed the rendezvous at 
Kilieni, on the oppofite bank of the Sereth, 
where the Auflrians had conflrufted bridges, 
about twenty miles from Berlat ; and thq 
whole corpus were collefted there at the place 
appointed. 

The 
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• The corps confifted of four battalions of 
grenadiers and. fulileersi with, their field- 
pieces, and twenty pieces of heavy artillery ; 
twelve fquadrons of carabineers 5 four regi- 
ments of Coflacsj in all, fifteen thoufand 
men, with two thoufand Arnauts. It was 
commanded by Lieutenant-General Derfel- 
den, and the Major-Generals Londikoy and 
Pofniakow. It encamped for fifteen days at 
Kilieni; and was, during that time, em- 
ployed in pra6tifing different manoeuvres. 

About this time, Suworow received the fol- 
lowing letter from the Emperor Leopold :— ' 

General and Commander-in-Chief. 

" MyField-Marfhal, the Prince Cobourg, 
** has tranfmitted to me your letter of the 
^* 26th of March. I very highly eftimate 
" the fentiments which you have always en- 
^* tertained for his majefly the emperor, my 
[' brother, and that fmce the afflifting lofs 

wc 
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" we have fuilained by his death, you pto- 
" mife to prefcrve them for the fupport 
«' of the common caufe and for myfdf. The 
** teftimoni» which you give me of yoor 
*^ zeal, afford me fmgular fiitisfaftion. Be 
" afTured, general, that I poiflTcfs a very ardent 
«* defure to find an opportunity to convince 
<f you of my high efteem. 

•^ Leopolp- 
" FiemayMfy 3, 17J90." 

While thefe various tranfa6tions were pro? 
ceeding, a large, party of the Turkifti army 
had paffed the Danube, Prince Cobour^ 
gave inftant notice of this circumftance to 
Suworow s and, at the f^me time, requefted 
him to draw nearer to him with the Ruffian 
forces. The general accordingly fet out that 
very night, and went down the Sereth tq 
pirnefchrie, wjiere he remained* a month. 

Having received frefh intelligence froni 

Prince Cobo^rg, who announced that the 

10 Turks 
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Turks were in full march, and that they had 
already fent numerous parties into the in 
terior of the country, the troops were in- 
ftantly in motion, made ten miles in two 
days, and encamped at Rcfipeni on the Bufeo. 
They fufFcred very much during this march 5 
the very hot weather having dried up all 
the brooks. Mefarofch, the Auftrian quar- 
ter-mafter-general, was encamped, with a 
fmalj body of troops, to the right of the 
Ruffians, 

Suworow had been fome time in this J)0- 

fltion, when Colonel Fifcher arrived, (iiA 

Auguft) charged with a letter from Prince 

Cobourg, and a verbal meffage which he 

had not time to write. By this difpatch, 

the general was informed that the Grand 

Vizier liad paffed the Danube with the 

greater part of his army j that his advanced 

guard appeared at ft few nailes from Schurfch^ 

and that there was every appearance that the 

Ottomans 
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Ottomans would very fhortly make their 
attack. 



Suworow immediately gave his orders, and, 
in three days, he had encamped at Afumaz, 
two miles from Prince Cobourg, at Bucha- 
reft, and eighteen from his laft pofition: 
The day after his arrival, he paid a vifit to 
the Prince, who returned with him to Afu- 
mez> where they arranged the necefiary dif- 
pofitions. 

The Ruffians and Auftrians, always ani- 
mated by the fame ipirit of union and good- 
will, were delighted at being again united j 
and poflefled the common ardour to conti- 
nue the career of duty and glory together. 
The Turks, however, had called in their ad- 
vanced guard, as well as all their parties. 

The Grand Vizier, Jufluf Bacha, who was 
at Schurfch,. had been informed of the junc- 
tion of Prince Cobourg with Suworow. At 
8 the 
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the very moment when a peafant gave him 
this unexpefted intelligence, he was occu- 
pied in foi'ming the plan of an attack, which 
he meditated againft the Auftrians : and let- 
ting the pen fall from his hand, he exclaimed, 
" What is now to be done !" * 

• 
The troops, coitimanded by the Prince 
Cobourg, confifted of forty thoufand men, 
Germans and Hungarians. There was alfo 
ibme fmall detachments, diftributed in dif- 
ferent parts of Wallachia, which might very 
readily be coUefled, fo that his army might 
be faid to confifl of fifty thoufand men in 
a high ftate of difcipline. It would have 
been, therefore, a matter of difficulty or 
doubt, to have driven the Turks from 
Schurfch, and to penetrate into Bulgaria* 

But the face of affairs was almoft inflantly 

.changed. In a few days after the junction 

of the two armies. Colonel Fifcher arrived 

at Suworow's camp with the intelligence, 

that 
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that an armiftice was agreed upon at Rei* 
chenbach, which checked all farther opera* 
tions,and delivered the Grand Vizier from his 
perilous (ituationi 

Oh the following day^ the gcnctali of the 
allied armies bid adieu to each, with every 
mark of regard and regrets 

Suworovr novv pafled the feuieo to return 
to Kilieni, where h6 had already been, and 
remained there till the end of September^ 
From thenfce he pafled the Sereth, having 
thrown a bridgfe of boats over that river, 
and encamped at Marimeni, at five miles 
from Galaz. 

While he was &t itilieni. Prince Potemfcin 
Wrote to him, requefting a particular con- 
ference. Suworow corijeftured the objeft 
of it, and fent him the following anfwer :— 
" The flotilla of row-boats will get poffef* 
" fion of the mouths of the Danube}^ Tulcia 

"and 



« and Ifaccia will fall into our power j our 
*' troops, Supported by the veflels, will take 
^^ Tfinailow and Brahilow, and make Tfchif*- 
** tow tremble" 

in faft, a very fhort time after, Admiral 
Ribas entered into the branches of the Da- 
nube with the flotilla, gained different ad-» 
vantagts over the Turks^^ and took Tulcia 
by efcalad^. 

The light troops foraied the advanced 
polls in the vicinity ot Galaz : neverthelefsj 
the fmail Turkifti veflels continued to pafs 
between that place ^d Brahilow, without 
the leaft interruption* One night, however, 
there appeared to be a combat between a 
great number of thefe boats, the caufe and 
nature of which the Ruffians could not com- 
prehend. An officer, therefore, was detached, 
with four chaloupes belonging to the Ar- 
nauts, and it v/as foon difcovered that a 
number <rf Ghriftian prifoners, to the amount 

of 
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of a hundred of both fexes, having made 
an attempt to efcape, they were purfued, and 
cannonaded in their flight by the Turks. The 
captives, however, were deUvered, and fix 
large Turkifh chaloupes taken. 

Suworow ordered thefe chaloupes to be 
armed with a few pieces of artillery^ and fre- 
quently manoeuvred. He then ordered 
entrenchments to.be formed on the bankj 
and ftrengthened with foldiers and artillery. 
When they were completed, he took up his 
quarters there, with two battalions of grena- 
diers and fufileers; and from thence main- 
tained a continual communication with 
Major-General Ribas. General Derfelden 
remained with the reft of the troops at 
Marimeni. 

About this time, Suworow received the 
following letter, from Prince Cobourg, as a 
monument of the reciprocal regard which was 
entertained by thefe diftinguilhed warriors* 

"Gene- 
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** General, 

" I muft quit you on Friday next, to take 
** upon me my new command in Hungary > 
and no circumftance of my departure is f o 
afflifling to me, as my reparation from. 
** fuch a worthy and ineftimable friend. • 

** I know . how to value your elevated 
*• charafter : our friendftiip has been formed 
** by circumftances of the greatett import- 
" ancc; and, on every occafion, I have had 
** reafon to admire you as a hero, and to 
** cherifli you as a man. 

" Judge, then, yourfelf, my incomparable 
** maflcr, of the reg«t I fuffer in feparating 
** myfelf from a man, who has fo many 
" claims upon my particular regard and at- 
** tachment. You alone can confole me, by 
" preferving that affeflion with which you 
** iiave already honoured me : and I proteft 
" to you, tl^at frequent ^ffurances,of yqur 

voi,H(i, K "friendfhip 
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** friendfliip arc abfolutely ncccffary to my 
" happinefs. 

" I cannot bear the thought of taking a 
" perfonal leave of you, and in the avowal 
" of this fentiment, I appeal to tbofe of your 
*< own breaft. I moft folemnly declare, that 
" I feel for you the moft ardent frieridfhipj 
" and i truft that you will grant me the con^ 
*^ tinuation of yours, which has been, to the 
" prefent moment, the delight of my military 
"life. 

" Be affured of a return of my moft' laftiri? 
" acknowledgments. You will ever be the 
" moft chefiftied friend that heaven has 
^* granted me : For no one has an equal 
" claim to the high regard with which I am 
" your excellency's 

" Moft humble fervant, 

: * " pR. COBOURG " 
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Soon after the account of the -takrag of 
Tulcia, Suworow had the fatisfaftion to 
learn, that Admiral Ribas, the brother of the 
general, of that name, had made himfelf 
ihafter of Ifaccia. During the operations 
of the attack, the Chriftians and Jews, who 
had made an attempt to quit the place, vrgft 
cfcorted, by the Turks, to Brahildw. 

At the fame time, General MuUer be- 
fieged Kilia, where he received feveral wounds, 
of which he unfortunately died. This place 
was moft vigoroufly belieged, during tiiree 
weeks ^ but a breach being efFefted, it fur- 
rendered on capitulation to Lieutenant^ 
General Sudowitfch, whp was immediately 
advanced to the rank of commander-in- 
chief. 

In the beginning of November, Suworow 

made his approaches to the important fortrefs 

of Ifmailow. Admiral Ribas, in a few weeks 

* after,^ arrived with his flotilla, and not a day 

Ki^ pafTed 
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Raffia WitHdut tfn engagement. The Tdrfa 
had about a hundred and fifty v^fTdb witii 
oars: and Ribas had about a hundred» with 
fcvcnty chalbupcs of Tchmomcr. He very 
frequently gained cohfiderabie advantages, 
'tveh under th6 very cannwi of the place. He 
burned or tck>k it lead one half of the enemy's 
veflelsy and loH very few of his own. 

At lei^h, the advanced ftatc of the feafon, 
and unfortunate weather, obliged him* to 
xaife the fiege ; and <hfi land-forces retired 
Aoin before Ifriwilo*^> to enter into winter 
quarters. 
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CHAP. VL 

The troops wefe ^»a4y m they wapcb, 
when General Suworow received A order, 
from FieM-Marlhal Prince Potendciii, to re- 
pair from Galaz to Ifmailow^ and to take 
the pliK:e at al^ h^^r4$> 

He was perfeftjy aware of tlje-great dan- 
ger and riik of fuch an enterprise, froiyi 
the advanced Hate of the feafon j nor did it 
appear probable thjit any tiling dedfive could 
be accompliibed againft fo ftrong a place; 
and which the Tuiks regarded as iippregiia- 
ble, from its numerous garrifon. Neverthe- 
lefs, he inftantly obeyed the command which 
he had received. 

He made all the neceffary difpolitions for 
this extraordinary undertaking, and arrived 
K 3 on 
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on the fecond day at Ifmailow^ wMch is 
twenty miles from Galaz. 

Admiral Ribas remained with his flotilla> 
on his former fiation, on the Danube. He 
aUb fortified an ifland over againfl Ifmailow> 
where^^ had eftablifhed batteries, from 
whidi he annoyed the town with bombs, and 
oftentimes fet it on fire. The Ottoman fleet 
had been fo much weakened, that it dared 
not venture on an engagement, but kept its 
pofition in the harbour, and under the pro- 
teftion of the place. 

All the different corps, which he had or- 
dered with the utmoft expedition from dif- 
ferent parts, were coUefted at their ap- 
pointed rendezvous, before Ifmailow, within 
four days after die general himfelf had ar- 
rived there. 

His army, by fca and land, confifted of 
twenty-three thoufand men, one half of 

which 
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which were Coflacs; among whom were ai 
great number of fick, on account of the bad 
feafon. The horfes, alfo, had but a fmall 
portion of forage,, Befides, the weather be- 
came extremely cold, fo that the foldiers were 
obliged to cut the reeds, which grow in tliat 
marfhy country, to ferve as fuel. 

Without lofmg a moment, the general 
ordered forty fcaling-ladders, and two thou- 
fand fafcmes, to be inftintly prepared on the 
fpot, while parties were difpatched to get 
them from other places, where they had 
been previoully commanded. In the mean 
time, the troops were exercifed, during the 
night, in the ufe and application of them. 

He not only reconnoitred the place him- 
ffclf, with the mod minute attention, but 
ordered all his general officers to do the fame; 
in order that, in every divifion, tliere might 
be a commanding officer, completely quali- 
fied to direct the columns in the proje(!ilcd 
K 4 aflault. 
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•flault. The Turks, at firft, difcharged a 
few cannon at the reconnoitring party, but 
without effeft j and they did not even make 
one ially to interrupt thenu 

As Toon as the firft obfervations had been 
made, ReifchofF, major-general of artillery, 
and Prince Charles de Ligne, an * AufVrian en- 
gineer, caufed batteries to be erefted on the 
twb wings, during the night, thirty or forty 
toifes from the town. For want of heavy 
ficge artillery, which had been before fent to 
Bender and Kilia, thefe batteries were oiiiy 
mounted with twelve pounder field-pieces 
and licomes, making, in Ae whole, forty 
pieces of , cannon, which was all the field 
artillery they pofleffed* 

The erection of thele batteries was only a 
mafk, to make the Turks believe the town 
would be befieged in a regular manner, and 
to prevent them from fiifpefting a fuddcn 
fc'alade. During this firft night they did 

not 
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Hot in the leaft difturb the workmen. Za* 
Idtuchin was pofted under the battery to the 
right, with the Fajiagor regiment of grena- 
diers V and General Kulufbw under that to 
the left, with four battalions of the corps of 
Buch chafleurs. At break of day the batte* 
rie? began to play upon the town, and yrere 
anfwered by a very qukk fire, though witlw 
H»ut doing much mifchief. 

The town of Ifmailow, which is a mile in 
circumference from the Danube round to 
the water again, and ftretches half a mile along 
the bank of the river, has eight baftions. 
The ramparts are, in general, three toifes 
high, and in fome places four ; the moat is 
fix or feven toifes deep, and half way be- 
tween the polygons of Bender and of Brock 
was a fauffe-braie, or falfe trench. Thefe 
were all the internal works, and near the 
town was a cavalier in ftone work, which 
might hold folne thoufand men, The fide 

next 
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next the water was defended by ramparts and 
horizontal batteries. 

The Ruffian army lay in a fimi-circular 
form, half a mile from the town. Some pf 
the troops were ftill nearer, but were obliged 
to remove to a greater diftanee, becaufe they 
were annoyed by the heavy cannon. Thefe 
troops formed a fegment of a circle, of about 
three miles from one part of the river to the 
ether. 

The Rear- Admiral Ribas was inceffantly 
cannonading the place, and the remains of 
the Turkifli flotilla, which made but a feeble 
return to his fire. He approached the town 
two days before the aflault, and burned or 
funk almoft all the fhips that remained. He 
only loft a brigantine, which blew up with 
two- hundred men on board. 

The Seraflder Auduflu-Bacha^ an old 
.warrior, who had twice refufed the dignity 

of 



of Grand Vizier, had the command in lA 
mailow. The troops of the garrifon, which 
were under the orders of feven fultans, con- 
fifted of forty-three thoufand men, nearly 
half of whom werejahiflaries, eight thoufand 
cavalry, various corps who had come from 
feveral fortified towns th&t had furrendered 
by capitulation, as Chorin, Acktrman, and 
Palanha, and a part of the garrifon of Ben- 
der, and of that of Kilia. Thefe troops had 
been left there as a punifhment, and it has 
been fince learned, that the Grand Seignior 
publifhed a firman, forbidding this garrifon 
to furrcnder on any cafe whatever; and or- 
dered the Serafkier, if they fhould not per-^ 
form their duty, to cut off the heads of thofe 
who fhould be found beyond the Danube, 
without form of trial. Thus there was every 
reafon to believe the Turks would defend 
themfelves to the laft extremity. 

On the 9th of December, Suworow fent 
a letter of Prince Potemkin to the Serafki*, 

to 
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to which he added a few lines from himfelC 
to induce him to furrender ; to which the 
Seraikier replied, by a long Arabic letter, ia 
a very bombaftic ftyle, the fubftance of which 
was, that he advifed the Ruffians to retreat, 
" As the feafon being bad and far advanced, 
*' they would be in want of all kinds qf 
^' neceilaries ; whereas the town was abun- 
•* dantly provided: or, if not, he demanded 
•* a delay of a itionth, to commuiucate with 
/« thp grand vizier." 

The next day, an officer, who fpoke the 
Turkifh language tolerably well, w^s fent 
into the town, and had an intendew with it 
bim-bacha ; who told him, in th?ir oriental 
ftyle, that, " The Danube would ceafe to 
" flow, or the heavens bow down to the 
" earth, before Ifinailow would furrend^ 
'' to the Ruffians/' 

Suworow, however, determined to make 
ope jnorc effort ; and therefore jfeiit a note 

to 
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tdthe Seralkier, in which he gave him his 
Word of honour, that unlefs he hung out 
the White fl^ that very day, the place would 
be taken by affault, and all the garrifon put 
to the fword. 

Many of the Ottomans were dilpofed to • 
furrender, but the Serafkier, who was of 
opinion to run all riiks, had the majority of 
voices with him. He therefore returned no 
attfwer to the note. Suworow, the fame 
-day, aiiembled a council of war, where the 
fubaltems voted firft. He addreffed them, 
as he did afterwards all tlie cofps, in a very 
manly and energetic ipeech. Having pointed 
out to them the difficulties of the enters- 
prize, and the means of liirmounting them, 
*< Brate warnors," faid he, " remcnSber 
" this day all your former viftdries, and 
" continue to prove, thiit npthihg can refift 
** the force of the Rufltan arms: we are 
/^ not aow ^liberatuig on an op^r^^tion, 
\^ wh)ch SMiy be deferred to a futttre tune« 

but 



" but on the taldng a place of importance^ 
" the pofleflion of which will decide the 
^' fate of our campaign, ^and which the 
*' haughty Ottomans believe impregnable* 
" Twice has the Ruflian army already laid 
" liege to Ifmailow, and twice it has retreat- 
" ed from it. This third time nothing re- 
" mains for us, but to conquer> or to die 
" with glory." The general found his'ormy 
full of refolution, his fpcech ftill farther en- 
flamed the zeal of his brave troops* and thdr 
accuftomed valour now encreafcd to entjiur 
fiaim. 

With this fpirit was the aflault of Ifinai- 
low agreed to and decided. 

. Siiworow now received a difpatch from 
Prince Potemkin, with difpatcheis, repre- 
fenting, " That if he was not certain of fuc- 
:?*. cefs, it weft better not to rifle the afl&ult " 
;to which Suworow replied in f6W^ words ; 
." My plan is fixed, Tbt RuiS^^' army has 

" already 
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^* already b^n twice at the gates of If- 
** mailow, and it would be Ihameful for 
** them to retreat from them a third time, 
" without entering the place/* 

In the evening, fome of the Coffacs had 
deferted, and gone over to the enemy ; and 
the report of this incident had not been im- 
mediately brought to the generates quarters. 
The Turks, as was afterwards learned, at 
firft intended to made a ftrong fally, againft 
the two batteries, with eight thoufand ja- 
niffaries, and four thoufand fpahis, and to 
attack, with two thoufand Tartars, the ge- 
neral's quarters, which, according to Su- 
worow's cuflom, was defended with but a 
jGnall guard. This fally would have been 
fatal to the befiegers, efpecially on account 
of their artillery, which confifted of no 
more than a few field-pieces, Fortunateljr, 
however, the affault commenced very early 
in the morning, and put an end to that pro- 
je£t. The Turks, however, were not at- 
9 tacked 
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tacked unawares j and a great part t>£ the 
garrifon, who had been under arms all 
night, were upon the ramparts. It is pro- 
bable, therefore, the information given by 
the deferters had roufed the vigilance of the 
enemy. 

Suworow a£led the more wifely, in acce- 
lerating the execution of his plan, as had he 
poflponed the ailault a fingle day, he mufl 
perhaps have renounced it altogether s for, 
in the evening after it took place, a thick 
Fog arofc, which made the groimd very flip- 
pcry, and it would have been impoffible to 
mount tfie ramparts; an obftacle which 
it woifld have continued throughout the 
"winter. 

To lull the Turks in fecuritji, and make 
them believe the befiegers were in want of 
ammunition, they very rarely fired the guns 
of the batteries, and of the fleet, during the 
night preceding the affaUlt. All the mea- 
7 ^ fures, 
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fUreSi however, were takeiij arid the orders 
given for the operation. All the beliegers 
were ready i and Suworow paffed the night 
by the fire fide^ with fome officers of his 
luite> in an impatient vigilance for the 
hour when the fignals were to be given. 

At three in the mortiirig the firft mufket 
was fired, which was the fignal to prepare 
for the aflault. 

The lecond was at foiir, which was the 
fignal to form; 

And the third, at fivd, which was the fig^ 
hal to affault. The fix columns of land-J 
troops, and the three columns of the fleeti 
inftantly approached the town; 

On the right flank of the land-troops, were 
three columns, tinder the command of Lieu- 
tenant-General Pctemkin ; and the three co- 
lumns, on the left, were commanded by Lieu- 
tenant-General Samoilow* The fleet of 
galleys, and that of Tfchornomor, were un* 

vot. II, J, der 
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dcr the command of Rear-Admiral Ribas, aild 
the whole was directed by the General-iii'- 
Chief Coxmt Suworow, who had placed him- 
felf in the centre, with a part of his ftaft, 
between the columns, in order to fee 
every thing, and to give his orders with 
facility. 



The firft column, commanded by Major- 
General Lewow, confifted of one hundred 
and fifty arquebufiers, a battalion of chafleurs 
from White Ruflia, and two battalions of 
Fanagor grenadiers; the body of referve 
confifted of two battalions of the fame. The 
fecond column, commanded by Major-Ge- 
neral Lacey, confifted of one hundred and 
fifty arquebufiers, three battalions of Catha- 
rinoflaw chafleurs ; and the body of referve, 
of the fourth battalion of the fame corps. 
The third column, commanded by Major- 
General Maknob, confifted of one hundred 
and fifty chafleurs, three battalions of Li- 
vonian chafleurs, and two battalions of 
9 Twuitz 
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1;*wuitz muflceteers, as a body of referve.^ 
The fourth and fifth were commanded by the 
Major-General of the day. Count Belborydkdj 
the one confifting of two thoufand five hun- 
dred Coffacs, from the Don, with a body of 
referve of five hundred, arid the other of five 
thoufand Coffacs, (new recruits,) with a body 
of referve of one thoufand Amauts. Thefe 
two columns had befides two battalions of 
Polofki fufileers. 

The fixth columni commanded by Major-* 
General Kotufow, confifted of one hundred 
atid twenty arquebufiers, three battalions 
of Buch chafleurs, and a body of referve of 
two battalions of Cherfon grenadiers* 

The cavalry were pofted a furlong from 
the town, under the cannon of the fortifica- 
tions. On the right wing were fix fquad- 
rbns of Sewer carabineers, and two regi- 
ments of Don Coflacsj on the left, ten 
1 2 fquadrons 
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fquadrons of Woroni hufTars, and two rc-^ 
giments of Don Coffacs. 

The Coffacs of the fourth and fifth co- 
lumns, who were to make the affault, were 
all on foot, and moft of them had reduced 
their pikes to five feet in length, in order to 
ufe. them with the moreeafe in the confiifioa 
of the attack. 

The firft column on the Danube, which 
was under the command of Major-Geheral 
Abfenief, confifted of two battalions oi Ni- 
colaevs grenadiers of marines, one battalion 
of chaffeurs, and two thoufand five hundred 
Tfchornomor Coffacs, They were placed on 
board a brigantine, two floating batteries, 
three double chaloupes, thirteen lanfbns, and 
fifteen boats from Tfchornomor. The fe^ 
cond column, which was under Hetman 
Tfchipecka, confifted of two battalions of 
Alezeopol mulketeers, two hundied Dne- 
pro>v grenadiers of marines, and one thou- 
fand 
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fand Tfchornomor Coffacs. They had one 
hundred and thirty-five pieces of cannon 
and a mortar, as well as the fifft column, 
and were ftationed on board the fame num- 
ber of veffels. The third column, under the 
orders of Major Markow, of the guards, 
confifted of two battalions of the Dneprow 
grenadiers of marines, two battalions of 
chaflcurs from White Ruffia, one battalion 
of Buch chaffeurs, and one hundred Tfchor- 
nomor Coflacs. The body of referve con- 
fifted of four tranfports, carrying twenty- 
four pounders, and one hundred Tfchono-^ 
mor boats, intended to. difembark the regu- 
lars, having one or, two cannon on board 5 
making together one hundred and fifty veflels^ 
The total of the artillery on board was five 
hundred and fixty-feven pieces of cannon, and 
twenty mortars. 

Among the troops that were embarked 
were Prince Charles de Ligne, Colonel Duke 
de Fronfac, afterwards Doke de Richlieu, 

L 3 and 
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and Count Longeron: Count Valerian 
Zubow, colonel and adjutant of the Em^ 
prefs, commanded the two battalions of gre*- 
nadiers in the firft column. 

The weather, which throughout tlie night 
had been clear and ferene, became gloomy 
^d foggy till nine in the morning. AU 
the columns marched againft the town in 
the \>tG: order, and in the greateft filence ; 
jmd the Tvirks did not fire a gun till the 
JRuffians were within three or four hundred 
paces pf the town s when they were faluted 
with a very quick fire of cafe-ihpt^ which did 
great mifcbief. 

They now approached the deep moat, where 
the water was in fome places up to the flioul* 
ders, threw their fafcines into it, paffed over 
them,andraifedtheirfcaling-laddersagainftthe 
ramparts, fome parts of which were fq high, 
that it was neceffary to faften two ladders 
together, although five toi(es long 5 and, a? 

in 
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ill many places the befiegers could hot do 
this v/ith fufficient expedition, they affifted 
each other, and, with equal alertnefs and 
addrefs, climbed to the top of the ramparts 
by means of their bayonets. 

The arquebufiers of each column were on 
the edge of the moat, from which, notwith- 
ftanding the darknefs of the night, they took 
aim, whenever the fire of the artillery 
permitted them, at the Turks who de- 
fended the ramparts. The troops were 
now advanced from every fide towards the 
principal points, and General Lacey, who 
had the fecond column, was the firft on the 
rampart foon after fix in the morning. The 
firfl and third columns were^to have fup- 
ported him, but were retarded ; and the firft 
in particular was greatly embarrafled. Thus 
Lacey was very clofely prefTed j for although 
his troops had already drawn the Turks from 
the parapet, they had to encounter feven 
thoufand men, who, with drawn fabres, hin- 

L 4 dered 



died them from advancing any farther. Soon 
after the two, columns, ths^t followed, came 
up with him. 

The firft was guilty pf a terrible miftake ; 
after having cleared the ditch, it came to a 
chain of very ftrong palifades, which extend* 
ed to the banks of the Danube : this they 
leaped over, and palling another ditch behind 
them, reached the ramparts. The grena- 
diers of Faiiagor t09k the firft baftion, butj^ 
on attacking a ftone platform, which was 
between the firft and fecond baftion, with- 
out orders, they fuftained a very great lofs. 
Colonel Zalotuchin how called them from 
the platform, to take the fecond baftion: 
when General Merknob received a mortal 
wound, and Colonel Kwaftowtopk the com- 
mand of his column. 

The Ruffians performed wonders j though, 
in confequence of this inconfiderate attack, 
they had- greatly fufferedj and the Turks, by 

afally 
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a fally of eight or ten thoufand men ac- 
companied with women armed with poniards, 
made great havock among them : at length, 
however, reinforcements arrived, the enemy 
was driven back, and the Ruffians poffeffed 
thcmfelves of the fecond baftion* But as 
eveiy baftion had a magazine of powder un- 
der it, a ftrong guard was inftantly placed, 
to prevent the troops from being blown into 
the air. The Ruffians at length alfo, after 
^ bloody confiift, got poffeffion of the poft 
pf Bender and the bridge, and, though moft 
yigouroufly attacked, retained their pofi- 
tion. 

Day now began to appear j but during 
the night, the reciprocal advantages, which 
were gained by the hoftile parties, were 
known by the exclamations of hurra! on 
the fide of the Ruffians, and allab I on that 
of the Turks. 
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At the fame time that the columns of 
troops proceeded againft the place by land ; 
the columns of veffels, being informed of 
the movement, by the difcharge of a rocket, 
proceeded by water to the fame obje6i". They 
advanced, under a conftant fire, in two lines. 
The firft confifted of a hundred boats of 
Tfchomomor, full of troops appointed to 
make a defcent. The fecond line was com- 
pofed of brigantines, floating batteries, dou- 
ble chaloupes, and other veffels s and as they 
approached, the fire of the Turks encreafed. 
Among other batteries on the water fide, they 
poffeffed a work, which,* though it had but 
little elevation, was extremely flrong, being 
defended by eighty-three pieces of cannon ; 
the greateft part of a large calibre, together 
with fifteen mortars and a howitzer, which 
difcharged five hundred pQunds weight of 
ball. 

The fire from the mortis of the fecond 
line, covered the cannonade of the firll ^ and 

when 
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when they had both come within two hun- 
dred paces of the ihore, the fecond line di-« 
vided, and placed itfelf upon the two wings 
of the firft ; by which maneeuvre the whole 
was thrown into a femicLrcle. The Turks 
made a inoft determined oppofition during 
an hour; but, as it was night, no mifchief 
was done : a few Ruffian veffels alone fuffer-' 
ed, and at feven in the niornin;^ the defcent 
was efFeftpd. 

At eight, the Ruffians were matters of the 
place on the fide of the water, as well as on 
that of the land. The affault was then at an 
end, and the conteft commenced in the interi- 
or of the town, in the ftreets, and in the public 
fquares. Nor was there an open fpot where 
men could engage that was not the fcene of 
combat. The Turks defended thcmfelves 
with the moft defperate courage and availed 
themfelves of the windows to annoy their in* 
y^ders, 

Ther<s 
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There remained only to be taken one 
large ftone platform, very ftrongly fortified, 
and feveral chanas, ftone buildings, con- 
ftru6led with great ftxength, which were 
filled with people, and defended by cannon. 
Though defended with a moft obftinate 
courage, they were all taken, with prodigious 
(laughter. 

The unfortunate Serafkuier, Anduflu 
Bacha, having retired into one of the/e cha- 
with two thoufand of the flower of his 
janiffaries, and feveral pieces of cannon, 
thought himfelf fecure from all danger But 
notliing was impregnable before the bold 
defigns of Suworow, and the dauntleis ra^ 
pidity of his foldiers. The Seralkier and 
his people, at lengtli found all defence 
vain, and therefore furrendered to the 
Ruffians. As he wore a rich poniard in his 
girdle, a chafleur, eager after plunder, endea- 
voured to feize it, when a janiflary flood 
forth as the proteftor of his fallen mafter. 

The 
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The Ruffians immediately fell upon the 
prifoners, maflacred the greateft part, and 
Serafkier among them* 

The ftreets of Ifmailow, being in general 
very narrow, the general had not fuffered the 
cavalry to enter the town. The land-troops, 
therefore, as well as thofe which had difem- 
barked from the fhips, penetrated, by degrees, 
to the centre of it, combating as they pro- 
ceeded with fmall bodies of Turks, who de- 
fended themfelves with the utmoft bravery, 
and retreated only ftep by ftep. 

In the afternoon. General Lacey arrived, 
in the middle of the city, with three battali- 
ons of chaffeurs, and fell upon about one 
thoufand men, almoft all Tartars, and armed 
with long pikes. Thefe Tartars were dif- 
mounted, and had precipitately retreated 
into an Armenian convent, furrounded witli 
thick walls. He immediately attacked it, 
broke open the doors with his artillery, and 

entered 
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erttered it. The young Machfut Gherajf 
Sultan> defended himfelf bravely with his 
tTDops; and, after a long engagement, with 
only three hundred men remaning, and with- 
out any hopes of relief, he laid down his 
arms, afked for quarter, and was takeil 
prifoners, with the reft of his people^ 

The GofTacs of the fourth and fifth co^ 
lumns, who had, at the fame time, entered by 
the gates of Bender and Kilia, having advanced 
into the city, were . aflmled in the great 
fquare, by a fuperior number of the enemy, and i 
were completely cut off. But they were foon 
fuccoured by a battalion of Buch chaffeilrs, 
to which were added fome Tfchornomof 
Coflacs, who attacked the Turks in the 
rear, and defeated them, after an hour's 
engagement. 

iCablan Gheray, brother of the Rhan, the 
braveft of thefevenfultans,who were ftationed 

at 
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At Ifmailow, and the fame who }iad performed 
fuch prodigies of valour at Schurfch, agmnft 
the Auftrians, ordered an alarm to be beat, 
aflembled his troops, and haftened to the 
fnarket-place, in the centre of the town, 
with about two thoufand Turks and Tar- 
tars, who were foon joined by a ftill more 
numerous body of the enemy, together with a 
confiderable body of the cavalry. The fultan 
charged the Tfchornomor Coffacs, in the 
moft defperate manner, to the found of 
Afiatic mufiCi killed feveral, threw them 
into diforder, and took two pieces of 
cannon. Immediately a rcinforcement ar- 
rived, confifting of Coffacs, a battalion of 
challeurs, and two battalions of grenadiers 
of marines. The fultan was furrounded; 
at the fame time the combat continued 
with fury, the Ruffians recovered and 
purfued their advantages, and the Turkifh 
cavalry and the janiflaries were dejiroyed 
with redoubled blows of pikes and bayonets. 
The fultan himfelf fell, and nearly four thou- 
fand 
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land men remained upon the fpot, after iiti 
maflacre of an hour> when fcircely five hun-» 
dred Ottomans efcapedj who furrendered 
themfdves prifoners* 

The ftone platfoito ftill held out« During 
the laft engagement, Ribas came to attack 
it with two battalions of grena(HerS of marine, 
one battalion of chaffeurs, and one thoufand 
Tfchornomor Coflacs. This platform, or ca- 
valier, was occupied by theMeaphiSj or gover-» 
nor, of Ifmailow, with above two thoufand 
janiffaries and other infantry, and fome 
pieces of cannon. It held out a long timcj 
but having Scarcely any hopes of fuccefs, 
knowing that all around him were defeated, 
and fearing perhaps to fhare the fame fatey 
he would not puih matters to extremities, 
and furrendered, together with his troops, 
Ribas reftored to this governor his fabre aia4 
other arms. 
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Tfcere now remained to be taken only a 
very ftrong chanai about a werft from the 
cavalier, and the rampart. Ribas alfo 
todk upon hinlfelf this commillion, arid be- 
came mafter of it, after a very fhort engage- 
ment, as aifo a few hundred men^ who had 
fled thither* 



At two in the afternoon, the land-troops 
and marines occupied the centre of the city j 
upon which Suwofow caufed four fquadroris 
t)f carabineers, four fquadrons of hiiflars, and 
two regiments df Coffacs, to enter on the 
two wings, by the gates of Brdck and Ben- 
der, in order to clear the ftreets, where a few 
of the eneniy might remain difperfed. in 
their road they exit down feveral Turks, who 
ftill pdffeffed the defperate raflinefs and folly 
to defend themfelves. The cavalry af- 
terwards difmounteds and,, with fvvord in 
hand, fought for thbfe, who concealed them- 

voL. II. M felves. 
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fclves. They give quarters to all thofe who 
furrendered themfelves prifoners. 

After a bloody affault, of which hiftory 
affords no example, the viftory of thp Ruffians 
was complete, and they wereabfolute mailers 
of Ifmailow by four o'clock, P. M. TMs 
terrible defenfe, made by fo many thouiand 
Turks, had the appearance of rage and fiiry; 
and even women fell upon the Ruffian ibl- 
diers with poniards and other weapons. All 
the Ruffian commanders ran to meet the 
danger with the moft heroic valour, and tlw 
loldiers fought like lions. They were en- 
gaged during fix hours, without caring fw 
the fuperiority of the enemy, whom they at- 
tacked without ceafing, and who inceflantly 
furrounded them with new parties. No ex- 
ertions could arrefl their indefatigable a6ti- 
vity; no danger diflurbed their inflexible 
intripidity. Here we fhould retail the nu- 
merous afts of bravery and heroifin, 
which deferve the admiration of mankind, 

' if 
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if the limits of our plan would admit of 
giving a more extenfive account of this af- 
fault. We ihall confine ourfelves to obfcrving 
that, fome days after, feveral of the Ruffian 
officers Ihuddered at the fight of the abyffes 
they had pafled in the night, and the fVeep 
heights they had fcaled. Thofe among them, 
who had been at the taking of Oczakow, 
could not compare the two adtionsj and all 
agreed, that the taking of Ifmailow was 
the moft illuftrious monument of Ruffian 
glory. 

Thefe fame warriors, who, ten hours be- 
fore, were waiting in filence for the fignal of 
an uncertain and formidable contefl, now 
faw the bodies of their enemies heaped at 
their feet, and their arms bathed in a 
deluge of blood, that filled the ftreets and 
public fquares. The calm of viftory foon 
fucceeded to the fury of the battle; and 
order was reftored at the voice of their 
commanders, who remained. Several bat- 

M 2 talions 
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talions of grenadiers and Coffacs, who had 
loft half their officers, were commanded by 
thofe of the fufileers and chaffeurs. 

Guards were pofted at various parts of 
the city, and alfo upon the ramparts. A 
battalion of Fanagor grenadiers formed the 
principal guard, in the market-place j a few 
battalions were ftationed on the ramparts; 
ftrong guards were pofted at the gates, pow- 
der-magazines, crofs ways, churches, and 
mofques s and p^troles were ordered to go 
their rounds through all the ftreets. Suworow 
appointed Major-General Kotufow conunan- 
,dant of Ifmailow. 

Firing, however, was heard throughout 
the night, and even till the next morning, 
becaufe many Turks remained dilperfed in 
the mofques, houfes, cellars, and bams. 
Many of thefe were killed, but the greater 
part furrendered therafelves prifoners. 



The 
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The town being taken by aflault the fol- 
diers were permitted to plunder during three 
days, as had been promifed -, a fcene which 
could not pafs without frelh bloodfhed, be- 
caufe many of the Turks preferred lofine 
their lives to parting with their property. 

Suworow informed Prince Potemkiil of 
the viftory, by this Spartan epiftle : " The 
** Ruffian colours wave no the ramparts 
" of Ifmailow." The prince was, at that 
time, at Bender, where the cannonading was 
diftinftly heard. 

Lieutenant-Generals Potemkin and Sa- 
moilow met Suworow, before Bender, at the 
gate, where they all three difmounted, cor- 
dially embraced and congratulated each other 
on this important viftory. 

The next day, a folemn feftival was cele- 
brated on the occafion, at the church of the 
convent of St. John; the heavy artillery, 

M 3 that 
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davia and Arminia, and above five hundred 
Jews muft be added to the number* 

Among the dead were fix fultans, the Se- 
raflder, and a bacha of Amauts, both with 
three tails ; the two governors of Kilia and 
Akerman» a bacha - commandant, an aga 
pf janiiTaries, and about fifty bim-bachas, 
topfchi-bachas, aiid others. 

Among the prifoners, were ^e Sultan 
Machful-Gharay, the governor of IfmaUow, 
who was a bacha of three tails, and feveral 
other bachas. 

*. On the part of the Ruffians, the lofs, ac-: 
cprding to the official report, confifted of 
one thpufand eight hundred and thirty killed, 
^mong whom were four hundred Fanagp^: 
grenadiers, ^d two thpufand five hundred 
\ypuuded.

- Among the killed were a briga4ier, anid 
fixty-five fpperior and ftafF officers, who 
were chiefly cut down witbthe fabre: among 
the wounded were threein^gor-generals, (ona 
pf whom, namely Meknob, died foon after,) 
and two huadred. and twenty .iuperior and 
ftafF officer?., 

Although it was now the dead of winter, it 
became indifpenfably neceffary to take precau- 
tions, to prevent this unexample heap of dead 
bodies from occafiohing epidemical di%derS| 
^nd even the plague- Hence, the ten tliou- 
fand prifoners were employed: in carrying off 
the bodies of their countrymen, and of thdr 
horf^sj and as pit3, could not be dug quicks 
enough, on account of the earth being, fro-r 
zen, they were all thrown into the Danube, 
^nd the whole bufmefs >yas completed in the 
courfe of fix days. 

The Ruffians attended to the interring 
their own dead, which was done without 

the 
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ti» city, according td the cuftom of their 
cbarch. Many officers, whofe bodies were 
not mangled, and v«rho therefore were^recog- 
luzed, were placed in the cemeti^, and Bri« 
l^dier Ribopierre received funeral honours^ 
in. the church of the don^v^wt irf St. John; 
near General Weiffman, who had been bu- 
ried there in the firft wanwith the Turks. 

It is worthy of remark, that of fo large 
a garrilon, as that^crf" Ifmaildwj oiily one man 
cf€a|)ed: B'ein^ flightly Wounded, and ha- 
ving fallen intothie Danube; he-accldentally 
caught hold of a plank, on whJch he reached 
tilief^feppofife ^barifc. It was thb man thatf 
rarrifed the grand vizier the firft hews of the 
lof^of the town. - - 

The riches captured there were of great 
magnitude and importance, and the foldiers 
made a confiderable booty. 

There 
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The Ruffians found two hmidred and 
thirty-two pieces of cannon, including thirty- 
two guns, on board eight lanfons, which were 
the only remains of the rowing veffels. Ex- 
cepting ten iron guns, all the reft ivere hrafs, 
moflly of a great calibre, culverins, mor- 
tars, and howitzers. 

There were aJfo many large and finall ma- 
gazines, with a confider quantity of powder. 

A quantity of bombs and balls j whkh 
were not weighed. 

Three hundred and forty-five ftandards, 
almoft all ftained with blood, of which two 
were Sainjack, great banners of the gover- 
nors of Bender and Ifmailow, of which there 
are but five in the Ottoman empire; the 
fuperb and unique great banner of the khan 
of the Tartars ; feven rich Burfchuks, or 
horfes tails ; ^nd the foldiers had taken 
feveral others. 

Two 
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Two hundred and fifty ftandard-^polcs : 
rooft of the ftandards, which were of a rich 
ftuff, cmbroibcred in gold and filver, having 
been tore off by the foldiers and the Coflacs, 
for girdles, or trophic?, and many loft. 

A great ftock of barley, with which the 
Turks feed their horfes, and a laige quantity 
of hay s flour for the whole Tuf kifh army, 
for fix months ; a great deal of dried, fmoak-- 
cd, and fait, meat ; and a vaft number of 
horned cattle. 

Coffee, tobacco, rice, fugar, and abun-* 
dance of all kinds of provifions, befides great 
riches in the fliops. In addition to thofe be- 
longing to Ifmailow, which is a town of 
brilk trade, a great deal of property had 
been removed thither, from the towns that 
had capitulated; as, for inftance, Kilia, 
Chorin, Akerman, and Bender, 

About 
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About ten thoufandhorfes, many of which 
were uncommonly beautiful, together with 
a great quantity of very rich trappings • 

Laftly, the total value of the riches found 
at Ifmailow, w^as eftimated at ten millions 
of piaftres. 

Suworow, w^ho was inacceffible to any 
views of private intereft, abftained, accord- 
ing to his cuftom, from appropriating to 
himfelf the fmalleft article ; he did not even 
take a horfe. Satisfied with the glory he had 
gained there, he departed from Ifmailow as 
thither he arrived. 

Two days after this capture, Rear- Admi- 
ral Ribas gave a great dinner on board the 
fleet, and fired a falute from all the guns, 
Lieutenant-General Potemkin, alfo gave a 
dinner the next day, at which the young 
Sultan Machfut-Gheray, ^and the governor 
S of 
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of Ifmailow were prefent. They feemed 
pleafed, and took part in the entertainment, 
witliout fuffering it to appear,, whether theix 
gaiety was the effeft of furprize, diflimula- 
tion, or infenfibility. 

As foon as the dead were carried off, and 
the ftreets cleared, all of which had ferved 
as fields of battle, arrangements were made 
for the departure of the troops, and the re- 
moval of the prifoners, who wereefcorted 
by a regiment of Coffacs, that was g^ing 
into RufRa to winter quarters, by Bender. 
Suworow gave the command of this efcort 
to a lieuenant-colonel of his fuite, who was 
inftrufted to take care every one fhould be 
treated with a humane attention. 

To reduce this numerous efcort, and the 
^ embarraffment of watching fo many prifon- 
ers, Suworow permitted the officers to choofe 
and keep fuch of the prifoners of both fex- 
Cs as fuited them, engaging at the fame time, 

in 
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in writing, ta provide for their maintfenancc 
and fupport, and to treat them with kind- 
nefs. 

A week after the taking of Ifmailow, the 
general fat off for Galaz, with his regiment 
of Fanagor grenadier?, and the reft of the 
troops of which his corps was compofcd; 
excepting the fick and wounded, for whom 
an hofpital had been immediately eftablifhed, 
within the town. General Kotufow re- 
maned there as commandant with his four 
battalions of Buch chaffcurs, two regiments 
of infantry, and four regiments of Don 
Coffacs. The other corps drew off towards 
Bender to go into winter quarters. 

Shortly before the affault, an Auftrian 
officer brought a letter from the Emperor 
Leopold to Suworow, but he laid it afide 
without allowing himfelf time to read it, {6 
entirely was he engroffcd with his arrange- 
ments for the attack; ' This was the empe- 
ror's 
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ror*s anfwer to a complimentary letter frorii 
Suworow on his coronationi He alio re- 
ceived, foon after his arrival at Galaz, a 
letter from his friend, the Prince of Cobourg, 
expre(I:ng the greateft pleafure at this great 
vi6tory, and pointing out the great impor- 
tance of the capture of Ifmailow to the 
lioufe of Auftria : an obfervation which was 
foon confirmed by the impreffion this news 
produced at Siftow, where the conferences 
were interrupted for feveral days, and occa- 
fioned by this event the greateft confulion. 

The emperor's letter was to the following 
effea:: 

" My dear Count Suworow, 
*' I fliall ever remember the important 
*' fervices you have rendered to my houfe in 
" the courfe of the war, which is now about 
*' to terminate. I was the more afFe6led by 
'* the contents of your letter of the 8th of 
*' this month, as I am convinced of the 

^* fince- 
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'^ firicerity of fentiments, and your alt- 
^^ tachment. Be aflured, that on my part 
^^ I fhall contemplate with pleafure every 
" opportunity of demonflrating the diftin- 
" liiifhed regard with which I am, yours, 
^' afFeftjionately,

In the month of January, 1791, Suworow^ 
wen^t to Peterfburg, where the emprefs re- 
ceived him with the moft diftinguifhing marks [ 
of fatisfaflion. Soon after his arrival, he was 
appointed lieutenant-colonel of the Preobraf- 
thenfki guards, and the emprefs ordered a 
large medal to be ftruck in gold anici in fil- 
Vfer, in commemoration or the important 
v^hich viftory the general had obtained. 
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CHAP. VII. 

ftlS JOURNEY TO THE FRONTIERS OF SWEDEN. 

Though the King of Sweden had, in 
the preceding year, figned a treaty of peace 
with Ruilia, yet the war with the Turks not 
being yet terminated, the minifters of. foreign 
powers endeavoured to ftimulate Swpden to 
a rupture with Ruffia. Their endeavours, 
however, did not prove fuccefsfijiL 

Suworow, who was appcrinted to the com- 
mand of the. troops in Finland, received 
from the hands of the emprefs orders to in- 
fpeft the frontiers of that province, and ta 
furnifh a plan of fortification. In leis than 
four weeks he returned, gave in his report, 
and foon after fet off again to fuperintend 
the works, of which he had himfelf fug- 
geftcd, 

' The 
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V Thd Prince of Naflau-Siegen'i chief admi^ 
i^i of the' fleet, ftktiotied off the coafl[s of 
JFinland, hdd obtained permiflion from the 
cmprefs to go and join the French princes 
on the Rhine, to ferve againft the French 
revoiutioni At his departure, therefore^ 
Siiworow hid the fcommand both of thtf 
fleet, and of the land-forces. 

They amounted together to tweihty- 
five thoufand men; The fleet confif- 
ted of eight rowing frigates j fix chebecs, 
a bomb veffeli a yachts one hundred guri- 
boatSi and nine floating batteries ; carrying 
in all eight hundred and fifty guns. Thc^ 
were feoriimanded by Admiral Traverfoy, and 
Major-^General Herrmannj 

in 1791 arid i7t]f2 apart of this fleet win- 
tered in the foiithem ports, and the reft in 
the new port of Rotlchowhalirii on thd 
frontiers of Sweden. But^ during^ thci 
fummer, a fleet of veflcl* foiling^ came to 

H a cruife 
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cruife in the offing of thofe feas 5 and a part 
of the fquadron of rowing veffels kept,ia 
fliorc. 

The. great tower of Neufchlott happening 
to blow up, fhortly after the peace with 
Sweden, and Suworow being appointed to 
take meafures for repairing it, he fubftituted 
in its place a large baftion calculated for 
horizontal fire. 

He ereftdd oh the banks of the Kymeny 
which wafties the frontiers of Sweden, the 
fmall redoubts at Parla and at Utti, the forts 
of Oftinoi and Likola, and the fbrtrefsof 
Kymen-Gorord. The latter covered^ to- 
wards the land, the fine harbour of Rotfcher- 
fhalm, which is formed of feveral iflands, 
and is not commanded on any fide. Th^Te 
ifles are well fortified 5 and on a fand-bank, 
at Ibmediftanee in the fea, which is remark- 
able for its done tower^ called Gloria, there 
are fixty cannon of very large calibre ; and 
. y^ the 
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the harbour, in all parts, is defended by 
nine hundred pieces of artillery, of different 
ii?;es and cpnftrudlion. 

When Suworow' returned to Peterfburg, 
the emprefs faid, on receiving him, " You 
** have made me a prefent of a new port/* 
But her imperial majefty did not confine 
her munificence, in acknowledging the zeal 
of her fubjefts, to flattering expreflions, 
calculated as they were to inflame it. 

Pegce was concluded with the Turks in 
December, 1791, by Count Befboreldo at 
Jafly. Prince Potemkin had died in the vici- 
nity of that place a few months before, 

By this treaty of peace, the Porte ceded 
to RufTia the important town of Oczakow, 
and all its diftrift, to the Dniefter.' This lofs 
was very feverely felt by the Grand Seignjor ; 
^yho, far from expefting to make fuch a fa- 

N 3 >crifig§ 
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crifice, had flattered himfelf with the hope 
of retakmg the Crimea. 

But, as it tcx> often happens, though peace 
was made, the embers! of war were not ex- 
tingu^hed. They were kept alive by the 
humiliating reflexions of the Divan 5 while 
the pourt of France hoped to blow them intq 
a flamp, by the infinuations of its minifter 
Semonville, who prpmifed the Porte, for the 
next yesir, a large fleet, and a coniiderable 
body of troops. 

It was, therefore, neceflary that RufEa 
Ihould take meafures for the fecurity of 
its new frontiers. Spworow was acford: 
ingly difpatf hed thither, at the end of the 
year 1792, and received the command of the 
troops ill the three governments of Catheri- 
noflow, the C^rimea, and the province lately 
conquered to the month of the Dniefter. He 
eftabliflied his head-quarters at Cherfon, 
where he remained for two years. 

During 
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touring Hs refidence tBicre, he teceived the 
following letter frdm the empreTs, on ac- 
count of the rejoidftgs ift^de fdr the 

peace. 

Count Jlexander Bqfihwifffby 

*' The day on which the peace is cek- 
'* brated, recals to us your fignal fervices 
** and exploits. We accordingly prefcnt 
" you with a diploma, figned by our owii

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CHAP. VIII. 

WAR IN POLAND IN 1794. 

From 1792 to 1794 no political event? 
called forth Suworow to fignalize himlelf by 
military exploits : an interval, during which 
heenjoyod the fweets of repofe, at Gherfon, 
on the utmoft borders of the Ruffian empire 
towards Turkey. Yet to him this repofe 
was but another fpecies of aftivity, though 
fomewhat lefs fatiguing than the ftormy occur 
patipp of war. He often reviewed the troops 
under his command, and made them go 
through their various manoeuvres ; he tra- 
yprfed the Crimea to infpeft the fortifications 
of that province; and to put the frontiers in 
a refpe6lable ftate of defence; and, in the 
fpring, diftributed over that country a part 
of the troops, which had paffed the winter 
in the interior of Littl^ RuflTia, and on the 
(jonfines of Red Ruffia. 

At 
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At the fame period, all the fleet, which was 
0t his difpofal, and ccanmanded by Rear- 
Admiral Ribas, weighed anchor, in order to 
cruife off the mouth of the Danube. Su wo* 
row went to Cherfon, and infpefled the new 
fortifications, erefted under the direftion of 
Colonel de Bolant, in the provinces recently 
conquered from the Turks, oppofite Bender, 
and on the banks of the Danube and the Black 
Sea; and had the fatisfaftion to fee that great 
' progrefs had been made. He ftayed feve- 
ral weeks at Oczakow, and intended fre« 
quently to renew his vifits to tibe frontiers, 
had not his prefence been fpeedily required 
to a diflant fcene, where the power of his 
aims was not lefs renowned. 

After the Polilh confederation of the 3d of 
May, 1 79 1, a fecond, as is well known, 
took place, at Grodno, under the proteftion 
of the Emprefs of Ruflia, and the King of 
PiiiiTia. In April, 1793, at the clofe of this 
congrefs, the Polifh troops difperl«i over the 
9 Ukraine 
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ykraine, entered into the fervice of Ruffia, an4 
were ciivide4 under the commands of various 
Ruffian commanders. Thpfe troops, the Ge- 
pcral-in-Chicf Prince Dolgoruckow, and 
Count Ivan Saltikow had fucceiiively undcir 
their command in Red Ruffia. At iirft they 
conduced themfelves in a peaceable manner^ 
although there was little ground to rely on 
their docility ; but wlien the infurrcftion of 
Poland broke out at Cracow, and Warfaw 
]:>ecame the theatre of fo many bloody fcenes, 
their fatal influence fpeedily manifefted 
itfelf, and at length a mutiny broke out 
among them in the beginning of April, 

1794- 

The light-hprfe raiments of Zitomir and 
Conftantinow were in the environs of Nor- 
yoi Mirgorod, and amounted to nearly fiifteen 
thoufand men. They took up arms during 
the night, penetrated into the general's quar* 
ters, feized the ftandards and drums, and 
fled to Bialacere then. Only three hundred 

and 
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and forty men, together with all their officers, 
remained behind. Major-General Dafkow 
harangued them, and kept them to their 
duty: the reft purfued their way as far as the 
Polifti frontiers, and joined the infurgents in 
Lithuania, 

A few days after Bohlinfki's brigade of ca- 
valry, which was fifteen thoufand men 
' ftrong, in the neighbourhood of Kaminiezki, 
followed their example. They marched off 
with their brigadier, and all their ojSicers, 
traverfed Jambol, Moldavia, the Auftrlanline, 
andGallicia, without meeting with any obfta- 
cle, and effedled a jun6lion with General 
Kofciuzko near Cracow. The lame conduft 
was alfo fpecdily adopted by Brazlaw's bri- 
gade, which was at Pikow. There now only 
remained a few men, with moft of their of- 
ficers : all the reft went by Polefce into Li- 
thuania, and there was every reafon to fear, 
the remainder of the Polifti troops might bs 
equally difpofed to deftrt. 

Soltikow 
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Soltikow had indeed diflributed among 
them various Ruffian, corps which were Un- 
der his orders ; but when the greater part of* 
the Ruffians, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant-General Derfelden, marched into the 
interior of Poland, there remained no faither 
means of reftraining thefe troops. 

. Towards the middle of the following May^ 
Suworow received orders to proceed, by forced 
marches, into red Ruffia, with a corps of 
fifteen thoufand men, and to difarm ailliie: Po- 
lifh troops in that province ^ Count Soltikow 
being ordered to do the fame in that of 
Ifiafiaw, to prevent their junction with th« 
reft. Suworow's corps confifted of thirteen 
thoufand men, and he was furnilhed with 
field-pieces, befides thofe belonging to the 
regiments.' 

He now took meafures to difarm and diP 
band, as fpeedily as poffible, all the Polifli 

troops. 
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frck>p8; and for this [turpofe gave the foUdW'i 
orders to the generals under his commancf. 

ift. 'The coriimahding oftcers cf thd 
Ruffian troops, fliall march at their head, tor 
the ftatioiis pointed out, dii the fame dily, viza 
the 26th of May; when they approach thd 
Polifh troops, they (hall difpofe themfelveSj 
Aat the former (hall neitJier make their e(capei 
nor receive fuccour^ 

id. They (hall immediately taufe thct 
Poli(h troops to be aflfcmbled in their quar-^- 
ters, muftcr them, and a(k them, man by 
man, which of them choofes to remain in the 
fervice, or to quit it after j which they (hall 
perfuade them peaceably to deliver up their 
arms ; and that others (hall be diftributed 
to thofe who are willing to remain in the 
fervice of Ruflia.

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4th. Paffports fhall be given to the fol- 
diers, who fliall demand their difcharge, but 
as -to the ofKters who wilh to quit the fer- 
vice, a lift of them ftiall be given to the 
general-in-chief, who fhall communicate it 
to the college of war, from wliich their paff- 
ports (hall be fent. In the mean while, pro- 
vifionary paffports (hall be given, to enable 
them to return home, on condition of not 
leaving their places of abode until they fh'all* 
receive thofe of the pbllege-of war.

J All the troopa fet forward, the fame day, 
from different points. Suworow was at 
the head of the column that marched from 
Balta> towards Titcow. He had under his 
command General Schewitich> the General 
Iflinief, and Brigadiers ,X^wafchow and 
Ifcibw. His corps confided of ten battalions, 
ten fquadrons, and eight hundred CofTacs^ 
with a company of artillery, and twelve 
pieces of cannon. Major-General Lewaf* 
chow marched along tlie left bank of the 
Pniefter, diftributtd the eight himdred Cof* 
facs along the cordpnj from Jaorlik to Mohi* 
low, to cut off the retreat of the deferters, 
and with two battalions and fix fquadrons, 
difarmied fix cpropftnies of Polifti artillery a£ 
Thomafpol, and at Krema, fifteen milea 
from Balta. Brigadier Stahl with two bat- 
talions, and ten fquadroAS inarch^ to the 
VOL. II. o right 
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right from Olippol to Szmila, Czyrkas, Li- 
fianka, arid Bohuflaw, where he fucc^f&velj 
difarmed nearly one thoafand men of ca- 
valry and infantry, and one thoufand five 
hundred in the latter plaCe^ who form^ the 
brigade of Neftrow, 

The faflious party were defirous of af- 
fembling at Titeow, in order afterwards to 
retreat to Bialacereteu. This re^uhioOi 
^ivhich was to take place two days later, was 
prevented by the fpeedy arrival of the Ruf- 
fians, as their leaders afterwards declared* 

On approaching Titeow at day-break, Su- 
worow fent forward General Iflinief into the 
city with ten fquadrons, and followed him 
with the reft of the troops. Iflinief entered 
with his fabre in his hand, and maide himfelf 
taafter of the principal guard. It confifted 
6f one hundred men, who immediately laid 
down their arms ; and the reft, who were 
at different pofl:s, or diftributed in the en- 
- virons, 
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vironsu amounting to one thoufand men, 
furrendered within three days. TheRufr 
fianp treated the brigadier and other oificers . 
with friendly attentions. . 

. There had b??n,<Jeta(;hed, on the prece- 
ding eveningi. and there were fent, that 
very day^ frpni Titeow, feveral divif^ons un- 
der the command of Schewitfch, Polema- 
now, and Ifci'ow, to difarm the Polifh 
troops at Spkolowfka, Rufchin, arid Poh- 
robize. Colonel Count Elmpt remained, 
at Titeovv, with two battalions and a fqua- 
dron to occupy that place and terminate 
this operation. Suworow marched the next 
day againft Olodarka, where the brigade of, 
Podoli was difarmed in the fame manner, as 
at Titeow, He ftaid there fome days^ 
waiting the return of the detachments, by 
which his corps was extremely weakened. 
In the mean. while, all the reports of the 
officers under his command announced the 
complete fuccefs of the meafure. 

o 2 Leaving 
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Leaving Colonel Prince Schakhofskoi with 
two battaiionS) a few CofTacs, and all the 
field-artillery, at 01odarka» he marched 
eight miles farther with one thoufand ca^ 
valry, who had joined him, to Bialacereteu, 
where was the brigade of Dniepcfow, which 
was the moft turbulent iind at the greateft 
diftance. It confifted of one thoufand feven 
hundred men. Before he marched, he re- 
ceived advice, that they were inclined to 
fly. He therefore ordered the regiment 
of huffars, of Oleopol, to watch them, 
fo that they were unable to efcape; and, 
in the fpace of twp days, they were dif- 
armed without refinance. 

Thus were eight thoufand men dif- 
artned, within a circuit of nearly one hua- 
dred and fifty miles, in kfs than a fort* 
night without efFufion of blood. Soon 
after, Coupt Joan Sqltikow was equally 
fuccefsfui in disarming the two brigades 
which had remained in the government 

of 
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of liiaflaviF* Some of the officers defirdd 
to be continued in the Ruffian fervicd; 
but rooft of the foldiers, after receiviitg 
their pay^ returned with paffports to their 
homes. 

When thi^ meafure Was completed, Sa-.^ 
worow diftributed his troops in ra'ioUs 
places at Thomafpol, on the Dniefter, at 
Czeczelnik, Titeow, and Bohuflaw, to main- 
tain the public tranquillity, and to keep the 
provinces, newly conquered from the Turks, 
in fubjcdtionj the intentions of the Porte 
not being perfectly clear. The greater part 
of his corps polled itfelf under the walls of 
Niemerow, whither he went himfelf, after 
having fettled every thing at Biala-Cereltew^ 
where he caufed many manoeuvres to be per- 
> formed. 

Before he returned to Biala-Careltcw, he 
paid a vifit to Field-Marflial Romanzow, at 
his eftate of Tafchan, near Kiow. Here 

o 3 Suworow 
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Suworow wept as he embraced the grey- 
haired hero, under 'whofe command he bad 
fo often fought, even at the time when he 
was lieutenant- coloiieL He dined with him, 
and they did not feparate till after a <:onver- 
fation of feveral hours relative to the pecu- 
liar fit nation of Poland and the general 
date of aflFair9« 



CHAP. 
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CHAP. IX, 

From the time of thePolifh infurredlion at 
Cracow, and of the bloody battle of Warfaw^ 
when the Rufiiaus, after a confiderable lofs 
of men, had retired to join the Pruffians at 
Zakrorzim, various detachments of Ruffians* 
had fkifmifhed ai^d engaged with the PoIi(h 
infurgents at Cracow and Sandomir with 
alternate fuccefs* At Zakrorzim, the Ruf- 
fians and Pruffians gained a great battle 
againft Kofciuzko. Under the walls of 
Schelm, Lieutenant - General Derfelden 
gained an important viftory over Sacon- 
fchick, and took a great many prifoners 
with a part of his artillery. At Wilna the 
Poles had the advantage. Many parties of 
them advanced into Courland, the whole 
country was in a date of infiirreftion, and 
the high roads unfafe. The Pruffians, com- 
nianded by the king in perfon, and the 
Ruffians, under Lieutenant- General Baron 

r 
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dc Ferfen, were continuing the ficge of 
Warfaw 5 and, as the troubles were fpread- 
ing more and more, every thing feemed to 
indicate that the war would be prolonged 
for years, 

Circomftances requiring more vigorous 
meafures and more rapid operatiof^, Su- 
worow received orders to mardi with as 
many troops as he could coifed:, and to ad- 
vance into the interior of Poland. In coii/e- 
quence of this, he immediately fent the necel^ 
fary orders to the various commsmdrng-^ofE- 
cers of detachments. He appointed Warko- 
wiz, on the new frontiers of Poland^ as the 
rendezvous of all thefe corps ; and, as pru- 
dence did not permit him to leave thofe pro- 
vinces wholly without troops, according to 
the plan of reform adopted, he left in can- 
tonments eight battalions, ten £^uadrons, 
feven hundred Coffacs, add fix field-pieces, 
under the orddrs of Liputenant- General 
Dunin, and General Lewafchow, and fet 

out 
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out from Nicmerow on the 14th of Auguft» 
1794. His whole corps then confifted of 
eight thoufand men, under Generals Po- 
temkin, Schewitfch, Iflinief, andBrigadier^ 
Polemanow, Stahl, and Ifeiow. 

To roufe the courage of the foldiers to be 
prefent at every point where his prefence 
might be nece(!ary) and to afford an example 
to the officers,! Suworow thought it his duty 
to divide with them the fatigues of the march# 
He performed it always on horfeback, and, 
till they arrived at Warfaw, he did not once 
enter a carriage. 

On the 8th day his corps arrived at 
Warkowiz, forty-two miles from Nicqie- 
row J the reft, which had fet out from va- 
rious points, arrived there the following 
day. His corps halted there two days, 
partly to reft themfelves after fo long and 
rapid a march, partly to repair their bag- 
gage-waggons, and principally to bake a 

month's' 
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month's provifion of bread, becaa(e from 
that place they would not meet with any 
magazines. 

The corps arrived in fix days at Kowel, 
which is eighteen miles from Warkowiz. 
inceflknt rains had made the roads extreme- 
ly bad, and rendered the fords of the rivers 
difficalr to pafs. Some Cofiacs had, how* 
ever, been fent forward to render the pafiage 
more pradlicable. At this time they re- 
ceived news of the Gcgc of Warfaw being 
raifed on account of the infurreddon of 
South Pruffia, whither the king was fend- 
ing his troops. General Ferfen, who had 
feparated himfelf from him, endeavoured to 
gain the right bank of the Viftuh. Gene- 
ral Burhawdcn made a junftion with him 
at Kowel at the head of his corps, as did 
that of General Markow, which was polled 
four miles farther, forming together (even 
battalions and twenty-two fquadrons, wkh 
eight field- pieces. Thus SuW)row's corps 

amounted 
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amounted to twelve thoofand mefi; one 
quarter of which were neceffary to cover 
the^baggage and fuppJy the various detach- 
ments. 

He now received advice that the Polifh 
General Sirakowfki was under the walls of 
Kobrin, and therefore imtnediately began his 
inarch, without beat of drum or found of 
irumpct, ordering the foldiers not, ever to 
iing, but to preferve a profound iiience* 

» The next morning at day-break the Cof- 
facs of the vanguard met the firft party of 
Poles, confiding of two hundred horfe. 
An engagement enfued, and very few of 
the Poles efcapcd* The Ruffians took twen- 
ty-five prifoners, including an officer, and 
the reft were cut in pieces. 

This affair took place near the fmall 
town of Divin ; from the inhabitants of 
which the Ruffians learned, that, at Ko- 

bria. 
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brin, foar miles farther, there were fire 
hundred Polifh infantry and cavaliy. 
Some prifoners who were, at tlK fame 
time, brought in, confirmed the {z&, and 
added, that this corps was Sirakowfki's 
van^Qard« 

The generals were of opinion to tempo- 
rize a little longer, that they naglbt procure 
more certaun infoitT>atk>r>f but Saworow, 
who is an enemy both to delays, which o/» 
ten prove dangerous, and to detachments 
4jS patroles, whi(?h are toore calculated to 
give information U> the enemy than to di^ 
cover them, determined to march diredUy 
againft Kobriil, and only deferred his depar- 
ture a few Iwurs to refrefh the hories. 

In the evening he went to the camp of 
Brigadier Ifciow's Coffacs, which was half 
a mile within the woods^ where he had a 
converfatioa with him, and took a ihort 
repofe on fome ftraw before a fire. 

The 
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The Coflacs, to the number of eight 
hundred, fct forward at midnight. Brigadier 
Stahl followed them with ten fquadrons of 
horfe chaffeurs to fupport them; the reft 
of the cavalry followed at fome diftance, 
and after them the infantry, Suworow^s 
intention, in cafe of meeting with Sira- 
kowfki's corps under the walls of Kobrin, 
was immediately to charge them with pikes 
and fabres, without waiting for the arrival 
of the infantry. 

He now went forward with Ifeiow and a 
party of Coflacs from the Don, and arrived 
at night at an inn kept by fome Jews within 
a mile of. Kobrin. Here they difmounted, 
and made various inquiries relative to the 
news of the country, and the number and 
defcription of the troops at Kobrin. •• It is 
** faid,*' replied the Jaws, *• that Sira- 
«* kowlki's corps, confifting of 2o,ooq, has 
** marched from Brzefcia,- and are expefted 
*• to-morrow. A party of cavalry and of 

" infantxy 
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•' infantry arc already arrived on the other 
•* fide of Kobrin." Thither Suworow re* 
folved immediately to march, and attack 
them at day-break. He, therefore, iqfimedi* 
ately fent forward the CofTacs, who accord- 
ingly got fight of the fires of the Polifli 
camp, ib as to be able nearly to appreciate 
their ftrength. The Coffacs foon met the 
advanced pofts, who challenged them ; but, 
after the third call, and the firft priming 
being fcarcely burnt, the Coffacs fell on the 
Poles with fo much fury, that they had 
fcarce knew where they were. The enemy 
had thre« hundred men cut in pieces, and 
loft fixty-five prifoners. About fifty men 
only efcaped. By fix o'clock the engagement 
was over; and, at nine, the infantry arrived. 

Notwithftanding Suworow's defire to ad- 
vancc, he was obliged to ftay at Kobrin, to 
make fome indifpenfablc repairs^ and to 
wait the arrival of the bread and baggage- 
waggons. He accordingly fuflfered his 

troops 
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tf oops to take forrte reft. The next evening 
an officer of Coffees took a jPolifh cavalier^ 
who declared, ** that Sirakowfki had srrive4 
^* vvithin two nailer of Kohrin, near Krupe- 
•* zize, with a body of .16,000 mejx, and 
•* that it was his intention to penetrate 
*• much farther^ that he ejfpeft^d, indeed,^ ' 
** to meet with the flying troops of Geneml 
** Burhawden and De Markow in the en- 
•* virons, but tJiat he ftill imagined Su- 
** worow to be near Warkowiz, and that he 
•* had only learnt his true march when he 
*^ arrived at Krupezize." 

The Ruflians pafTed that night on the 
look-out under Kobrin, having behind them 
their baggage covered by Coiiacs, tpgcther 
with the regiment of Smoleniki. At night 
a rumour prevailed that the enemy had 
attacked them, which appeared the more 
probable as the Poles were in great num- 
bers at feveral points. 

Su worow 
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prevent this, Suworow detached Gene- 
ral Isiinief with Pereiaslaw's regiment 
of chasseurs; but he was unable to cross 
the marsh. The Polish cavalry return- 
ed to join this corps, and Isiinief in 
like manner wheeled about. 

A cannonade then began on both sides. 
The enemy imagined they could not be 
attacked while situated behind the 
marsh, which was two hundred paces 
broad, of considerable depth, and ter- 
minated on each side by small bills co- 
vered, with wood., Suworow, however, 
gave orders for the attack. Inunediate- 
ly the infantry began to march in two oCh 
lumns, under the orders of Major-Gene- 
ral Burhawden, and passed the marsh iii 
spite of the greatest obstacles, and un- 
der the continual fire of the enemy. 
Nothing could stop the progress of th« 
Russians, however great the -difficulties 
■ * they 
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they had to surmount. . Sbnife mkde use 
of beams and planks, -which they took 
from some neighbouring huts, and 
which they laid on the marsh: Others 
proceeded by their own unasssisted ef- 
forts. Of all the artiMery they could 
only pass four pieces of cannon belotig- 
ing to the raiments, winch the soldieifs 
carried on their shoulders. The r^st 
were left behind under an escort* Three 
squadrons of hussars and the Cossacs 
passed at the same time with the infaii-: 
try on either wing. 

. As soon as the troops had passed the 
marsh, which employed about an hour, 
they formed, ascended the little hill, and 
marched with loud cries against the ene- 
my, who had now taken another posi- 
tion, and received them with a heavy 
discharge of case shot. . The Russians 
only fired a few musket shot, and fell 
• p 2 upon 
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tipon the Polish lines with tht bftyo&et, 
Sirakowski*^s corps defended themselves 
with obstinacy, brtt, notwithstandii^ 
the great superiority of his artilieiy, 
they were thrown into disorder, and lost 
a great number of men. Some of them 
fled to the convent of Krupezize, whae 
they were pursued and cut to pieces; 
while the poor monks, trembling for 
their own Iiv«, implored the pity of 
the soldiers^ and presented tbrnttsU* 
ble and the crucifix. Their Unj ww 
spared. 



Si^akowski now began 'sei 
think of his retreat : he formed a squaB 
of three close columns, flanked it wiA 
cavalry, and retired by degree;. " 

During these transa<^ions, four ref 
ments of Russian cavalry arrived ^ 
the right wing, under thd command »

In vain 
did they malyjjise of aU possible exerr 
tmifi «0 >u?e thj^r j|yiper<?98 ar^cjy, fixc 
tfee pavaliy an^ infantry j^mmg them 
Qfk eycary gjd^, je^ljged tfe/em ^9 take r«r 
fiige in the wf>Q^f H W3iS now fiy^ 
o'clock, it was growing dark, and it was 
imposfiihle tp purM?e 0^«m ^y fiiirther. 
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• Tte Polish corps who had been in this 
engagement consisted of twelve thou- 
sand infantry, three thousand five hun- 
dred cavalry, and about two thousand 
men armed with scythes. The Use of this 
dreadful weapon was the invention of 
Kosciusko. It consisted of a sharp blade 
mounted like a scythe, and to which 
was added a pike a foot long at the end 
of a. staff- often feet. 

The Poles left about three thousand 
men on the field, among whom were 
a great number of officers. Their Ge- 
neral, Rusfchize, was also killed; but very 
few prisoners; were taken. The Rus- 
sians losp- a hundred and twenty-five 
men, and Jiad two hundred wounded. 

This viaoiy^was the more important^ 
as it was the first battle fought with the 
Poles by the troops undjsr Suworow; and 

as 
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as theenemy-j nbtwithstaraHng-thfe^tm- 
mense advantages of- tlieir position,' the 
superiority of their- numbers, and the 
strength of their artillery, \vetfi <3^1iged 
to take to flight. It was the Russian in- 
fantry tha.t contributed most to the suc- 
cess of the day'; for they always attack- 
ed the enemy >vith the bayonet, apd al- 
ways repulsed them. , 



As soon as the fate of this battle began 
to be decided, Suworow hadsent orders 
to Kobrin to send forward the ba^age 
with the escort, and to dispatch with 
the utmost haste the provision carriages 
and the camp ovens. They arrived 
an hour after the battle. The men 
immediately dressed their vidtuals, and 
the corps went to keep guard before 
Janopol, three wer^ts from the con- 
vent of Krupezize.

evening at Teischin, which is three 
miles further, and a mile from Brzescia, 
where it encamped, In a bottom covered 
by small hills, on the banks of a small 
river; Here the soldiers dressed their 
vi(^als in ditches, and with small fires, 
to avoid attracting the attention of the 
enemy, who often sent out patrolesj 
but these did not c6me dose enough, and 
they only perceived a party of Gossacsi 
f he obscurity of the nighteniabl^dLieu- 
tenant*Colonel Iwaschow, with an escort 
of about twenty Gossacs, to risk going on 
a reconnoitring party, near Bzrescia, in 
order more especially to discover the 
jfordable parts of the Bug, as Suworow 
was determined not to pursue the diredk 
and beaten path. / 

Before Iwaschow returned, a Jew 
came in, who was very anxious to de- 
rive an advantage from the arrival of 

the 
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the Russians, at the expence of the 
Poles. This man cQmmunicated the 
rumours that prevailed in those parts^ 
rektiveto the rapid march of Suworowy 
W^hom they expedted speedily to arrive.- 
He entreated the General to spare the 
people of his nation, domiciliated in 
that city, and ojffered to isender the 
Russians all the services in his power. 
He assured thena that Siriakowski^ whose 
corps and whose horses were much fa- 
tigued, would, as much as possible, 
avoid coming 'jto an engagement ; that 
he would begin to march the next day^ 
in order to retreat to Warsaw^ and that 
he had already sent fbrward'his baggage 
in the dusk of the evening. ^ • 

It would have been very difficult for 
the Russians to have pursued him, as 
they must have passed thick forests, and 
gone to a distance from Brzescia, which

and four battalions of chasseurs followed 
the cavalry of the left wing, on the 
skirts of the wood, under the orders of 
General Burhawden. The two columns 
which had not been attacked, had made 
a manoeuvre behind the former, and 
had removed behind the village of Ko- 
roschin, half a mile from their last 
position. They there occupied a. voy 
a(^vantageous eminence, where the first 
column, which had been beaten, en- 
deavoured to join them. .The Polish 

. Genersl 
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General x^n^ed his columns' in lattlc- 
array, and seemed determined to stand 
firm, and jvait the event of the battle. 
His new position was uncommonly ex- 
cellent His front was covered by the-- 
village, and his rightwingby a- thick; 
wood, where he speedily raised a masked t 
batteryof eight heavy pieces of Cannon, , 
which he supported by two battalions ^ 
of chasseurs. - 

Being much too Weak to attack th6 
enemy in this poation, Isliriief was 
obliged to wait for a reinforcement* But ' 
as soon as the Polish General perceived 
the battalions of chassccirs come gallop- 
ing towards him, he retreated. Twoco- 
lums went to the right towards the wood 
with intention to traverse it, and the 
third took to the left towards the same-

Thef two first columns had alreacTy 
a^proach^ the wood, wh^i Sthewitsoh^ 
gaUiE>pii^ oh widi 24 squadrons of ca« 
rftbiheers^ light hcffse and hussars^ 
gained the intcryal, and iinmediately 
charged the front aiid flanks of the co- 
lumn which was nearest him.

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Iii the iheanwhile the other column 
was engaged with a few squadrons, and 
as soon as the ^tack became general they 
experienced the same fate as the former. 
More of them, however, escaped, be- 
cause this column had time to disperse, 
while the others were defending them- 
selves. But although th^ made the 
greatest possible efforts to save their ar^- 
tiBery, as they had done at Krupezi^e,, 
thi^ lost six field pieces. 

At tibe same time, the cavalry of the 
left wing approached the masked batte- 
ries in the woods, which they earned ua- 
-der a dreadful fire of iCaae shcf and mu^ 
quetry. They then advanced; without 
losing a moment, against the column 
which threatened to attacV thetu, and 
which was already annoying them with 
cannon. A :very distibate engag^nent 
now took place, but t^ B.n$sians broke 
o . ;\ through 
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through them, the cavalry fighting 
with the utmost fury. Almost the 
whole column was defeated, and the 
• greater part of the cavalry who should 
have supported it, saved themselves by 
flight. 

The four battalions received orders to 
cut off the retreat of the small remains 
of this column, to prevent their gaining 
the wood with their four pieces of can- 
non ; and as soon as this order was exe- 
cuted and the cannon taken, the batta- 
lions pmsued the rest of the fugitives, 
who were also endeavouring to gain 
thfc wood. In this situation the ene- 
my had no resource but to fly to the 
village of Dobrin in the road to War- 
saw. Their cavalry soon followed their 
example, and endeavoured to save them- 
selves by the bridge across the marsh be- 
yond the yilla§e» But IsUnief dis- 
patched 
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jpatched the Mariopol light Jiorse, with 
all the Cossacs, to prevent this manoeu- 
vre, and the four battalions of chasseurs 
flew thither so rapidly, that they ar- 
rived there almost as soon as the cavalry. 
They then began to cut the dyke and 
the bridge, of which they scattered the 
fragments; and thus, with the exception 
of a few who passed before their arrival, 
the remainder, not being able to engage 
in this deep marsh, were obliged to re- 
tire to the village. 

■ Till this time the artillery had scarce- 
ly been employed, and every thing was 
decided by the sabre and . the bayo- 
net. The field pieces, had even been 
left in the . rear on account of the 
sands and ploughed lands, round 
which the ^ troops were obliged to 
cross. The chasseurs, however, used 
the cannon of their battalion. Some 
field pieces, at length, arrived, with

which thtf jfired oa Hie village, oik) 
drove out those who h»d retreated thi» 
ther. Thus the enemy were assailed on 
all sides ajtonce, apd thsm who refuse4 
to surrender were cut in pieces, A few 
hundred of the cavalry stUi endeavoured 
to fly across the noarsh, but both they 
and their horses were drotmed, or fd\ 
under the fire of the ^hasspuris ftimi tho 
side of the marsht 

The greater part .of the Itussiaii 
infantry did not engage in this ac» 
tion; after which, Suworow ordered 
Colonel Markow to return (o Brzesci^ 
with two battalions, and to take the 
command in that city, as also at Therecr- 
prf, 

This action terminated at two in the 
afternoon, when Suwarrow embFace4 
the Generals, and thanked . them for 
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having so powerfuHy contribitted to 
the victory. At tiiis place they made a 
short halt, and the troops rested two 
hours. They might have advanced still 
^rthar; but, learning fi^ora the priso- 
ners they tooic, that very isvr Poles ijad 
escaped, the Rus^ahs returned, ^nging 
in unison with their martial music, and 
Jiaving the artillery and prisoners 
»^hin a league of their van. Thus at 
^ven o'clock they encamped atTheres* 
pol, nearly at the same place, Sera* 
iLowski had occupied in the morning, 
and the very quarters, where that ge- 
fkeral ;supped the preceding evening 
pow acpommodated Suworow. 

A company of each battalion i«^ fell; 
l>ehind, to which were added about aa 
hundred Cossacs. These troops scoured 
the woods, and defeated the enemy, 
mhQ were dispersed there, or took 

them 
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them prisoners. Thus they passed two 
days till they had completely cleared 
the country. 

- At the same time, the provision car- 
riages arrived, under an escort, from 
the other side of Therespol,. together 
with the other baggage. 

This battle, which lasted six hours, 
happened on the 8-19 September, 1794, 
and one of the most extraordinary vic- 
vidlories that was ever obained: for of 
all the enemy*s troops, which amounted 
to thirteen thousand men, viz. ten thou- 
sand infantry, three thousand horsey 
and four hundred scythe-men, three 
hundred, at most, escaped, with the 
five hundred prisoners. Sirakowski and 
Krasinski fled to Warsaw. 

. ' With 
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With the exception of four battalions 
of chasseurs, the cavalry alone were 
engaged. The artillery had been scarce- 
ly at all employed, and the whole 
was decided without fire-arms. All 
the enemy's artillery, consisting - of 
twenty-eight pieces of cannon, chiefly 
brass, and of large calibre, were taken, as 
also two splendid flags, which had been 
sent them by the revolutionary pouncil 
at Warsaw, and which were the only 
colours they had. That of the infantry 
was white, that of the cavalry, Wue; 
and each bore, in letters of gold, the 

words LIBERTY, EQUALITY, INDS- 
FENDENCE, 

The corps of l^ussians, under arms, 
consisted of eight thousand men, of 
whom four thousand and two hundred 
were infantry, three thousand cavalry, 
and about seven hundred and fifty Cos- 
sacs. 



sacs. They lost one hundred and fifty 
tnen, among whom were six officers"; 
and one hundred and seventy wounded, 
of \diom eleven \*prc officers. 

When the news of the defeat of 
Brzescia aniyed at Warsaw, every one 
perceived, as we afterwards teamed, that 
the Russian troops were oomojaaded hy 
the same General Suworow, who had 
before made war against the Turcrt, 
although, to avoid discouraging the 
Poles, it had been previously rumoured, 
tiiat it was another General of the same 
name.

Kosduzko, who was then at Warsaw^ 
was informed of the fate of Sirakowski* 
He therefore set off in haste to confer 
with Knceschenvitsch, and commamJied 
six thousand men to follow him, giving 
them orders to encamp near Loschiz, 
foiu* miles from Selza, on the road to 
Warsaw. • The troops of Knoeschenvitsdi 
received orders to join him, and these 
six thousand men took a very strong 
position under the command of Sira- 
kowski. . 

The same day, Kosciuzko went to 
visit Makranowski at Grodno, and gave 

orders 
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orders to all. the jdivisionrf of 'trodjRctf 
that canton to join hioii They werf 
divided under the comihand of .H&- 
^roitsch, who was tnarauding in Cour- 
land ; of . Wawroscbewski^' who :.wuq 
posted gn . jthat froritier;; of : Mfeyfen^^ 
who was* b^ore Kowna, and of Willo- 
wurskski, Giabowski and Jasinski,' who 
occupied Wilna.

Kosdiizkb Had fofmed a plaii to dt-» 
tack the Russian troops which Suworow 
commanded before Brzescia, at thS head 
bf the corp^ of Sirakbwski, pbstisd hear 
Lochiz, which he was to reinforce. He 
proposfed at the same time that M&kra- 
nowski Should attack them in the rear 
with a cohsiderable body of troops, con- 
sisting of all the division* of ihfimtry 
dispersed over Lithuania* 

Suworow*s corps was now considera- 
bly diminished, and he was totally dis- 
abled from undertaking any enterprise 
on account of the number of prisoners 
an4 cannon which he had to guard. He

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tesiAvtdt thereforcy to relieve himse^^ 
from this embarrassment by Temoving 
. them to Warkoviz under the eseort of 
two<»mpanies oi grenadierSj >yith an in-^ 
complete regiment of fitsileers and four 
pieces of cannon, five squadrons of light 
horse, and an hmidredGossacs, under the 
command of Brigadier Wladisdrin : a de- 
tftchment fromKiowie had orders romeet 
them to relieve the eaccwt from Wac- 
koviz to Kiowie.

' %hm]y after the departure af " Wkdls^ 
ehin, a nimour prevailed at Brzetf- 
eia of an engagement on the road, 
between his troops and the Poles, lit 
which the latter had taken hi€ artillety 
from him ; but the origin of this report, 
as well as its falsehood, were soon dis- 
eovered. 

The necessity o£ ptoviditlg fof the 
fitibsistance of the Russians by contri- 
butiolis from the countries though 
which they passed required numerous 
detachments, as swarms of Poles infest* 
crd that quarter. On the other band, 
lialf the Cossacs M^ere advanced on the 
road to Warsaw to procure infornia- 
tion, and the rest were employed in 
foraging in the country. Hence, ihe 
effeiSlive number f>f Russians encamped 
before Brzescia 'were reduced to five 
tliousaud men. 

A a Brzescia 
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Brzcscia was not only the centre of all 
these operations, but it was also a rich 
granary, from which Warsaw was prin- 
cipally supplied with provisions. Tjiat 
capital had indeed found some resources 
at Lublin as long as the Polish troops 
occupied it, but now nothing could be 
expected from that distrift, nor from 
the neighbourhood of South Prussia; 
every thing having been consumed 
during the siege of Warsaw, or carried 
off by the Prussians and Russians in 
their retreat. In this distri(St the insur- 
gent army had levied great numbers of 
recruits. Each family was obliged to fur- 
nish a foot soldier, and every three famiT 
lies an horseman equipped and mount- 
ed* Such were the advantages of which 
the insurgents were deprived by Suwo- 
row*s position near Brzescia. This con- 
soled him for his being reduced almost 
to a state of inaction in this important 

post, 
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.post,-^where he remained four weeks till ' 
he could concert his final measures with 
Generals Derfelden and Ffcrsen. The 
former received orders first to scour Li- 
thuania,, and afterwards to make ajuncr 
,tion with Suworow. But the. latter was 
still beyond the Vistula, where he was 
detained by the obstacles we have re* 
lated. Yet, notwithstanding the arduous 
circumstances in which he was placed, 
General Suworow was determined to at-

Suworow's 
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Suworow'is corps was now reinfbrced 
Svith a thousand men by the two re^-

^iiKow. These light troops, fitjm fifty to 
•eighty men, often attacked in platoons, 
whole detachmehts of Poles: consisting 
of several hundred* men, ahd always 
with success. With one of thfesepaitiesi 
which was reinforced with an hundlred 
men. Major Popow attacked fovit 
hundred, beat, dispersed, and drovi& 
them into the woods. He made a 
considerable booty of uniforms at Sof- 
kblow, where a revolutionary commit^ 
tee was established, and carried off the 
military chest, containing 6o;ooo Polish 
florins. On his return he was suddenly 
attacked by two hundred horse, frbni 
whom he not only disengaged himself, 
but, having charged and dispersed them,

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•: At the time when this letter was on its 
nyajr tp Brzescja, Suworow, received the 
report. of GeQer^I.Derfeldenv giving an 
account of hisi,^arch from Slonim to 
Grodno, in conformity to his orders. 
During his march nothing worthy of 
remarli; happen^, except frequentiy 
ineeting with smadl parties of the enemy 
thiat had bee^ irepul^ed or dented. On 
|ii»- arrivd at Qrodnp the vsgagviaxd of 
Valerian Zvibow had tal(.en a hundred 
new recruits prisoners. They had also 
|bjm^ a fe>r . hundred measures of flour 
^nd biscuit which had been distributed 
to the troops, as also a number of uni- 
forms. Derfelden guided, that he was 
^^ting for the arrival of Ziziano at 
Grodno, where he proposed to leave 
him, and to proceed with his cprpst^ 
Bi^acereteu. '

* We left' General Fersen under tke 
^walls of Korniza, from which place, com- 
munication not being secure, no news 
from him had yet arrived. At length 
on the 28th of September, the Austrian 
General Harnoncourt informed Suwo- 
row, that Baron de Fersen had sent hini 
word by an officer, that he had thrown 
a bridge across the Vistula on the 25th of 
that month. A few days after, a Polish 
officer was brought prisoner to Suwo- 
row, and gave him the agreeable news 
of the defeat of Kosciuzko at Matsche- 
viz, eight niiles from Warsaw, and 
twenty from Brzescia, with all the 
particulars. 

The following are the detaik tzdcen 
from the report of this memorable 
action, which had so great an influence 
on the fate of Poland.

. Kosciuzko, as we have already s^d, bM 
concerted with Makranowski to attack 
§uworow's corps before Brz^scia at the 
same time in the front and in the rear< 
He was therefore in momentary exp^- 
tation of the arrival of Makr^owski 
at Bielsk, where he was to have a con- 
J^rence with him, relative, to their finaj 
measures. He had chosen a positioii oeax 
X^ukow, that he might be at hand to 
march against Br^escia, and at the same 
time ^tadk Baron de Fersen, in case fafi 
should be ahh to cross the Vistoku 
Poninski had informed him that die 
smaller division of the Russian cxirp^ 
intended to effect a passage at Ksysmzat 
and the greater at Pulawa; and the 
next day he informed him that a pait 
had already passed near Kosnisa; w& 
Kosciuzko, haviBg no reiisc^ to behefip 
that this was the whole body, imardied 
without delay against the village of 
.; : Okrscha^ 
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Okrscha, which was about seven milesL 
from the post he occupied. Besides 
of the 8,000 men of Sirafcowski and 
Knceschewitsch, Kosciuzko had near 
a,ooo fresh tecruits, Which increased his 
corps to 10,000 men. 

When he arrived at Okrscha he disco^ 
vered his mistake, and to remedy it, 
immediately sent orders to Poninski to 
join him with the utmost haste ; foi* he 
perceived, he could not avoid coming 
to -an engagement, as POninski had suf- 
fered himself to be deceived. 

In fact, Baron de Fersen, perceiving 
that th^ enemy had fallen into the 
snare, relative to the manoeuvre of a 
battalion of horse chasseurs towards 
Pulawa, and had marched thither ; im- 
mediately threw a bridge over the Vis- 
tula at the very spot he hft4 before 

occu- 
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dccupidd: fee had already sent forward 
two battalions df chasseurs on rafts supi 
jfortcd by six sqiiidrdns of horse chas- 
seurs ahdsixjregimenfs of dossfacs, who 
sWam ovet tile' fivef, to scout the oppo- 
site bank, and form S tfete-de^pofit: buf 
he was three days effecting his passage, 
oh account of the baggage and artillery^ 
The success of ^ this manoeuvre cor- 
responded with the wisdom of his ar- 
rangementSi 

His first step was to recorinoitre thd 
country: and Kosciuzko, who had iri 
the meanwhile arrived, and whose 
camp was at the distance of a mile, 
removed in the course of the day three 
miles further to MatscheViz, a very ad- 
vantageous position, and where he in- 
trenched himself.

Kosciuzko, thus assailed and surroun* 
ded cm all sides, defended himself witlk 
the greatest obstinacy till one o'dodc, 
when no further hopes remained, sni 
the fate of the battle was wholly ded* 
ded. Six thousand Poles remained upon 
the field, and sixteen thousand mat 
were made prisoners, among vihm 
were Generals Siraikowski, Kosdnski, 
Knoeschevitsch, and nearly two hundred 
superior and staff officers. All their 
artillery also fell into the hands of 
the Russians, and only fifteen hua* 
dred men, who traversed the wood}

of WarSawj cseaped. The RttssiatK lo«t 
eight hundred hien, and had fifteen 
hundred \vounded. 

i^osciuzko, who eoniittanded this bo- 
dy, and wds aho General in Glrief of 
the Polish insurrection, had ejtposed Ms. 
pefrscta during the whoje of the action; 
but having aft length made a desperate 
effort with the weak remains of his ca- 
Valty^ he was obliged to save himself by 
flight. But although his horse was 
65cti'enlely swift, he was overtaken hy. 
Comet Kiilipinko of the Gharkow 
light horse, a subaltern oflicer, and a 
fetv Cossacs. He had alr^dy received 
two wounds of a sabre, one in his neck,, 
the other in his head, when a Cossac 
called out to him to ask for merey; arid 
being enraged at his not answ^ing, 
w6linded him in the back With his pike, 
Which caused him to fall from his horse, 
s 2 ' in 
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in d. state of insensibility; and as they^ 
did not know him, he would infaBibly 
have been killed, had not the Cdssac 
been restrained by one of his office^ 
who told them he was the Comnciander in 
Chief; upon which he was removed to 
a neighbouring convent. Inhi^ pocket 
they found a small loaded pistol, of 
which it was easy to guess the object; 
but being senseless, he was unable to 
use it. He was attended with great 
care, and sometime after renaoved, by 
Suworow's orders, to the house of Ge- 
neral Romanzow, near Kiowie,^ he.being 
the oldest commanding officer in the 
Russian army; and afterwards to Pe- 
tersburg. 

Tlie captm-e of a leader of so much 
importance was riot the least precious, of 
the trophies of the victory af Matsche- 
viz, as will appear from the impressi(» 
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his loss made on the Poles. But before 
we describe the particulars, it will bcf 
proper to give a short sketch of that 
General's life, 

Kosciuzko was a gentleman of small 
fortune in the environs of Brzescia* 
His father left him a patrimony of only 
a few peasants, that is to say, but a small 
landed estate. He was educated at Warr? 
saw in the Royal Academy of Cadets, 
and made a vejy rapid progress, cspe-. 
ciallyinthe art of engineering. After 
jmsfeihg eight years .at this school, he^ 
served in the army as an o^cer. He 
then went to America, where he obtained 
a. commission under .General Washings 
ton, and rose to the. rank of Lieutenant- 
Cblcaiel of light infantry. He cpntinue^ 
in America till the end of the w^r an4 
distinguished hipo^elf on various occa-r 
^n$ by his bravery -ftncj talents, .,

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When the new constitution of the jd 
oi May 1791 was published in Poland be 
returned to his country. He siiccessively 
visited Warsaw, Gallicia, and othe? 
parts. And the Poles having resolved to 
oppose the Russian army that bail pe- 
netrated into their country, he Wfts ap- 
pointed Major-General, and placed at the 
head of theadvanced guard uxider the (vo- 
ders of Prince Joseph PoniatowsJdyCom* 
mander in Chief of the whole army. 
. He was present at the battles of Siknzi, 
Tibienka, and Lublin, against the RuSf> 
stans, in all which he distinguished 
himself. Sooa after these events, peace 
was restored. On the arrival of Ga» 
kowski, he was at Warsaw, from thence 
he went by Sandomir to the ^ 
of the mountains to via|t the Pria- 
cess Czartorinska, who assisted him 
with her purse. Here, applying to tim 
circumstances of the times thos^ pnn* 

cipfcs 
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ciples ofliberty which he had learned i^ 
America, he began seriously to employ 
his mind on the revolution, which he 
propagated by his correspondence, both 
in Poland and Lithuania ; and the flame 
of insurrectiofi, hghted up by his means, 
Joon began to extend itself in every 
part of the kingdom. 

In the spring, he went by Moldavia 
to Constantinople, where the ministry 
of the Porte received him with respect. 
His objeA, however, which was to pro- 
duce a rupture between that Court and 
Russia, was suspected and frustrated by 
several foreign ministers, residing there. 
Perceiving, therefore, that his project 
wouldproveabortive,h(equitted Gonstan- 
tinopleand went to France; where he con- 
templated the storms of the revolution, 
during his residence, at the capital, which 
he quitted on the approach of winter to 

s 4 re- 
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r^Hrn to the Prinpess Czartorinskar 

From that time he begaa to t:ake large 

strides towards producing a revolution, 

ivhich broke out in March, at Crakow, 

Vinder the direction of Madelinj^ki ; and in 

April, at Warsaw, under the conduct of 

M^anpwski. Hence it was that the 

last city fell a victirp to those caJamities 

which are inseparable from vio/ent, poi 

pular commotions. Kozpiv^s^Q, after 

haying visited Crakow, to adrnipister the 

oath of fidelity to the insurgents, came tq 

Warsaw, where he played a conspicuous 

part; in which he evinced g, degree d 

bravery and skilly that contipiue^ to 

the last. But even these grp^t qualities, 

l^ing employed in an unequal contest, 

hastened both his own ruin and th^tof 

his country. 

Not only the troops were in great con: 
sternation, at the loss pf their cpmmf^nderi 
but discouragement apd affli<Slion spread 

thetiir 
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themselves throughout Warsaw, whero 
the zealous partizans of the new con- 
stitution anticipated its approaching fall.' 
The Fevolutionary committee appoin-' 
ted, in his place, Major-General Wayro- 
scbewski, although Makrawnowski and' 
others were his. seniors iA command; 
and this general ^vas immediately- 
sent for to Warsaw, where the oath- 
having been administered to him in fair 
council, he took possession of his new 
jGotnmand. Wavroschewski had been a 
week before the walls of Brelsk, when he- 
received the news of JCosciuzko^s defeat. 
Befeiden was six miles from him, before 
Bialacereteu. ^ Makr^nowski, uneasy ^ 
at being so near hinrj, and fearing an 
attack on the side towards Brzescia, re- 
treated to Warsaw. 

Suworow.no sooner heard the news"

'CjrENERAL Derfeldeni in -conformity 
to the orders he had received^ marched 
immediately from Bialacereteu to Bielsk^ 
aiid* then to Bransk, from which plac^ 
he sent a report, announcing that the 
enemy were retiring towards the fron^ 
tiers of Russia, and that he was harrass- 
ing them in their retreat. A few days 
&fter, he wrote, that the vanguard 
commanded by Valerian Zubow had 
overtaken and defeated their rear guard, 
consisting of about five hundred men, 
who were almost all cut jn pieces or 
taken prisoners, 

Makranowski now hastened towards 
the Bug. He had sent a considerable de^ 
tachnient before him to throw a bridge 
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over it at the village of Popkow; buttjie. 
last column, which consisted of i^hio^t: 
three thousand men, before they could 
^e£t their passage near Hedroitsch, jwas 
overtaken by Derfelden's rear gu^d. 
This column exerted itself to ayoi4 fMi, 
engagement, and having lost a fewhi^ 
dred men, in a very short time passed 
the bridge. The Poles fired a few caii- 
i)on shot at them, and Count Zubow 
was wounded in the foot. :';;/. 

Derfelden received advice, that tea 
miles further the Polish General Gra^- , 
wski was.hovering about the environs of 
Zakroczyn, behind Narew, with a thou- 
sand men, whom hehadcolledted toge- 
ther. He therefore sent Colonel Anarep 
iipon the scout, with six squadrons and a 
few chasseurs, who soon met them, killed 
about aa hundred of them, and having 

taken 
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pen^ the rest^ 

Ih the meantime Suworow'6 Gorps 
had arrived at the small town of Jaiio* 
"Va, from which he sent about an hun- 
dred Cossacs, in two detachments, to 
scour the country. At first he intended 
to have attacked Makranowski over 
against Bidsk, twenty miles from Jano- 
va ; but having learned that he had le6t 
that place, he determiued to cut off his 
rodd to W»saw, by approaching nearer 
to Wm. He therefore advanced three' 
miles farther towards Tolkow, where he 
i^as Jrtformed a body of the enemy were 
p6sted, amounting to some thousand 
ilien, before Stadlslavow, ^diere they 
ringht receive reinforcements from War- 
saW, Which was feut four miles from that 
place. He acbrdingly gave orders to Baron 
F^seri to direiSt his march from Minsk

- " Some of the'prisonerg brought in t)]^ 
the Cossacs gave information, that Mak^ 
ranowski was already in the neighbour- 
hood; that he would arrive the fol- 
lowing night; and was to take .the 
roafl to Warsaw. Orders were therefore 
iitimediately disjpafched t<) f^ersen to

Vow, where Fersen had arrived the pre- 
ceding evening, without having met the 
enemy in his road. Thus it was that th? 
juiidlioii of the two troops took place* 
That of Fersen consisted of above tea 
thousand men under arms, and the 
whole corps under the command or Su- 
worow now amounted to seventeen 
thousand men.

The two thousand Poles, who occupied 

Stanislavow, had retired to Okpni^i 

three miles from Warsaw, Fersen, who 

was to the left of Suworow*S corps, was 

therefore 
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therefdre ordered to attack them, and 
the General marched with the right 
wing within foUr miles of that place tp 
Kohylka, where also was a party of 
JPOles. As these troops were near War- 
saw, whente they could easily draw sue- 
cours, the General preferred adtihg with 
his Own corps to sending a detachment. 
He also expected in the toad to meet 
Kfakranov^ski, Whose route from the 
Bug to Warsaw naturally lay by Ko- 
bylka. In order to divide his forces 
equally, he took fifteen hundred horse 
of Fersen^s corps, namely ten squadrcmt 
of Smolensk! dragoons and six squadrons 
of Charkow and Achtirk light-horse. 
On the approach of night the two corpse 
thus divided, respectively began to 
march in the most perfedt silence. 

Suworow*s corps halted half way to 
attack the jenemy at day break. Briga-*

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^ier Iseiow first advanced with eigfit 
hundred Cofssacs, and was supported!^ 
ten squadrons of Pereiaslaw horse chas* 
seurs. The latter however marched so 
rapidly, that they had soon advanced a 
quarter of a mile beyond the column. 

. Some peasants taken by the Co8sacsr^ 
ported,that a considerable party had that 
very night formed a jun<Slioawith the 
enemy. Iseiow- therefore immedaatdy 
sent to Suworow to know if he was to 
wait for a reinforcement, to which that 
General replied by orders to advance. 

The Russians, having passed a thick 
wood, came to a muddy pond, whiA 
was a few hundred paces across, aoo 
from which they extricated themselves 
with great difficulty, as their march 
raised the mud, and it became rm 
impassable in proportion as they 2» 
vanced. 
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' " Ih the meanwhile the Cossacs and the \ 
chasseurs arrived in front of the enemy 
iand formed. The latter were much 
more numerous than was expeiSted, be- 
ing ranged on two lines, with their in- 
fantry in the centre, the cavalry on both 
wings, and their front covered on either 
side by chasseurs concealed in the wood, 
together with some pieces of cannon. 
'They were posted in a plain, which was 
a quarter of a mile across, surrounded 
with woods, and with several roads in 
their rear. 

Notwithstanding the superiority of 
their numbers, the Cossacs and chas- 
seurs fell full gillop on the two wings. 
*They were received with a heavy dis- 
charge of case shot and musketry, and 
their flanks in particular were annoyed 
by some pieces of cannon which were 
concealed in the woods. After an a<5tiye 
T 2 
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reslstsuice of half a quarter of an hoor, 
the enemy*8 flanks were beat in ; but th« 
in&ntry, who were in the centre, were 
not broken, and retreated in perfei^ or« 
der, and the wings wheeled round and 
formed into dose columns. The chas- 
seurs, who were in anabuscade in the 
wood, then also retreated with their 
cannon; but most of them were cut ta 
pieces by Brigadier Stahl, wIm) com- 
manded the Pereiaslaw horse chasseurs. 

From the beginning of the engage- 
ment, Suworow, perceiving the enemf 
were superior in. numbers, sent oika 
to the cavalry, who were filing off inhiJ 
rear into the wood, to accelerate thfflr 
march. Upon this, the regiments iwx^ 
diately advancing with the utmost eager- 
ness, the whole cavalry arrived at ti« 
very moment the first engagenaent led 
concluded.

■ The enemy, wh6 were fetJring in 
three close eohimns along the roads that 
led to the woodsi being partly supported 
by thdr cavalry, werfe attacked on dl 
sides by the cavalry of the Russians, and 
by the dragoons,' the greater pSart of 
whom were ordered to cMsmount* 

The first column, which consisted of 
a^bout a thousand men^ marched to th« 
right at a distance of alitio^t at quartet 
pf a mile from the^ second ; and thfe Qe* 
neral, pro tempore^ Islinief pursued theni 
wi^h t^n squadrons of dntgobhs and 
Jight horse, aiid a battalion of chass^ursi 
Notwithstanding a very quick fire of ar* 
HUeiy and of rtnisketry, he came up 
wiA ihQttk on jt smaU plain, killed two 
tmndred men, took Ihirty prisoners^ 
a:nd two pieces of cannon, ftrid dii^per^ed 
the r^st of the colunrn iA the wood& 
'Jhusi leaving a |)art of his trobps, he 
't| • ■ -^ 
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returned with the rest to the phtin, 
where the adtion had commenced, and 
there found Suworow, who ordered him 
immediately to return into the wood, 
because, according to the report of 
some dragoons, the Poles who had been 
dispersed, were re-assembled. Islinief 
taking with him six small squadrons 
of dragoons of reserve, surrounded and 
attacked on all sides the remainder of 
this column, who laid down their arms, 
and sued for quarter. Among the pri-- 
l^oners, of whom they took three hun-^ 
dred and eighty, were Colonel Boland and 
twenty-four superior and staff officers. 

On arriving in the plain where they 
hadbefbfe formed in a column, these 
prisoners requested the General to give 
them some refreshment; because they 
Jiad ,been marching during several 
flays, and had eaten very little, JIc 
ordered them whateyer was to be had, 
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and Brigadier Stahl, who had made the 
first attack with the chasseiirs on horse-' 
back, and who was resting, together with 
his squadron at the same place; ordered 
his officers to make a short halt, when 
the Russian soldiers divided their small 
portions of provisions with the same 
Poles they had just been fighting. 

The squadrons and battalions of chas- 
seurs, forming together thirteen hun- 
dred men, who had attacked this co- 
himn, assembled and ranged them- 
selves on this plain, leaving only a party 
of Cossacs behind to scour the woods. ^ 

The second cohimn of the enemy, 
which was weaker than the first, and, like 
that, without cavalry, was pursued by 
a regiment of hussars and three squa- 
drons of carabineers, under the orders 
of Brigadiers Baraskoi and -Polemanow* 



The Oenerftl also scntafter them, a tW- 
talion of chasseurs and jfoar squadron? 
of dismounted dragoons, These, purr 
sued the column into the woods; but a^ 
th? enemy tqok a very narow rc^ad, and 
tflie wood wa$ very thic^ on both Mdes, 
l^e Russkins could not break it. At 
length, |3i€ enemy succeeded in disez^- 
ging theniselves from their pursuers, and 
in joining the third column of th« left, 

This column was about &f eethou^i4 
men stroQg» au4 took the great road to 
Warsaw, which ^ y^ry l>ro$id. Nifi« 
squadron^, twobattaJioDs, and abootfbti^ 
|iundred Coss^c?, under the orders of 
poteip^in and Scheyitjsch, were seat in 
pursuit of thepa. The cavalry made 9 
pircijit, and suddenly attacked the rear 
guar4 pn a small plain. The latter 
were supported by a hundred a|ul GAf 
,|iorse, who were cut in pieces. Theift- 
^antry after\yard5 attacked them and 



toolie the lines ; and, after a full qvaif^ 
ter of an l)pur*s resistance, the coluniii 
took to flight, leaving aibout fiv? hm>-* 
4red men upon the field. 

Potemkin had demanded a reinforGe^ 
iasai of the General, pro tempore, Isli- 
pief, who, after beating the first column, 
sent him five squadrons of light horse, 
Pdtemkin also took the precaution of 
detaching three squadrons of carabineers, 
with alnH>st all the Cossacs^ to scour the 
woods to the left, and to cut off the 
road along which the column was pro- 
ceeding, While the second was joining^ 
the third, Potemkin was rejoined by the 
squadrons of Polemanow and Barasskoi, 
and both of them pursued their miareh 
in the same dir e6li(Hi. 

The carabineers and detached Gossacs 
di$charg&l their commission in the best 
manner possible. Accordingly, the cb-

Inmn, marching along a height, did hot 
see these squadrons till they suddenly, 
appeared before them ; while the others 
were on the point of attacking them in 
the rear. A brisk fire now commenced 
from the column on both sides, but the 
battaUons of Russian chasseurs, instead 
of amusing themselves with the fire, 
fell on them with the bayonet ; at the 
same time the five squadrons of light 
horse, who could not penetrate any 
further across the wood, dismounted 
and fell on the enemy with their sabres. 
On the other hand, the Gossacs and ca-> 
labineers did the same. The Poles de- 
fended themselves bravely, and would 
not ask for quarter. The battle con- 
tinued near an hoiu-, and they were 
almost all cut in pieces. Only four hun- 
dred prisoners were taken, among whom 
were thirty superior and staff officers, 
together with Bichefski, Adjutant-Ge-f 
neral of the King, who was severely 



pounded ia the shoulder.- , Col(Mael4U«^. 
):i$chef^l and plschefski were killed. 

They took all the artillery of th^jB 
Poles, consisting of nine pieces of cannon, 
?uid a large revolnt-ionary flag, being 
the only one they had with them ; and 
as none of these troops escaped, the fate 
pf this corps, which consisted of about 
live thousand men, was not known at 
Warsaw for a considerable time. The 
loss of the Russians was v^ry incon«;> 
eiderable.

While they were approaching the 
^nemy, and a little before the luStion 
commencefl, they perceived a numerous 
train of .Polish waggon^, under a weak 
escort, and the General detached against 
them, one hundred Cpssacs and. two squa- 
drons of carabineers to support them* 
But before these arrived, the Gossacs 
IPIf^e masters of the convoy; for the 
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fifty m*n, vrtio Were escorting it, tbre3iii^ 
down their arms and sutrendered. In 
the waggons tjpiey found bread, oats, and 
Uniforms, 

Getjeral Mayen^ who commanded tK« 
|:orp8 which formed the first column of 
Makf awnowski*6 army, Was lodged in 
^ castje near the place Where the troops 
#ere assembled; But he ho sooner hearc) 
file report of cannon, than he fled to 
Warsaw,^ and the twenty or thirty Go^ 
sacs, sent after him, were udaible (0

Tht kifahtry hiad not been empUiiyodi

on account of the narrowness of tiisd 
road, and of the mardiy gtoldid^ MrY&cH 
had been idBAes^ 6tili^mo|9 k^&$6tStih 
by the eavalry; 



The Co^sacs, nel? contented with 
peeing the country scoured, dispatphe^ 
gorae parties of (hien) tK^ros^i the woods a^ 
far as the intrenchmei>ts of Pr^^gtt^ 
twp mBes from Kobylka, where, they 
threw cv«y onie intotlie greatest allarm; 
as it was imagined the Russian tsckipf 
were following them* 

One of these parties of Coss^i^ reh 

ported, that a considerahle body sf 

Poles w«r« under march. Upon thit, 

Suworow immediately sent messengers 

to hasten the march of his infemtry, 

which was in the rear. It was the corps 

Qf General Gcninshi, consisting of ssvea. 

tl^>usand men, who belonged to Makrar 

nowski, and whose intention was to gp 

■to KobyUsa, but as he heard the cannon 

echoing through the woods, he had np 

favorable idea of the event/and returiuid 

diie^y to Warsaw. .Ii

' When this action, which had con- 
tinued four hours, was terminated, all the 
troops assembled under Kobylka, where 
the camp was pitched. The lord of 
this little town, was a venerable old 
man. Count Unrhue, who had lately 
arrived there, having had the greatest 
difficulty to obtain a passport from the re- 
volutionary committee at Warsaw, where 
-he had been arrested, at the commence- 
ment of the revolution. The C(^sacs 
who were detached, during the engage- 
ment, to take possession of Kobylka, 
mistook this personage for a General, 
because he wore a blue ribband, and se^ 
cured him as an important prisoner. 
His castle now served for the head- 
quarters, and he received Suworow 
with open arms, at the same time, con- 
gratulating him on his victory, and fe- 
licitating, himself on thus recoveriD|[ 
from his alarm. Suworow invited.him^to 
dinner, together with the Generals and 
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other officers, Ms prisoners, amon^ 
whofn was Bischefeki, although much 
incommoded by his wound. But his 
liberty was soon restored through respedl 
to the King of Poland. 

Fersen^ who with his corps had 
•marched against Okenief, did not find 
the enemy there. Having rested there^ 
fore a short time, he came in haste with 
a party of cavalry to join General Po- 
temkin, but when he arrived all was 
over. He afterwards joined General Su- 
; worow and encamped on his left* 

Derfelden arrived shortly after him^ 
and encamped on his right. After 
scouring the country, he had stopped 
some days at Grodno, to procure provi*^ 
jsions and bake bread, and had direded 
his march by Sokolow and Stanislavovr. 
Jiis corps consisted of eleven battalions. 
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fourteen squadrons, and thtee t^gimeftti 
of Cossacs^ amounting together to five 
thousand men, and was fumiebed witii 
twenty-four field piieces» The whok 
army under Suworownow amounted to 
twenty-t%vo thousand meni 

The best d^y after his arriTai at Ko« 
bylka, he began his preparatiaas ioi 
making a vigorous attack on PragiiCi 
tie caused a quantity of fasdzies to be 
made in the woods, as ated ladders, and 
hurdles to cover the wells, and the troops 
were exercised in various evoluticms and 
manoeuvres of assault* To relieve him- 
self from the guard and sub^ence of 
the Polish prisoners, who amounted to 
eighteen hundred men, they wnere conT 
dui^ed under a good escort, togethv 
with the artillery, to the frontiers of 
Russia* 



In the meanwhile Makranowski had 
arrived at Prague, before Warsaw. His 
corps, consisting of twenty thousand 
men, of whom five thousand were caval- 
ry and a few thousand scythe-men, toge- 
ther with forty-eight pieces of cannon, 
after having passed the Bug, had march^. 
ed in three columns. The first and 
strongest, which he commanded in per- 
son, had passed the river near Suchozin, 
under the fir6 of the Prussian batteries, 
without being detained upon their route: 
the second, under Gorzinski, had march- 
ed direcStiy in the centre ; and the third, 
under the command of Mayen, march- 
ing a mile to the left of the dire<St road, 
had been entirely defeated under Ko- 
bylka. 

Makranowski had written, during 
his march, to the revolutionary commit- 
tee *t Warsaw, that he was tired of his

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XIIL 

W HI L E the Rus^n troops; encamped 
under the walls of Kobylka, were em- 
ployed in making the principal prfepa- • 
rations for the assault, General Suworbw' 
was meditating the plan of operations. 
On the third day of his residence at Ko- 
bylka h^ went to reconnoitre the in- 
trenchments of Prague with \ih gene- 
rals and several officers. They Were sup- 
ported by ten squadrons of Pereiailaw 
horse chasseurs, six squadrons of Oleo- 
pol hussars, and a few hundred Cossacs. 
They were received with a dreadful 
:annonade from various batteries in the 
jQtrenchments, and the General, pro^tan- 
Mfte^ Islinief had a horse killed under 

to. : ^ 

The escort attacked the chaln'6fpic- 
l^ts of the enemy at various points, 
u a drove 
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drove them into the intrcnchments and 
killed about fifty men. The Poles dared 
not risk a sally to oppose this reconnoi- 
tring, which was peaceably performed, 
and, after having employed some hours 
in examining the most essential obje^, 
the generals returned to their camp, 
with their suite and their escort, without 
svifieringthe smallest loss« 

Major Bischefski, brother of the King's 
Adjudant-General, came to the ^amp in 
the King's -name, to ask pemciission to 
carry the wounded Adjudant to Warsaw 
to be properly attended. To this Su- 
warow consented without hesitation, re-^ 
quested the officer to present his homages 
to the King, and the next day, the two 
brothers returned to Warsaw with an 
escort. 

Another Polish officer came the same 
day to the camp. This was Major Mai- 
ler, whom tl^e revolutionary committee 

had 
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had sent, together with a physician, to 
take care of Kosciuzko. But this was 
refused, because that General was air 
ready at a great distance, and the roads 
not being safe, this requiest could not be 
granted without adding a considerable 
escort, which circumstances would not 
permit. It was also observed that the 
General was already under the care of a 
skilful man, and that he had all the as- 
sistance he could desire. 

The officer, who was charged with 
this proposition was accompanied by a 
second physician, formerly a prisoner 
at Warsaw, who had been set at liberty, 
and who was sent to attend Count Vale- 
riap Zubow, having been previously at- 
tached to him. This generous offer was 
accepted with gratitude. 

General Suworow received Major Mul- 

ler with the greatest politeness. He kept* 

him to dinner, and having formed a

favourable opinion of him, or, perhqi^ 
wishing coolly to overawe his enemy 
by the appearance of his troops, per- 
jnitted him to see them at his easeio 
their camp, and ordered a subaltern ofr 
ficer to accompany him. Muller was 
Slot a little surprised at the prodigious 
aftivity of the Russians, and the im- 
mense preparations they had already 
made for the assault. At his return, Su- 
worow told him he was concerned at 
seeing^ the Poles running into the jaws 
of destrudtion, by a resistance which 
was equally obstinate and fruitless, 
while it was in their power to perserve 
their liberty by accepting the anmisty; 
and that if they persisted in defending 
^emselyes, they would all be put to tiae 
sword. 
The>Polish General in Chief, Zekms- 
^hik, who succeeded. Makranowski, had 
given Muller, as he passed, 'a letter to

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But) in lieu of keeping it to 
2^ionschik read it to the 
committee, where it made a lively ioi' 
pression, and where several membos 
of this assembly perceived ia this rigo- 
rous answer, the ^e that threateaed 
their ephemeral power; a presentiment 
which was speedily realized. . 

All the necessary measures mtim 
taken, and the preparations for the as- 
sault of Prague completed. Gcacral 
Suworow extended and approved the 
plan of attack, of which many of the 
particulars had been concerted in the 
council of war. These he 
cated to all the commanding 
regiments, battaUons, squadrons d 
companies, and thus eveiy thing ^ 
ready for the assault. 

The General had ordered, that noone 
should shew himself towards 
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except those who went to reGonnokve; 
nor was it allowed to send thither any 
patroles without his orders. According 
to the information he had received, he 
knew pretty well the strength of the 
garrison of that suburb, and of the in-^ 
trenched camp, which defended the en- 
trance of it. These intrenchments were 
stronger than those of Warsaw, and 
sufficiently extensive to serve as a field 
of battle. The garrison consisted of 
thirty thousand men. The plan of as- 
sault contained sixteen articles, which 
were to the following effeft. 

I. The army shall mar6h from Kobylka a- 
gainst Prague in three columns by three different 
roads, on the 22d of February at five o'clock in 
the morning, and shall encamp in a circle round 
Prague. 

II. The right wing shall be commanded by 
Perfeldcn, the center by Lieutenant- General 
potemkin, and the left- wing by Lieutenant-Ge« 
iieral Baron de Fersen.

At the same time all the field artillery, 
consisting of eighty-six pieces of cannon, shall 
occupy the outermost intrenchment, and shall be 
supported by one-third of the cavalry ; and the 
remaining two-thirds shall keep on the two wings 
observing a proper distance. 

XIV. The Cossacs shall remain in the place 
assigned them behind the columns. Those who 
shall be between the fourth and fift:h columns at 
the beginning of the assault, shall approach the 
intrenchment crying out Hurra ! and those wh| 
shall be posted on the banks of the Vistula, shall 
keep their post^ forming a semicircle. 

XV. The 
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Xy. The troops must act with the greatest 
energy against those who are under arms, but 
shall spare the inhabitants, unarmed persons, apd 
those who shall ask for quarter. 

XVL As soon as the business shall be termi- 
nated, a proper ground shall be sought, for erect- 
ing batteries, where the field artillery shall be 
placed, and the troops shall immediately begin a 
brisk cannonade on Warsaw. 

Accordingly the army began to 
march, at the appointed hour on the 
azd October, from the camp of Kobyl- 
ka, in three bodies, against Prague, two 
miles from the place ffom which they 
set out. The troops marched with 
drums beating and colours flying, they 
arrived at ten o'clock in the morning at 
the appointed posts, and ranged them* 
selves round Prague beyond the reach of 
the cannon* 

At their approach the enemy's ad- 
vanced posts remained at their stations, 
but the Russians attacked them with the 
bayonet. This excited an alarm in the

middl* d6 tlieir intrenehmfti^V^^cH 
was heard' at a giksit disst^ce. 
' The troops encamped, and tiie Gene- 
rals, hayijig made all th& arrangements 
relative to the good order (rf^ the ^m»pj- 
mounted their hdrs'cs ill the. afternoon' 
to reconnoitre.

spected the whole camp in the evening 
and passed the night there. 

Towards midnight batteries were 
speedily erected' in front of the three 
cx)rps. On these two thousand men were 
se.^. to 'work, supported by six batta- 
lions, and by five" in the morning the 
batteries were finished, There vras one 
of twenty-two pieces of cannon on the 
right wing, one of sixteen in the centre, 
and one of forty- eight on the left: 
wing. 

At break of day the Russians began to 
use all their artillery, and were answered 
from the intrenchment, . by a very

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.made several additions to the plan of as- 
sault. Till the very moment when it was 
to begin, he passed the night at Belalen- 
ka, a small village about a musket shot 
bdiind the camp. 

At three in the morning the troops 
began to march in seven columns. The 
first and second were led by Lieutenant- 
General Derfelden, under whom Major" 
General Lasci commanded the first, and 
Colonel Prince Laborow Rastowski the 
second. 

Lieutenant-General Potemkin led the 
second, and under his orders Major-Ge- 
nerals Islinief and Burhawden com- 
manded the third and fourth columns. 
The threecolumns of the right wing were 
led by Lieutenant-General Baron de Fer- 
sen, under whom were Major-Generals 
Tormasow, Rachmanou and Denlzow. 
All the cavdry were under the orders of 
Major-Geheral - Sdiwitsch, and com- 
" maaded 
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manded by Brigadiers Polewanow, Bat- 
rawskoi, Stahl, and Saburow. Its busi- 
ness was to support the field artillery 
and defend the columns on eadi wirig. 

The first cdlumrt consisted of two bat- 
faHons of Livonian chasseurs arid three 
battalions of Fin^gor grerladiets ;^ and 
the body of reserve, of the Tiili regiment 
of musketeers and the thtee squadrons 
of Kiowie horse chasseurs. 

The second column consisted of two 
battalions of Bieloms^^chasseurs, the Ab- 
scherow regiment of musqueteers, and 
a battalion of musqueteers from Nisow; 
the body of reserve, of the second batta- 
lion of Nijiow musketeers and five squa- 
drons of Kinburn dragoons who served 
on foot. 

The third column consisted of two 
Iwttalions of Livonian chasseurs and fouSr 
battalions of Chersott grenadiers ; an4 
the body of reserve, of a battalion df 
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Smolendu musketeers, five squadroa 
pf Smolensk! dismounted dragoons, and 
three squadrons of Pereiaslaw how 
chasseurs. 

. The fourth column consisted of the 
third battalion of Bielorus chasseors 
the fourth battalion of the corps of 
JLivonian chasseurs, and the regiment 
of Assew musketeers; and the body of 
reserve, of the Naeski regiment of mus- 
Xeteers, the five other squadrons of dis* 
mounted Smolensk! dragoons, and three 
squadrons of Oleopol hussars. 

The fifth column consisted of the first 
battalion of Catherinoslaw chasseurs, the 
Kurski regiment of musqueteers,anda| 
battalion of grenadiers, formed of diffan 
ent companies ; and the body of reserv*! 
of another battalion of the same, a bat 
.talion of Nowogorod musketeers, an 
three, squadrons of Elizabethgrad hoi 
chasseurs. . j 
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. • TKe sixth fcolumn consisted of a bat- 
talion of Catherinoslaw horse chasseurs 
and three battalions of Siberian grena- 
diers ; and the body of reserve of thft 
Neprow regiment of musquetecrs and th« 
three squadrons of Oleoppl hussars. 

Lastly the seventh column consisted 
of two hundred Tschorndmor Cossacs> 
two battalions of Catherinoslaw" chas- 
seurs, and the Koselow' regiment of mus* 
keteers ; and the body of reserve, of the 
tegiment of musketeers from Ugli and 

* three squadrons of Elizabethgrad horse 

. Chasseurs. 

The cavalry upon the right wing 
consisted of two squadrons of Kiowie 
horse chasseurs, four squadrons of ca- 
rabineers, two from Sever and two 
from Sophi, and six squadrons of 
Marippol light horse. Between the 
fourth and fifth columns, on account 
of the greatness of that interval, and to 

K2 cover 
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cover tHe artillery, was placed an inter— 
fenediate torps of seven squadrons of Pe* 
reiaslavr horse chasseurs, and five squa'* 
drons of Alexander light horse. On the 
right wing of the fifth column were ten 
squadrons of Tschemikow and Glukow 
Carabineers, and three squadrons of 
Oleopol hussars. 

On the leffc wing between the sixth 
and seventh columns were four s<[ua- 
drons of Elizabethgrad horse chasseucs^ 
iix squadrons of Achtik light horse, and 
three ^uadrons of Woroni hussars* 
The Cossacs occupied the four principal 
points of the two wings on the banks 
of the Vistula, and were to the num«» 
' her of three hundred and fifty, and si& ■ 
hundred and thirty; and between the 
Sourth and fifth columns to the number 
of four himdred and twenty-five, and 
seven hundred and fifty. .

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. The Russian troops who were ready . 
to put themselves in motion in the order- 
here described, were waiting for th^. 
signal in the profoundest silence. Ge-. 
neral Suworow gave the word of Bela--. 
benka, and the musket, which was the. 
signal of attack, was fired at five in the, 
morning. Immediately they were all- 
in motion, although it was then very, 
dark. Suworow went in person and 
posted himself on a height, whence he, 
jnight observe every thing that passed, 
about a werst from the outermost of thft 
<?nemy*s works. 

The two first columns, as well as the 
bodies of reserve in the interval between 
them, were exposed during their ap- 
proach to the cross fire of several bat-" 
teries, namely, of that which they were 
attacking, of those of the small islands 
which were fortified on the Vistula, 
of those of Marimont and even of War- 
X 3 saw, 
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saw, an3 on their flanks to a fire of case 
shot, and of musketry- But nothing 
could discourage them, and they rapidly 
Jeaped the ditch and the parapet, and- 
fell upon the cavalry and infantry that 
were behind them. Brigadier Polewa- 
now caused these two first columns to 
be supported by some squadrons of horse 
chasseurs, who leaped over the ditch, 
attacked the remainder of the enemy's 
cavalry, and defeated them with the 
bayonet. The infantry drove the ene- 
my to the banks of the Vistula, pene- 
trated into the suburb itself, pursued 
them from street to street, as far as the 
bridge, cut off their retreat over it, 
killed two thousand men upon the spot, 
and made two thousand prisoners, 
among whom were several ojfficers and 
two Generals. About one thousand 
men, who attempted to save thenriselves 
by swimming, perished in the Vistula. 

The 
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The third and fourth columns were 
obliged to ascend a small sandy hilli 
•where they found, great obstacles to be 
surmounted. Impatient to arrive, the 
greater part threw away their hurdles 
and fascines, in order to march faster 
over the sand, and only made use of 
their ladders, helping each other with 
their hands to pass the six lines of wells 
the enemy had dug. 

The third column took possession of 
two strong detached bastions, and pene- 
trated, notwithstanding a vigorous resis- 
tance, into the interior of the works. 
They had particular reason to fear the 
efforts of the enemy's cavalry, wh6 
put themselves in motion to fall upon 
their flank; but General Islinief imme^ 
diately ordered OTitie battalions of gre- 
nadiers to form a line and attack them 
with tl^e bayonet. This manoeuvre 
obliged the enemy to take to flight.

The fourth column took a cayaSer, 
and an advanced fort, surrounded wH 
a stone wall, and their batteries, whid 
were palisadped. These troops then 
immediately divided, and penetrated on 
both sides into the park. Theyjeapcd 
. over the hedge and the parapet, caniei 
^ve more batteries, and attacked tk 
enemy in front, and on tbeir ^aijjU 
Thus the enemy had two tho\Kandn^eu 
cut in pieces, and General Hcesler was 
taken prisoner, with twenty other offi- 
cers. 

There was also towards the park, a 
regiment of the line, conoposed entirdf 
of Jews, to the number of fivebundM 
well armed and equipped, and on the 
^me footing with the other ?oUi 
regiments, from whom they conU ^ 
be distinguished. They made an ob- 
stinate defense, but were at lengthen 
destroyed to the very last man, excei* 

their 
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Jtheir Colonel Hirschko, who prudently 
remained at Warsaw. 
' While these two columns were ap- 
proaching the last fort of the interior 
intrenchment, a magazine of powder 
find bombs blew up, but the vicinity of 
this explosion did not, for a moment^ 
delay their march. 

The 5th column overcame every dif- 
ficulty with prodigious rapidity, carried 
the batteries, and after havii^g pe- 
netrated into the suburb, went dire<5tly 
by the great street, to the bridge, and 
assisted the infantry of the first column, 
to cut off the retreat of the fugitives, 
over the bridge of Warsaw. 

The seventh coluncin met with many 
obstacles. They had been obliged to set 
forward on the march much sooner than 
the other columns, to file round a marsh. 
They passed through two villages, form- 
ed themselves into a column, arrived at 

the 
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the intrenchment raised between the 
pond and the small arm of the Vistula, 
carried the three batteries, and marched 
on. The enemy*s cavalry which had en- 
deavoured to stop their progress, were 
cut oflf by a part of this column, and 
the rest were destroyed by the bayonet 
or thrown into the Vistula, where near- 
ly a thousand men perished, and £ve 
hundred were taken prisoners. 

As soon as the columns were in pos- 
session of the advanced posts, and had 
penetrated beyond them, the bodies of 
reserve advanced towards the points pre- 
scribed to them, and soon after the ar- 
tillery performed the same manoeuvre^ 
supported by the cavalry of reserve, 
which took a number of prisoners 
among those who were flying. 

Till this period, the columns had 
combated and* repulsed the enemy in 
the great interval which separated the 

external

external intrenchments from the forti-i 
fications of the suburb^ as in a field of 
battle. They now penetrated into the 
farthest of the fortifications of Prague 
itself, and began to ni2k.e a dreadful- 
carnage in the streets and public squares, 
which were deluged with blood. The. 
most dreadful of these scenes was the 
massacre of some thousand men, ar- 
rested in their flight on the banks of 
the Vistula. The Russians took three 
thousand four hundred prisoners, and 
the remainder were killed with the sword 
and bayonet, or drowned in the river, 
before the eyes of the inhabitants of 
Warsaw, who, from the opposite bank, 
vainly stretched forth their hands to 
assist them. 

So great a number of prisoners', how- 
eva:, taken at a single point during the 
heat of the a<5tion, leaves no doubt of 
the moderation of tl^e conquerors ; and 
^this fa(^, which, like all the rest of this 

adlion, 
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ftdtioh) was faUy authenticated, af len^ 
destroyed the exaggerated accounts ad 
pamphleteering declamations, tdiich, by 
doubling the numbers of the killed, eo* 
deavoured to tarnish the glory of the 
Russian GeneraL Besides, were equity 
at all compatible with party s]wit, the 
writers who have deplored the fete d 
Poland would have observed, that it is 
rarely in the power of the leaders to sus- 
pend or curb the impetuosity of the sd* 
diers in the heat of the action, sti less 
in the fury of an assault, and, least of 
all, in such an assault as tiiat of Pragoei 
where the majority of the Russians were 
animated with the remembrance of their 
losses during the. insUrre<^on of^^' 
saw in 1793. 

But another equally lamentable spec- 
tacle presented itself to the inbabitanB 
of that capital in the burning of k*^ 
houses of Prague, the 'destru(aion<>f 

y0\ 
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"wrhich seemed to menace them With a 
speedy fetCi At once they heard balls 
hissing on every side, bombs bursting, 
and the cries of the dying. The mourn* 
ful sound of the tocsin increased the^ 
noise of the artillery, and the conster- 
nation was- universal amidst all classses 
of the inhabitants. 

A bomb fell into the hall of the revoi' 
lutionary council, while the members 
were assembled^ and, in bursting, killed 
^e secretary, who was ireading a papftt* 
to the members. - 

About a thousand i)ersons of both 
sexes took reftige, together with theit 
most valuable property, in" and be* 
fore the house of the English Minis* 
ter, in hopes of being spared when 
the Russians entered the city. Buf 
those of the suljurb had no • retreat, 
because the General, who had caused 
the approaches to the bridge . t6 be de- 
fended 
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fended from .the b^inning of theai* 
sault, caused it to be burnt on the a^ 
towards the Russians, to prevent Wai* 
saw from being exposed either to mas- 
sacre or pillage* After some time, he 
caused the cannonade to be slackened. At 
length, the fire of the artilleiy wholly 
ceased, and, at nine in the morning 
that is, after four hours fighting, the 
assault was finally terminated. 

There arc few examples of annlitary 
operation so boldly conceived, so skil- 
fully performed, or so important in itJ 
consequences; since, by extinguishiDg 
in a single day the fire of the insurrec- 
tion, it caused the overthrew of a thion^ 
the constitutional existence of whidi 
had given rise to so many storms, !«« 
thus finally restored the public traD- 
quillity. 

It required, undoubtedly, the j?*!^' 
intrepidity to strike this decisive WP^'

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for the Russians were obliged to pene* 
trate by ppre force a triple intrenchment, 
which was defended by a formidable ar-* 
tillery and a garrison of thirty thousand 
inen, before the eyes of the capital of 
the kingdom, which founded all it* 
hopes on this bulwark, which was de- 
fended by its bravest warriors. 

Of the Poles, thirteen thousand men 
lay upon the field of battle, one third 
of whom were the flower of the youth 
of Warsaw; above two thousand were 
drowned in the Vistula, and the numbef 
of prisoners was little inferior to that of 
the killed; for it amounted to. fourteen 
thousand, six hundred, and eighty. Of 
these, eight thousand were immediately 
set at liberty, and the others enjoyed the 
game favour the next day. 

Among the prisoners were Generals 
Mayen, Hesler, and Krupinski, five 
colonels, twenty-five staff officers, ind 

four 



ferilr htindi'^ .and thirteen superior of- 
ficers. Generals Jasinski, Korseck^ 
Kwaschnefski, And Grabowski were kil- 
led. Only eigiit hundred men saved 
themselves by flying over the bridge to 
Warsaw* • 

Jasinski, one of the best officers of 
engineers, and of artillery, in the Po* 
lish army,, and leader of the revolution 
atWilna, had come on a visit to his 
fnends at Warsaw, the evening before 
the assault, and had told them, that if the 
Russians were nc^ repulsed, they would 
never see him more, as he was resolved 
to perish. He was killed, sword in 
hand, by the bayonet, in the first in- 
trenchipent. 

The Russians lost five hundred and 

eighty men, eight of whom were supe* 

Tv» and staff officers; and they had 

nine hundred, wounded, twenty-three 

, of whoni w^e superior and staff oSi^ 

cers.

;ers. They had under arms, at this 
issault, twenty-two thousand men^ viz. 
ifteen thousand infantry and artillery, 
four thousand horse, knd about three 
tliousand Cossacs. 

The Poles, who had been deteived by 
the batteries ere<Sted by the Russians, 
were persuaded they would undertake 
a regular siege: This error consoled arid' 
encouraged them the more, is the ap- 
proach of winter would probably sus- 
pend the siege, and leave them in repose 
till the next year. The night before the 
assa;ult, they had removed thirty-six 
pieces of cannon from Warsaw to Pra- 
gue, and had only kept thirty guns on 
the other bank of the Vistula. This fire 
did the Russians more mischief than 
that of the intrenchments. 
"The artillery taken from the 6nemy 
tonsisted of one hundred aiid four

pieces of cannon and mortars, cbiefl)" o| 
large calibre. 

As soon as .all was over. General Sa. 
worow gave the command of Prague to 
General Burhawden, who occupied it 
with six battaliops, ten squadrons, two 
regimeni^ of CqssacSj, and all the field 
artillery, most part of which were point- 
ed against the bridge, and the rest 
towards the river. A strong guard 
was set, .and. pickets . stationed ia the 
suburb and out of it> and the rest of the 
troops, encamped rovwid Prague, and k 
the intrenchments, forming a semi- 
circle, of.,whidi,each extremity termi- 
nated at die river.

, SuwOTow took up his station under 

^e cavjdier, without the intrenchment, 
near the park.. Here he assembled se- 
yjeral of the Generals and superior of-

o^h&ron the victory.. Suwofow-onder- 
ed ^vm refreshtn^nt to be served, jto* 
which he mvitecl Ji^Q Polish GeijeralSj;^ 
his prisoners. The o^cejrs were fUowed. 
tQ retaiij theii; s^^rfff a|jd wpre^^tispated* 
amicably. 

After this repast, General Suworow 
took a few hours rest, on some straw, in 
one of the soldier's tents, and a Kalmuk 
tent, called Kibika, was prepared for 
him to pass the night. 

He also gave orders, relative to the 
subsistence of the prisoners, and the 
care of the wounded, most of whom 
were sent back to Warsaw and set at li- 
berty. In the afternoon, the troops were _ 
employed in carrying off the artillery 
taken from the enemy, and removing 
the arms, tents and other military 
implements to the places of their desti- 

nati<W»,

The day after the taking; of Prague^ 
some members of the Magistracy arrive 
ed there at day break with a letter from 
the King, and a note from the Council of 
Warsaw, to treat relative to a capitula- 
tion ; they were conducted into the tent 
of the General, p>^o tempore, Islinief, who 
had a conference with them, and read 
the dispatches, which they delivered to 
hini. 

Those of the Magistracy were as ft»U

'« The Couftcil of the city of Warsiv^r, ap- 
pointed to watch over the happiness and trahqiiil^ 
lity of the inhabitants, afe taking cvtty measure 
in their power to prevent any troubles oti the ap- 
proach of the Russian troops, and, as they have 
succeeded in keeping good order in the city, they 
have resolved to address his Excellency Count 
Suworow, General in Chief of the Russian troopS, 
to entreat him to save the lives and property of 
the inhabitants, if rhe troops in Warsaw lay down

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their arms. With this view the Magistracy hare 
deputed Messrs. Makargwitsch^ Barakowski and 
Straltowski to' confer with his Excellency^ and to

Islinief immediately informed Suwo- 
row of the . arrival of these deputies.

tent, and seated them on the ground by 
his side. They burst into tears, express- 
ing by this mute eloquence, which was 
for more expressive than words, all the 
sentiments of joy, gratitude and admira- 
tion, with which they were* affected. 
Suworow entertained them with kind- 
ness, ordered them some reftesh- 
ments,' arid requested them to infonn 
him, within four-and-tw'enty hours, 
of the determinatioi> of the Magistra- 
cy, relative to the articles delivered 
them.

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During the : interval of this antfw^er' 
from Warsaw, the day was employed in' 
clearing the streets and squares \ pF 
Prague, and in interring thedead^ In.

Hofman was sent back to the King, 
accompanied by Major Hossen, to com- 
municate to His Majesty, the decision bf 
General Suworow, who, in lieu of con- 
senting to the delay demanded, begged 
the King to consider the tumult that 
had taken place the preceding night, 
land of which he was informed, as an 
B<]ditiohal motive to accelerate his entry 
into the city as much as possible; and 
declared that it should take place in two 
days, as well to guard the personal 
safety of the King, as to restore the 
|>ublic tranquillity. 

. The King of Poland listened with 
^eat' attention to the report of these 

two 
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isffo officers, and acknowledged the jiis^ 
tice of General Suwor6w*8 observation!. 
In the meanwhile, Wavroschewski, be- 
ing traversed in the execution of his de»- 
signs by the resistance of the people, 
in concert with the supreme council, 
placed the authority into the hafads of 
the King, declaring he no longer saw 
any means of providing for the safety 
of the republic. The first use the Mo- 
narch made of his power, was to leave 
to Suworow the choice of the day when 
he would make his entry into the city, 
promising to cause the bridge to be re- 
established as speedily as possible. Hof- 
man carried this answer to the camp at 
four o'clock in the afternoon. 

In the meanwhile, Ignatius Potocki 
came to the camp before dinner, to re- 
hew the King's request, stiU to postpone 
the entiy a week. He dismounted at 
Lieutenant-General Potemkin's, together

** prisoners wUl be set at liberty without 
*^ it : besides it would be a crime to be-<> 
^* tray the confidence of an enemy, who 
^ is come to negodate on the faith of 
** an armistice;'* 

When the suburb of Prague was quite 
cleared, Suworow removed his head« 
quarters thither from Belalinka, that he 
might be nearer to the Vistula, and the 
centre of his operations. 

The detachment commanded by Deni- 
sow, had already passed the river; the 
cavalry swimming, and the infantry one

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h?^f OP the horses* croups, and thfe other 
in the boats wbch a' so carried over the 
artillery. The insurgents who were on 
the opposite banks, endeavoured to dp- 
pose this manoeuvre, but were repulsed, 
find nothing stopped the progress of the 
Russians. 

' The next morning, at day break 
(zS October), the same deputies returned 
from Warsaw with two letters, one from 
the King, and one from the Magistracy; 
requesting that the Russians would 
make their entry as soon as possible: 
They declared that th^ir presence wai 
indispensably necessary, on account of 
the intestine troubles, and the danger 
that threatened the person of the Kingj 
that the insurgents had gone out of the 
city, under arms, and had stopped in 
the neighbourhood, where they excited 
great uneasiness.

Although the magistrates had given 
special orders that the houses should be 
shut, and that no one should be seen in 
the streets, they were, nevertheless^ 
filled with people. But, as those wh(r 
might possess the wish to excite distur-» 
bance, perceived the impossibility of 
success, the whole passed on with the 
greatest order and tranquillity. All the 
windows were filled with spedtators, who 
were delighted at the return of order, 

and 
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ilnd of die assurance of jpeace; and the 
ftir resounded with the exulting excla* 
motions of, ** Long live Cath^iuie! 
** JLong live Suworow !** 

When the General came to the cathei 
dral, he ordered aU his suite to halt, and 
repeated a prayer. At the extremity of 
the city he alighted at a public -hotel, 
where he dined. He afterwards took a 
house in that part of the town which 
Mvas nearest the camp, where he fixed hU 
head-quuters. 

He had also ordered Lieutenant-Oene- 
ral Potemkin, oji his entrance into the 
city, to go and pay his respe^ to the 
King, at the castle, and to attend to the 
safety of his person. 

Major-General Burhawden was ap' 
pointed Governor of Warsaw. 

A new and very ai£s6%ing drial was 
now made of Suworow's sensH>ili^« 
when the magistrates presented to him 

the 
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the Russian prisoners, to the niSrribef of 
thirteen hundred and seventy-six, whom 
he had restored to liberty, and whose 
lives he had preserved ; for it had ac- 
tually been proposed in tbe revolu- 
tionary committee, prior to the taking 
of Prague, by a wretch named Kolon- 
tay» the Robespierre of Poland, to mas- 
sacre all the prisoners, and even the Pole* 
who were suspected of being attached 
to the court of Russia. The arrival of 
the Russ&ns, however, prevented the 
execution of this horrible design ; 
though the infernal projector contrive4 
to escape, with an hundred and fifty 
thousand ducats which he stole from the 
mint aild public treasury. 

When Lieiitenant-General. Pc^emkin 
paid his visit to the King, he was com- 
missioned to demand an atidience for 
Count Suworow, \diich was. appointed 
on die following day. .
